DOCTORS ARE PUZZLED 


By the Mysterious Affliction of a Lad at 
Danvers, Mass. 

DANVERS, Mass., Sept. 1.—A yearand a 
half ago Walter Crosby, who is about 12 
years of age, walked home from school 
one afternoon and teld his mother that he 
Was feeling sick. The boy was taken 
with convulsions soon after being placed 
in bed, and when the family doctor was 
called in he could not tell what was the 
mater with him. 

As soon as the boy-camo out of one con- 
Vulsion he went into another, and this 
sort of thing” continued for several days, 
Walter remaining unconscious and ap- 
pearing at times as if dead. Physicians 
called, one after another, and none of them 
could make out what ailed the boy. His 
stomach appeared to be in first-class 
condition, the action of all his vital organs 
Was perfect and he was not affected with 
brain or nerve trouble, so far as could be 
ascertained. One day he came out of the 
convulsions and was as well, except for 
the strength he had lost by not eating, as 
he was before the attack came on. 

Two days ago the boy went to Salem 
Willows in company with his aunt, and 
while there he went for a ride on the 
“flying horses,” in company with a num- 
ber of other children. He was on the 
horses for perhaps 15 minutes, and when 
he came off he complained of feeling sick, 
and within minutes he was in conyul- 
sions and unconscious. He was brought 
home to Danvers, and an examination by 
physicians showed that he had eaten noth- 
ing which would cause indigestion, the 
action of his heart was regular, and every- 
thing about the little fellow appeared to 
be in perfect condition. 

Medical aid was at once summoned and 
the child taken home. Allefforts to bring 
him to himself proved unavailing until at 
the end of seven hours he came to. He 
was last night apparently as well as ever.

RAINECLIFF, N. Y., Sept. 1.—The follow- 
ing letter explains itself: 

“In response to the very large number 
of suggest®ons made to me that I should 
declare my attitude with reference to the

“And now, having been five days on 
American soil, after 12 months’ absence, 
and having examined the situation as well 
as possible in that period, I beg to say 
that in the approaching councils of the 
party in convention assembled I desire to 
be regarded as a soldier in the Republican 
army, ready to receive the commands of 
my fellow-citizens of like persuasion in 
public policy with myself, whether those 
commands involve leadership or services 
in the ranks. 

“When I left the vice president's chair, 
and since, Ihave no thought, much less 
desire, to re-enter public life. Manifold 
considerations regarding my family, which 
I haye no right to intrude upon the public, 
led me to desire to spend the remainder of 
my days in retirement.

“By the kindness of my countrymen, 
having held high official positions at home 
and abroad, I was profoundly content to 
let the record stand. But do not under- 
stand me to imply that I look lightly 
upon the office of governor of the state of 
New York.

UVALDE, Tex., Sept. 1.—A terrible catas- 
trophe befell this thriving town Thurs- 
day night, and there is mourning in many 
households. The calamity was entirely un- 
expected. 

The treacherous Leona river, swollen to 
& raging torrent by recent rains, rushed, 
without a moment’s warning, down upon 
the town, submerging and wrecking many 
houses and drowning a number of people. 

In this arid section such destruction by 
the elements has never before been chron- 
icled. It is not definitely known how 
many have been drowned, but the num- 
ber is believed to be large. 

It was 2 o'clock in the morning when 
the flood begun. The atmosphere had 
been close and predictions of a storm were 
made. Just as the storm broke over the 
city, aturrent of water rushed down the 
Leona river, overflowing the banks of that 
stream, and flooding the lowlands on 
either side to a depth of several feet. 

The east side of the city is built on low 
land and was directly in the path of the 
water. All the houses in this part of the 
town were submerged, and in the dark- 
ness could be heard the cries of distress 
from ill-fated inhabitants. 

As soon as those in the high part of the 
town were made aware of the terrible flood 
and its consequences, the work of rescuing 
began. 

Great Loss of Life Feared. 

Great apprehension is felt for the fami- 
lies living on the ditch south of here. 
There were from 75 to 100 of them, and it 
is feared they have been destroyed. 

One Mexican family living on the ranch 
of Schwartz, five miles below town, is 
supposed to have been lost, no vestige of

The News adds: “Can it 
be that Lerd Rosebery will extend his ad- 
miration for the foreign policy of Lord 
Beaconsficld into an imitation of his 
purchase of Suez canal shares?”

LABOR'S GREAT DAY. 


Fine Weather asia Out Crowds 
In Many Cities. 


BOSTON’S MAYOR “TURNED DOWN.” 


Disrespectful Action of Certain 
Labor Organizations. 


Boston, Sept. 4.—Labor day passed off 
here with much eclat yesterday. Much 
comment is being made over the actions 
of certain labor organizations when pass- 
ing Mayor Matthews in review. A band 
leading one of the largest organized bodies 
played a funeral dirge, and another or- 
ganization, numbering 800 men, refused 
to uncover their heads when passing him. 
One of the mottoes read: “We do not be- 
lieve in cheap labor, but Mayor Matthews 
does.” This was turned full on to the 
mayor as it passed in review. There were 
12,000 members of organized labor in line. 
The procession took ene hour and a quarter 
to pass 4 given point. 


Quiet at Fall River. 

FALL River, Mass., Sept. 4.—The ob- 
servation of Labor day here was very 
quiet. Less than 200 took part in the 
parade, and the various outings drew very 
small crowds. Taken all together, the 
observance of the day was the least en- 
thusiastic among the operatives, who 
claim the day as their own since Labor 
day was instituted. 

Canada’s First. 

TORONTO, Sept. 4.—For the first time in 
the history of the Dominion, Labor day 
was celebrated by a general suspension of 
business in different cities and towns 
throughout Canada. In this city a big 
parade was held and wound up with a 
picnic at the island, where addresses were 
delivered by Sir Oliver Mowat and others 


Parade and Excursion at Providence. 

PROVIDENCE, Sept. 4.—Labor day was 
celebrated for the first time here. Nearly 
all the mercantile and manufacturing es- 
tablishments in the state were closed. 
There was a big labor parade here, and a 
union excursion to Crescent park fol- 
lowed. 


Wound Up With a Ball. 
ROCKLAND, Me., Sept. 4.—The Labor 
day celebration in this city was the largest 
ever held in this section of the state. 
Seven organizations participated in the 
parade. There was a big ball last night. 


Women Joined In the Parade. 

NEw BEpFrorD, Mass., Sept. 4.—Nearly 
6000 operatives turned out in a labor 
parade here. In all il unions were repre- 
sented. Three hundred women walked 
over the route. 

Lowell's Largest and Best. 

LOWELL, Mass., Sept. 4.— The labor 
union people’s demonstration, parade and 
gala day at the Fair grounds was the 
largest and best in their history. All the 
events attracted big crowds. 


Not a General Holiday. . 
LEWISTON, Me., Sept. 4.—Labor day was 
celebrated here with a parade of 1200 men, 
who then went on an excursion to Long 
island. Some business houses closed, but 
the closing was not general. 


Contord’s Celebration, 
ConcorD, N. H., Sept. 4.—Labor day 


here was observed by an entire cessation 
of business. A parade of labor unions 
was followed by an excursion to The Weirs. 


Hudson and Marlboro Doubled Up. 
MARLBORO, Mass., Sept. 4.—The Labor 
day parade of Marlboro and Hudson or- 
ganizations was a grand success. <A pic- 
nic at Fort Meadow grove followed. 


A Thousand Men In Line. 
PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 4.—Labor day was 
observed here by trades procession, in 
which all labor unions participated. There 
were about 1000 men in line. 


Hartford Did Well. 
HARTFORD, Sept. 4.—Labor day was ob- 
served here by a big demonstration, the 
town assuming gala attire. The parade 
contained 1500 men. 


Garment Workers’ Demands. 

New YORK, Sept. 4.—A general meeting 
of the United Brotherhood of Tailors and 
Garment Workers of America was held 
here yesterday. Resolutions were adopted 
asking for the abolition of the task sys- 
tem, for10 hours’ work a day, and that the 
shops be put in proper condition, and de- 
manding that the public and press give 
their sympathy “because we want to work 
like men and not like slaves.”” There bids 
fair to be a general strike on the part of 
sweatshop workers throughout the eastern 
states.

Editorial Comment, 


Topay our public schools opened for 
another year. This will not be accounted 
good news by the small boy or his ilk. 

The pleasure and relaxation incidental to 
a vacation season have all come to an end; 
and the agony of the thought of this, one 
can fully sympathize with, that’s ‘* been 
there,”’ as all of us have, who have been 
graduates. 

What puzzles children generally, and 
gives them a distaste for attending school, 
is, why education is made so much of; 
made the necessary and indispensable 
condition in their case imposing so much 
restraint and associated with so much 
that’s distasteful, dry and, seemingly, 
unimportant. 

It is out of this spirit of sympathy for 
our children in the acquirement of an 
education, especially when at first entered 
upon; when its great importance is not 
fully understood and appreciated, that the 
wonderful improvement of our modern 
methods of imparting an education, has 
come, 

While this is undoubtedly true, yet it is 
a curious fact that improving the 
‘*methods’? has increased the burdep- 
some duties of the teachers. There never 
was a time when so much is expected of a 
teacher as the present. 

This bring us to say that they most 
regard the opening of our schools with 
considerable anxious feelings; growing out 
of their experience of ‘worry’ and 
‘* weariness’ indured, in the conscientious 
discharge of their onerous duties, 

Having expressed our sympathy for the 
children in prospect of the opening of our 
schools, we cannot withold our sympathy 
from our teachers, including of course, the 
superintendent. It’s a hard and exhaustive 
work to which they are called, and they 
all have our best wishes for their success, 


THE ADVERTISER thinks the tax rate 
“reflects great credit on Mayor Hodges’ 
business-like of the city’s 
affairs.’’ While willing to concede that 
Mr. Hodges has given the city a good 
alministration we cannot seein any wise 
how any credit attaches to him on the tax 
rate. An economical administration was 
the campaign shibboleth to secure his 
election, but upon making up the appro- 
priation for 1804 he saw no way to retrench 
and his total exceeded that of 1893, and 
the city tax this year for current expenses 
is $175,000 against $160,000 last year. This 
increase alone makes the tax rate very 
nearly $1 larger than last year, While the 
maturing debt is larger, and also the 
county tax, less is raised this year for 
interest, and there is quite a reduction in 
the State tax and also overlayings, while 
the increase in number of polls helps to 
reduce the amount to be 
estates, 

The executive, we contend did not show 
his hand on tax rate, but matters were 
allowed to take their own course. It was 
in the Mayor’s power to reduce the appro- 
priations, but he did not do it. There 
were available balances which might have 
been used and thus reduce the levy, but 
this was not done, Third, some of the 
maturing debt might have been extended, 
as the LepGer strenuously advocated at 
the time. Had $30,000 been extended it 
would have made the tax rate the same as 
in 1893, The city would then have paid 
off $59,730 of its debt, or $34,730 outside 
water and park assessments, and would 
reduce the debt during the year that 
much, providing new debts were not con- 
tracted. Thus fara few debts have been 
contracted for ordinary expenses but 
nothing like $34,730. 

To have kept the tax rate down and at 
the same time reduced the ordinary city 
debt would have been honor, indeed, for 
government of 1894. But the opportunity 
was missed. The tax rate has increased 
$1.80 the water debt has not been reduced, 
and it remains to be seen whether the 
ordinary city debt will be reduced. Tie 
reduction will be difference between $64,- 
730 and the amount of deb‘s contracted 
during 1894. The past few years, the 
city has with one or two exceptions lived 
within its appropriations but already two 
of those for 1894 have been exhausted and 
one has been replenished, while others are 
dangerously low.

THE SUNDAY FIRE. 


A Blaze Gets a Good Start in John 
Cushman’s Storehouse, 

Flames were bursting out of Cashman’s 
Storehouse at West Quincy on all sides 
Sunday afternoon when an alarm from 
Box 46 on Hose 3 house was pulled at 2 
o'clock, and there was anxiety for some 
moments. The fire department responded 
with its usual promptness. Hose 3 put oo 
the first water, layinglines from both the 
hydrants at the corner of Willard street 
aud Farnace avenue, and corner of Willard 
and Cross stree's attacking the building 
on both sides, 

The steamer on its arrival located at the 
first hydrant, and Hose 1 alsorun another 
line from the second hydrant. 

Many teamsters in the employ of Mr. 
Cashman were at hand, and with the 
assistance of the large crowd of willing 
workers who assembled, removed to safety 
the large number of teams kept under the 
storehouse, and also led to pasture the 22 
horses kept in a large stable near by. 
Close to the storehouse on the railroad’side 
Was a train of loaded freight cars, and on 
parelle! tracks two trains of passenger cars, 
All but two of the cars were moved to a 
distance. 

Chief Williams and the assistant engi- 
neers were promptly on the scene and 
directed the streams well, and confined the 
fire to two sections of the storehouse and 
two freight cars. The tin roof undoubt- 
edly confined the flames to a great extent 
and prevented the spread. The building 
is still standing, and the two freight cars 
were only charred on the exposed side. 

The section of the storehouse in which 
the fire started was for the most part empty 
and was the resort for boys, and often 
tramps and drunks, the doors being wide 
open much of the time. In the middle 
section E. H. Doble & Co. had stored 
under lock and key mauy tons of baled hay 
and straw, a whole car load having been 
put in Friday. The fire got into this and 
made an obstinate blaze, which was only 
extinguished by removing each bale. In 
the southerly section Messrs. Doble had 
stored from 300 to 400 barrels of flour 
which was not damaged unless by smoke, 
The firm had an insurance of $1,100 which 
wiil cover their loss. Mr. Cashman’s loss 
may amount to $1,000, and the loss to the 
N. Y., N. H. & H R. R. cars and freight 
may amount Lo $500.

Sunday a Yellow Day. 

Sunday nearly equalled the famous ‘‘yel- 
low day” of Sept. 6, 1881. For two days 
previous the smoke had gradually been 
accummulating inthe upper strata of air 
and on Sunday afternoon at about three 
o'clock the sun was totally obscured, giving 
the earth an uncanny yellow appearance. 

People who had powerful telescopes had 
an excellent opportunity to view the spots 
on the sun, for at half past one the bright 
glare was subdued so that it could be 
looked at without the intervention of 
smoked glass. The clus‘er of four immense 
spots was then clearly visible and remained 
so for over a half an hour. With the aid 
ofa powerful field glass great clouds of 
smoke could be seen to drift across its dull 
red disc. 

The peculiar phenomena was caused by 
the fires which are now devastating thous- 
ands of square miles of forests in Minne- 
sotta, Michigan and Wisconsin.

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HARVEST OF DEATH. 


Awful Scenes In the Fire Swept Dis- 
tricts of Minnesota. 


THE MISERY IS WIDESPREAD. 


Noble Work Done by Survivors 
of the Holocaust. 


PrxE City, Minn., Sept. 4—Words can- 
not tell the story of the death and de- 
itruction that is revealed to the traveler 
en the St. Paul and Duluth from Mission 
Creek, two miles above the little town of 
Miller, to Sandstone Junction. The awful- 
ness of the desolation which strikes upon 
the eye of the observer as he reaches the 
camp which was once the town of Hinck- 
ley is more strongly impressed on his 
vision as he journeys northward. 

The smoke lifted yesterday, revealing a 
landscape bare and black, the few stand- 
ing trees being charred toa height of 40 
feet, while the ground was of that peeuliar 
tint of brown mixed with gunpowder, 
for the grass had been burned to the roots. 

Here and there in the bleak and dreary 
stretches of country, in what is now a 
great lone Innd, was seen the body of a 
deer, whose fleet feet had not been able to 
outrun the flames, or of a human being, 
who had been absolutely powerless against 
the grim destroyer. 

A relief party started on a handcar 
loaded with provisions to relieve the people 
of Sandstone, who were reported in dis- 


tress. They proceeded as far as Skunk 
lake, where the Duluth limited train was 
burned. Here they found Engineer 


Williams in charge of a gang of men re- 
building the burned bridges. From them 
it was learned that the living at Sandstone 
had been taken to Duluth by special 
trains on Sunday night and their pressing 
necessities relieved, so that the help from 
Pine City was not needed. The party, 
therefore, resolved itself into one of search- 
ers for bodies 
The Death List. 

The latest reports of the number of dead 
do not materially alter the former esti- 
mates. In fact, the estimate is proving 
remarkably exact, considering the confu- 
sion of the first day. One element that 
makes close figuring very difficult is the 
fact that bodies seen in the woods and 
along the track are not infrequently ro- 
ported to two points and sent out from 
each among its dead. Then, too, the ten- 
dency of the occasion has been to exag- 
gerate. 

However, climinating these doubtful 
elements as far as possible from its ap- 
proximation, the total is believed to be as 
nearly exact as possible. The number of 
dead at Hinckley is placed at 200. A 
reporter has actually counted 194 of these, 
and the margin allowed is about all that 
is necessary. The figures are as follows: 
Hinckley, 200; Sandstone, 6z; Miller, 12; 
between Skunk lake and Miller, 12; Poke- 
gama, 28; in the lumber camps and scat- 
tering, estimated 50. Total, 364. 

How Sandstone Looks. 

Mr. Webster, the father of Mayor Lee 
Webster of this town, was among the 
dead, and yesterday afternoon Mr. Web- 


ster went to Sandstone to bury his father 


and mother. The scene at Sandstone as 
described by Mr. Webster was heartrend- 
ing. The streets of the town were only 
lines of sand, between heaps of ashes. 
Within these lines lay 40 bodies scattered 
at random, and 22 more were found dead 
in the outskirts of the town and in the 
hollows and marshes toward the river 
bank. 

The bodies were lying exposed to the 
sun and rain, and were rapidly decompos- 
ing. They were identified as far as pos- 
sible, and will be buried at once. The 
Duluth people are looking after the care 
and relief of the people on the line north 
of Hinckley. 

How Live Stock Fared. 


One of the marvellous circumstances of 


the affair is the escape of so many eattle 
and horses. Many were absolutely un- 
scathed, though no one can tell how they 
escaped the ordeal of fire. Others were 
pitifully burned, and steps are tardily 
being taken to put them out of their 
misery. 

The animals were without food until 
late yesterday afternoon, when the relief 
train brought up some hay, and the cows 
were in great suffering, not having been 
milked for two days. The carcasses of the 
dead animals, which are becoming very 
offensive, will be put out of the way. 

Ove House Exempt. 

A five-mile tramp out through the wood 
to the north of Pine Cif¥ revealed a scene 
of desolation which rarely falls beneath 
the eye of man. Thecountry is absolutely 
swept clean. There is but one scettler’s 
house standing within a radius of miles, 
It is that of Mike Dean, on the edge of the 
river, three miles east of town. 

Dean and his next neighbor fought the 
fire until they had to abandon hope, They 
got the women and children into the 
water, covering their heads with cloths, 
kept wet by dashing water over them, and 
when the fire had passed they came out 
unhurt and were much surprised to find 
their building standing. 

Brook Park Wiped Out, 

Brook Park, Pokegama station, a new 
town on the St. Cloud-Hinckley branch of 
the Great Northern road, was totally de- 
stroyed. The flames burned 300,000 fect of 
lumber, sawmill, hotel, stores, postoffice, 
schoolhouse and section house. Twenty- 
five families in the immediate vicinity are 
homeless. Six thousand tons of hay, 20 
head of horses and 30 head of cattle are 
gone. The total loss of property is placed 
at about $30,000; no insurance. Sixteen 
persons are missing, and five were found 
dead. 

Dave Williams’ Presence of Mind. 

Yardmaster Dave Williams of Duluth is 
something ofa hero. He is the mamwho 
grasped the situation, acted on his knowl- 
edge promptly and relieved the people of 
Sandstone. He received a message from 
Miller Sunday night which said: “There 
are 150 people at Sandstone without food 
or shelter; for God's sake, get them out of 
there.”’ 

In an incredibly short time an engine, 
in charge of Yardmaster Williams, was 
on the way to Sandstone. The entire road, 
after the burned district was reached, was 
patroled, and the engine kept up an in- 
cessant whistling, so that any persons 
who were nearby would come at once to 
the track. When the train arrived at 
Sandstone Junction, or Miller, as it is 
generally called, it was met by nearly the 
entire population. The depot platform at 
Miller had been burned, and there was not 


house left standing anywhere in view. 
About 170 people were taken aboard, anda 
messenger sent to Sandstone who informed 
the people of the arrival of their relief. 
There was no attempt to care for the dead, 
who lay scattered through the streets of the 
town. Everything inflammable at Sand- 
stone was destroyed. 

Heroic Work. 

No one of the citizens of Pine City who 
volunteered their aid in the relief work 
did more than F. G. Weber. He took en- 
tire charge of the work at the cemetery 
and kept at the work until all that could 
be done was accomplished. During the

night he had a succession of relays of men 
under him, for many sickened and had to 
give it up. The work progressed slower 
than need have been the case had Mr. 
Weber's working force been adequate. 

As it was, five unidentified dead bodies 
were interred in the treyches; 66 more 
were put in boxes and 13 were buried by 
their friends, making a total of 134 bodies 
handled at the cemetery. Mr. Weber 
says he has reports of 51 bodies already for 
burial, and this number will grow every 
hour. The bodies found after today must 
he buried where they are found, as they 
are literally falling to pieces in most 
cases.

Fire Breaks Out Afresh. 

A strong breezeswept up from the south 
yesterday afternoon, and soon the flames, 
which had been quenched to some extent 
by the morning showers, were again 
fanned to a blaze, and hundreds of col- 
umns of smoke began to ascend from the 
woods. The fire will not be out for many 
days, but there is no danger, as the under- 
brush is burned out clean, and there is no 
possibility of its spreading. 

The intensity and insatlability of the 
firocan be seen from the fact that the 
corduroy fills where the logs were buried 
under several feet of earth are entirely 
eaten out, the fire eating its way through 
under the entire width of the road. 

The Latest Details 
confirm the reports previously received as 
to the magnitude of the Hinckley disaster. 
The most conservative estimates of dead in 
the six or eight towns in Pine county is 
862, and from that figure up to 1000. 

Although the exact number of dead will 
never be known, enough is known to make 
this one of the most appalling disasters in 
American history. More have perished, 
but never so many in so terrible a manner. 
As to property loss, few could be made to 
talk about their business losses. It is 
probable the loss in and around Hinckley 
will exceed $2,000,000, although no careful 
estimates have yet been made. Nor can 
they be made where all papers and records 
have gone upin the same flames that so 
quickly devoured all the houses, the vege- 
tation and almost the land in a large see 
tion of Pike county. 

Rains yesterday cleared the air some- 
what from smoke, but were not heavy 
enough to entirely quench the fires, which 
would break out on slight provocation if

PINE City, Minn.,Sept. 5,—So thoroughly 
have all the-arrangements been made for 
the relief of the sufferers around Hinckley 
that everyone has been well cared for. 

The clothing, medical supplies, bed- 
aing, provisionS and other supplies were 
received from all parts of the state and 
sent where most needed. The regulars 
from Fort Snelling have been of great 
help, as their tents at Hinckley were 
greatly needed, besides which the police 
duty they can do is of advantage. 

Crowds of curious people are going over 
the grounds looking for relics of the horri- 
ble disaster and searching parties are look- 
ing for more bodies in the woods. All the 
injured have been brought to the hospital 
and medical supplies were turned over to 
the medical men in charge and there was 
no delay in caring for the injured. 

Every hall and public building of every 
sort was used as a hospital, and the people 
joined in nursing, knowing no such thing 
as weariness in their eager desire to re- 
lieve the suffering of the surviving. One 
of the greatest troubles has been with the 
eyes. The heat was so intense that the 
eyeballs were nearly shrivelled. 

Relief trains came up on the Duluth 
road from St. Paul at frequent intervals, 
and at every station the people were ready 
with supplies for the victims of the fire, 
which were at once loaded in the cars and 
brought to this city for distribution. 

Burial of a Hero, 

Thomas Dunn was buried yesterday. H» 
was the heroic telegraph operator who 
lost his life because he remained at his 
post until hiSstation was on fire. It was 
upon his orders that the train returned to 
take aboard those fleeing from the flames. 
After the train carried away over 300 
people from the fire, he jumped from a 
window and started for the gravel pit, 
where so many saved their lives. 

Dunn was within five rods of the gravel 
pit when he fell, and he was unable to get 
further. His dead body was found almost 
on the edge of the safe retreat. He~was 
well liked by the railroad men and hada 
large circle of acquaintances. 

Hinckley’s Death List. 

The number of burials at Hinckley and 
vicinity thus far has reached 225; at 
Sandstone, 67; at Pokegama, 25; at Miller, 
12; estimate of dead not found, 50; total, 
879. 

There is one point where an indefinite 
number may be found. It is west of the 
Duluth bridge, across the Grindstone, and 
at the northwest edge of the town, where 
there was a millpond of considerable 
depth and probably 400 feet wide. On the 
bank nearest the town stood the plant of 
the Brennan Lumber company. A num- 
ber of persons were seen making their way 
to the water of the pond down the alleys 
between the piles of burning lumber. 

There is no basis for an accurate approx- 
imation of how many there were. One 
thing is certain, no one who went into it 
evercame back. Tothe intense heat of 
the burning lumber and the suffocating 
volume of smoke which it alone produced, 
was added that which went up from the 
sawdust and edgings there, by which the 
fire ran to the very water's edge. 

The water was deep and those there 
chose death by drowning to suffocation or 
burning. The pond is yet unapproacha- 
ble. The sawdust bank is still full of fire 
and as treacherous as quicksand. The 
smoke is so dense that not even a sight of 
the pond can be had from a point near the 
place where the bodies are supposed to be, 
and it may be some days before an attempt 
at recovery can be made. 

From Brook Park come reports that the 
fatalities there were more than had been 
supposed. J. D. Markham, who owned 
the town site, knows that there were 113 
settlers at or near that point. Reports 
show 28 of the number to be dead. Rumor 
has increased it to between 50 and 60, 

Buried In Trenches. 

There are now lying in the Hinckley 
cemetery, under a shallow covering of 
sand, or rough boxes, which take the 
place of caskets, 216 bodies. F.G. Webber 
of Pine City, who has had entire charge of 
the interment, has had his work well in 
hand and has kept most accurate account 
of the bodies. These figures include those 
buried by their friends. 

Four trenches in all have been opened, 
separated by about four feet. Commenc- 
ing on the south, in the north trench, are 
45 unboxed corpses. In trench No. 2 are 20 
boxes, many containing from two to five 
bodies. This trench is nicely closed. In 
the third are 27. The fourth trench is not 
yet in use, but there are piled up 19 boxes 
which will be put in this afternoon. 

The foreman of the construction train 
reported to Coroner Cowan that in 
the hillat the north end of the bridge 
across the Grindstone were nine bodies 
incinerated. A few rods west of where the 
Duluth depot stood was found the body of 
awowan. To this must be added the few 
bodies shipped out, the two buried by Jim 
Hunt’s party, four interred by another 
explorer, Stautla by name, making the 
225 accounted for in Hinckley and vicinity. 

A mass of estimates cre being made, 
but there is no foundation for them. 
There were undoubtedly settlers and men 
in the lumber camps who have not yet 
been discovered. A search for them will 
be prosecuted with vigor, and they will be 
buried where they lie. 

At Pokegama (Brook Park) the dead 
have been all accounted for and will not 
run over 25. At Miller were buried 12; at 
Sandstone 67. These ficures. with an as

Republican Majority Ip Vermont Reaches 
Very High Figures. 

BURLINGTON, Vt., Sept. 5—Hon. Olin 
Merrill, secretary of the ublican state 
committee, gives out figures showing that 
68 towns heard from give a majority for U. 
A. Woodbury for governor of 22,000. 

If the remaining towns to be heard 
from give as large a Republican vote as 
in 1892, the majority will be over 26,000, 
and a proportionate gain in -remaining 
towns will give a majority of 28,000, the 
largest ever given a governor in an off year 
with one exception, Dillingham in the 
year of Garfield’s election. 

This vote indicates a gain of 7000 in the 
Republican vote over 1802, and a gain of 
12,000 over the vote of 1890.

Editorial Comment, 


“June”’ in her interesting column in 
the Parriot of Saturday would provoke a 
discussion on Quincy’s position as to 
‘Greater Boston,’’ and seems willing to 
be gobbled up. With some the plan con- 
templated means much. If itis out and 
out annexation to Boston, ‘‘no’’ should 
be the decision of Quincy. If it is to bea 
metropolitan government in the matter of 
water supply, sewerage system, park 
system, etc., it is quite another matter. 

** June’’ points to thetax rate. Well that 
is higher than it ought to be, or need to be, 
and will not be as high again for many 
years to come if Quincy adopts some 
financial policy. There should be a 
limit on the percentage of debt to 
valuation that should be paid in any 
one year. Aside from water and parks, 
Quincy this year pays indebtedness to the 
amount of $64,730, requiring very nearly 
$4 on the tax rate. This together with the 
payments on water and park assessments is 
altogether too much. The total debt Jan. 1 
was but $339,730, and at the present rate 
of payment would be cancelled in less than 
six years. The law says all debts for 
ordinary expenses shal) be paid within ten 
years, and in view of the obligations for 
water and parks the LEDGER contends 
that not over one-tenth should be paid in 
any one year, or what would be better, 
limit the payment to $2 or $2.50 per 1,000 
oa the valuation of the city. 

Should Quincy adopt the Boston policy 
her tax rate might be as low, and the im- 
provements secured. If a sewer system 
was built on the assessment plan it would 
not affect the tax rate much, and on the 
rental system it would soon be self sup- 
porting. Quiacy’s water supply is not as 
unsufficient as ‘‘June’’ would have us 
believe, for the Water Commissioners say 
their is no danger, and this has been a test 
year. No excessive appropriations are re- 
quired for other departments that cannot 
be met in a business like way. Boston 
would not expend more money in the 
Quincy ward than it received in taxes, and 
taxpayers would not get as good a return 
for a dollar as they now do. The Quincy 
valuation is not excessive, as would soon 
be proved upon annexation to Boston. 
But it would be a costly experiment to try. 
Quincy is gaining faster in population 
than Boston, and wealth should keep pace. 
Where Boston from 1885 to 1890 increased 
less than 14 per cent. in population, 
Quincy gained over 37. Quincy as Quincy 
is all right.

SUNDAY EVENING witnessed the closing 
of the evangelistic meetings which have 
been in progress in South Quiney for the 
past five weeks, under the direction of 
Evangelist George S. Avery.

The Quincys of Old Colony League Defeat 
the West Quincys. 

The long looked for game of base ball for 
the championship of Quincy was played 
at Merry Mount park Labor day, before a 
crowd of at least 2,500 people and resulted 
in a victory for Capt. Burrill’s team by a 
score of 27 to 15.

Fruit and Forest Trees Show Effect 
of the Drought. 


THE LACK OF RAIN IS GENERAL. 


Potatoes Are Doing Better 
Than Was Expected. 


Boston, Sept. 5.—We give “below. the 
weather-crop bulletin issued by the New 
England weather service for the week end- 
ing Sept. 8, 1894: 

Along the coast the weather for the 
week just passed has been cooler than 
usual, while in interior sections it has 
been warm, with a few cool nights, but no 
frosts. There has been very little sun- 
shine in any district. A good shower 
passed easterly across central Vermont 
and into New Hampshire on the 80th ult., 
giving half an inch or more of rain in 
places. The day was generally cloudy 
and threatening elsewhere, but only 4 
trace or few hundredths of an inch of rain 
came in any other seotion, and in many 
places none was recorded during the week. 

Potato Crop Will Be Large. 

The drought is now reported by most 
correspondents, except in central Vermont 
and in central and northern Maine, as the 
worst on record. Even where the light 
showers and heavy dews have kept vege- 
tation refreshed and growing, though but 
slowly, the wells and streams have been 
getting lower and lower; many that never 
have been known to fail before are now 
dry or nearly so. It makes very favorable 
conditions for work on meadows and bog 
lands and many are improving the oppor- 
tunity. The fruit and forest trees are now 
beginning to show the effects of the 
drought in their drying and falling leaves. 
Maine has suffered from the drought the 
least of any of the states, but the reports 
now indicate that crops are suffering and 
that it is too dry to plow and put in 
grass and grain seed. Potato digging has 
begun, but it is reported that not until 
next week will it be well under way. 
There is some complaint ef rot and rust, 
but nothing serious. The potatoes are 
generally found of good size and excellent 
quality. One correspondent in Aroostook 
county says the yield promises an average 
one, but owing to the unusual large acre- 
age there will be an immense crop. 

Pastures Doing Well. 

In northern New Hampshire graas is 
looking fairly green, pastures are atill very 
good and most crops are doing well. Po- 
tatoes are turning out fairly well, with 
very little rot reported. In southern coun- 
ties some report not more than half a crop 
of potatoes, while others say an average 
yield and of good quality. Corn is matur- 
ing well, but will be poorly filled on dry 
land. Apples are withering on the treesin 
Merrimack valley, but generally the crops 
make a good showing. Much grass on new 
pieces is dead, and will promise a poor 
crop next year. There will be very little 
grown in the southern part of the state. 
All late forage crops have suffered for rain 
and will be light. 

Conditions Differ. 

Correspondents in Orange county, in 
central Vermont, report pastures in good 
condition, and the streams and wells no 
lower than is usual at this time of year. 
Their crops are doing very well and rowen 
is being harvested. But in Chittenden 
county and ee Vermont the drought 
is®pronouncec a serious matter both to 
crops and to pasture and field land. Po- 
tatoes are turning out fairly well, though 
they are rotting badly in Orleans county. 
Pumpkins are a lightcrop. Corn is good. 

Cranberry Crop Will Be Light, 

All of Massachusetts continues to suffer 
for want of rain. Most crops are matur- 
ing and would not be helped materially, 
but fall plowing and grass seeding cannot 
be done. Pastures are very dry and water 
is failingin many of them. Corn on dry 
land is ripening up too fast and is not fill- 
ing well, but generally this crop will be 
fairly good. The reports on potatoes are 
very irregular, but they are turning out 
better than was expected in many places. 
Cranberry picking has begun, with a very 
light crop in prospect. Fruit is dropping 
badly in places, but the winter varieties 
generally promise well. 

Re-seeding Necessary. 

The weather in Rhode Island has been 
favorable for the maturing of crops, but it 
is very dry, and, as in the other states, 
wells and streams are failing. There will 
be very little second crop of hay cut. 
Much of the land that was seeded last 
spring will have to be re-seeded this fall to 
have any hay next year. The report on 
apples is variable, some orchards showing 
a good crop, while others very few. 

Tobacco Crop All In, 

Notwithstanding the great lack of rain 
in Connecticut in most places the crops 
are making a fair showing. Corn is poor 
in places, but is generally good. Cran- 
berries are being gathered. Late peaches 
are reported scarce in New Haven county, 
but of fine quality and large, and they 
are ripening well, with a good crop in 
Fairfield county. Onions are small. 
Buckwheat is poor. Potato digging is 
general throughout the state and many re- 
port a better yield than had been expected, 
One correspondent in New Haven county 
says they are very puzzling, some flelds 
that look promising yield few and small 
ones, while others, where not a large yield 
was expected, turn out an excellent crop. 
There is great complaint of rot in Litch- 
field county, being worse on high, dry 
land; some fields will hardly pay for dig- 
ging. The tobacco worms are ng 
tomato vines very much in places where the 
tobacco was injured greatly by hail near 
the first of last month. The tobacco crop 
is practically harvested, most of it being 
put in nearly two weeks earlier than last 
year, owing partly to the early set and 
partly to the forcing of the plants by the 
hot weather in July. The crop is pro- 
nounced very large. 

A Terrible Storm. 

Wicuira, Kan., Sept. 5.—The lower part 
of this city was inundated by a cloud- 
burst yesterday, and many telephone 
wires are down. The lightning was in- 
cessant. A bolt of lightning killed 
Thomas Herman's 38-year-old boy, fatally 
burned a 9-year-old girl, and literally tore 
the house to pieces.

BLOCKED ENTRANCE TO A MINE. 


Imprisoned Workmen Rescued 


With Great Difficulty. 


Lorry, Pa., Sept. 6.—The little mining 
town of Scotch Valley, in Lackawanna 
county, Was swallowed up in one of the 
most complete mine cave-ins ever known 
The scene of the disaster 


in this region. 
ison the eastern slope of Mt. Lookout, 
the score of houses composing the hamlet 
being the mouth of the shaft of Mt. Look- 
out c colliery. 

The wildest excitement prevails through- 
out the region and details are fragment- 
ary. It is known, however, that the dozen 
houses on either side of the principal street 
of the hamlet are completely swallowed 
upin the gaping sinkhole, and nothing can 
be seen of the other buildings of the town 
but roof gables and chimneys. 

The cave-in was caused by the giving 
away of the timber supports in workings 
of the Mt. Lookout colliery, which have 
not been in operation for about two years 
and had been neglected in consequence. 

About 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
the inhabitants were startled by the 
rumbling, thunderlike reports, which 
warned them of the falling of 

Tons of Rock and Debris 
into the deserted cavérns of the abandoned 
mine, many feet beneath them. 

The people were still further horrified 
when the ground trembled and swayed 
like an earthquake beneath them. Report 
was followed by report, and accompanied 
by other tremors. and then the villa 
sank out of sight in the gaping cavity. 

Meanwhile, some 50 miners were im- 
prisoned in the colliery. They had been 
at Work in a new portion of the mine, and 
their usual means of exit from the mine 
were completely wiped out by the cave-in. 
James Perrin, one of the oldest of th 
miners, got the men together, however, 
and started to lead them up through a 
tunnel which had been used as an air 
shaft, but which leads to the surfac 
through a series of steep slopes. 

The rescuing party on the surface had 
made an attempt to put a passage through 
the mass of debris which blocked the mai i 
entrance. Failing in this, some of the 
more daring of the rescuers descended thi 
air passage and penetrated the slo 
where the imprisoned miners were strug 
gling upwards. 

The men. were carried to the surface, 
where a great crowd of excited, panic 
stricken people were awaiting them. All 
the persons who could be found have been 
taken from the ruins. 


For Wife Killing.

Loss of Life Is Now Placed at 
Four Hundred. 


Pine City, Minn., Sept. 6.—The heroes 
of the forest fires are many, but Engineer 
Berry and Conductor Powers of the east- 
ern Minnesota freight came to the front 
rank among the heroes who have stood 
trial by fire. 

Four hundred and seventy-eight people, 
whom they picked up and carried to safety 
ti the box cars, were carried through the 
midst of the furnace over burning ties, in 
the face of the knowledge that another 
train in the opposite direction had the 
right of way, and was Mable to be met 
anywhere in the smoke, fire and flame, 
and a terrible ride over the 130-foot bridge 
across the Kettle river, which was blazing 
and trembling under the wheels, appar- 
ently ready to fall. 

Fifteen minutes after the train passed, 
the bridge went into the river. It was at 
this time that a crowd of alleged men 
crowded into the cab and begged Engineer 
Berry to uncouple the train and carry 


oO 
them to safety, leaving the people in the 
cars to perish. They were summarily 
fired out by the engineer, who could find 


no words severe enough for them. 

One of the most pathetic and heart- 
rending tales is that of James Kelly and 
Ernest Hogan. As a result Kelly was fete 3 Ee 
buried here yesterday, and Hogan, with 
his feet and hands terribly burned and his 
system exhausted, lies at Sandstone with 
small chance of recovery. Kelly was camp 
foreman for O’Brien Bros., whose camp is 
eight miles from Hinckley. When the 
fire drew perilously close to the camp, and 
they could fight it off no longer, they

To SUBSTANTIATE the statement yester- 
day that in percentage of increase Quincy 
was gaining over twice as fast as Boston 
we republish below a summary compiled by 
Frank P. Johnson for the Waltham Free 
Press.

Mr. Jobnson’s object was to show how 
rapidly Waltham has been growing during 
the past few years. His table makes even 
a more favorable showing for Quincy, the 
percentage of growth here in five years 
having been 37.67, a rate exceeded only by 
that of Everett, Malden, Melrose and 
Revere. 

The same percentage of increase will 
give Quincy a population next May of 
23,000, while the metropolitan district will 
have a round million. 

The increase in valuation in Quincy from 
1885 to 1890 was $5,177,945, over 62 per 
cent. The city therefore gained nearly 
twice as fast in valuation as population. 
The average valuation per capita in 
Quincy in 1890 was over $800. The same 
average and a population of 23,000 should 
give Quincy in 1895 a valuation of $18,- 
400,000. The Assessors total this year is 
$16,817,455. With such encouraging 
statistics why should Quincy consider for a 
moment, annexation to Boston.

The Y. M. C. A. to Open Evening School 
ia this City of Schools. 


The granite cutters of the city will no 
doubt appreciate the new department to be 
opened by the Young Men’s Christian 
Association next month. For overa year 
the management of the Association has 
been giving ious consideration to the 
guestion “‘How can the Association best 
adapt its secular work so as to make it of 
the most practical benefit to the largest 
class of men in the community.” 

There is no doubt but that there are 
more young men in the granite business” in 
our city than in all other trades and pro- 
fessions combined. One of the greatest 
needs of the granite business today is more 
skilled workmen. First class workmen are 
seldom in need of a job, It is the testi- 
mony of the leading manufacturers that 
the most skilled workmen are those who 
have a knowledge of drawing. This is 
especially trae where the compressed air 
machines which are so rapidly coming into 
use, are handled. 

Many men have been greatly benefi.ed by 
the drawing classes in the evening schools, 
but there is another department of stady 
which we believe has never been 
taught in the evening schools,namely, clay 
modeling. This is a very important aux- 
iliary to first class stone cutting. The As- 
sociation proposes to furnish first class 
instruction in monumental drawing, free- 
hand drawing and clay modeling. 

During the summer Secretary Colton 
visited the Associations of Springfield and 
Dayton, Ohio, the first in the country, to 
take up industrial educational work, with 
a view of securing as much valuable infor- 
mation as possible from their experience. 
These Associations carry on many differ- 
ent lines of manual training work for 
various classes of men, but the secretary 
of the Dayton Association stated that as a 
class, the stone cutters in the class in clay 
modeliog had secured, as a result of the 
knowledge acquired in the class, a larger 
advance in pay than any other class of 
men. As it is probable that wages are to 
be generally decreased, rather than in- 
creased, every ambitious young man will 
endeavor to fit himself for a higher grade 
of work. 

The Association realizes that the success 
of such classes depends largely upon tbe 
teachers, They must not only understand 
their particular branch, but must be 
acquainted with the trade in which the 
pupil belongs. They must also be able to 
impart their knowledge to their classes. 
It is naturally to be expected that such an 
Association would also desire to secure 
men who are thoroughly interested in 
helping young men to become not only 
skilled workmen, but also to develope 
strong characters. The Association be- 
lieves that it has secured men who have 
these qualifications. 

The class in clay modeling and free hand 
drawing will be taught by Mr. Herbert W. 
Beattie, the well known modeler of South 
Quincy. Mr. Beattie is a graduate of the 
noted South Kensington schoo! of London, 
and has built up for himself a good reputa- 
tion by his fine work, which is well known 
in all parts of the country. 

The mechanical or monumental drawing 
will be taught by Mr. Wm. Duff, designer 
for Milne & Chalmers. Mr. Daff has also 
studied in the South Kensington school 
and has had a large experience as a teacher 
in Scotland. He has also taught in the 
evening schools in Barre. Mr. Dutf has 
worked at stone cutting so that he has the 
practical knowledge of the business. 

Already a number of men have given 
their names as members of these classes, 
and there is no doubt but that cutters and 
manufacturers will welcome this practical 
interest in their welfare.

ACTED WITH JUSTIC: 


China’s Edict of War Says That Japan 
Violated Treaties. 


COREANS WILL YET BE FREED. 


China Will Root the Wojen 
From Their Lairs. 


SAN FRANcIsco, Sept. 6.—The steamship 
Belgic arrived from Hong Kong and Yo- 
kohama, via Honolulu, bringing Yoko 
hama advices to Aug. 15 and Hong Kong 
to Aug.1. At Pekinon Aug. 1 the fol- 
lowing edict was issued by the emperor: 

Corea has been Our tributary for the*past 
200 odd years. She has given ustribute all 
this time, which is a matter known to the 
world. For the past dozen or se years, 
Corea has been troubled by repeated in- 
surrections, and we, in sympathy with our 
small tributary, haye as repeatedly sent 
succor to her aid, eventually placing a 
resident in her capital to protect Corea’s 
interest. 


EMPEROR OF CHINA, 

{n May of this year another rebellion 
was begun in Corea, and the king asked 
for aid from us to put down the rebellion 
We then ordered Li Hung Chang te send 
troops to Corea, and they having barcly 
reached Yashun, the rebels scattered. But 
the Wojen (a name for the Japanese ex 
pressive of the greatest contempt), without 
any cause whatever, suddenly sent their 
troops to Corea and entered Seoul, re-en 
forcing them constantly until 

They Have Exceeded 10,000 Men, 

In the meantime the Japanese forced 
the Corean king to change his form of 
government, showing a disposition in 
every way to bully the Coreans. 

It was found a difficult matter to reason 
with the Wojen. Although we have been 
in the habit of assisting our tributaries, 
we have never interfered with their inter 
national government. The Japanese 
treaty with Corea was as one country 
with another. There is no law fors 
ing large armies to a country and bullying 
it in this way, compelling it to 

Change Its System of Government, 

The various powers are united in con- 
demning the conduct of Japan. Nor has 
Japan been amenable to reason, nor wou 
she listen to the exhortation to withdraw 
her troops and confer amicably upon what 
should be done in Corea. On the contrary 
Japan has shown herself bellicose w 
regard to appearance, and has been increas 
ing her forces there. Her conduct alarmed | 
the people of Corea as well as our 1 
chants there, and we sent more tr 
to protect them.

As Japan has violated the treaties and 
not observed international laws, and 
now running rampant with her false and 
treacherous acts, commencing hostilities 
herself and laying herself open to con 
demnatiorm by the various powers at large, 
we therefore desire to make it known to 
the world that we have always followed 
the paths of philanthropy and perfect jus 
tice throughout the whole complication, 
while the Wojen, on the other hand, hav: 
broken all the laws of nations and treaties, 
which it passes our patience to bear with 

Will Show No Mervy. 

Hence, we command Li Hung Chang to | 
give strict orders to our various armies to 
hasten with all speed to root the Wojen 
out of their lairs. He iS to send successive 
armies of valiant men to Corea in order to 
have the Coreans freed from bondage. 

We also command the Manchu generals, 
viceroys and governors of the maritinn 
provinces, as well as the commanders-in 
chief of the various armies, to prepare for } 
war and to make eyery effort to fire on the | 
Wojen ships if they come into our ports 
and to utterly destroy them. 

We expect our generals to refrain from | 
the least laxity in obeying our commands 
in order to avoid severe punishment at our 
hands. Let all know this edict, as if ad 
dressed to themselves individually. 

Japs Were Trapped. 

The officers and passengers had one | 
story to tell of the remarkable cunning of 
the Chinese in an engagement, but the 
name of the place where the battle occured 
was not known, except that it was on the 
Corean border. 

Asmall detatchment of Chinese wer 
sent out to attack a strong force of Japan 
ese. The latter turned out in force and 
almost annihilated the small 
Chinese, those that were left retreating 
and luring the Japanese on to an under 
ground mine. ‘ 

When the exultant Japanese rushed for 
ward, shouting out victorious 
mine was fired, and about 500 Japanes 
were blown in the air. ‘The entire Cain 
force then fought against the remaind 1 
and cut themdown.

In state affairs they pledge their party 
to the faithful and efficient discharge of 
public trusts and to a reduction of the 
state expenses; to the judicious manage 
ment of the state’s institutions, the im 
partial enforcement of its laws and the en 
actment of whatever legislation experience 
may show to be necessary to equalize the 
public burdens, protect wageworkers from 
unjust exactions by employers, property 
owners from the assaults of socialism and 
anarchy and the community from the 
manifold evils that follow the use of in 
toxicating drinks. 

The balloting for governor began at 1:15 
o'clock. At2:15 thw result of the ballot 
was announced as follows: Whole num- 
ber of votes, 746; necessary to choice, 574; 
George A. Ramsdell of Nashua, 355;

2:02 1-2 at Indianapolis. 


DOM'NO WINS A $5000 PURSE. 


Cycler Bliss Establishes a 
New World’s Record. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 7.—The flag of 
honor floats over the track of the Indian- 
apolis Driving club and thesun of Terre 
Haute and Fort Wayne has been eclipsed. 
Robert J, the great son of Hartford, 
reigns supreme as king of the turf, and 
the pennant waves above his stall at the 
state fair grounds. 

The match race for a purse of 25000 be- 
tween Robert J and Joe Patchen was ex- 
pected to bring forth some phenomenal 
speed, but not one of the 10,000 people 
gathered at the track was prepared for the 
terrible smashing of records. 

A mighty cheer went up as Geers and 
Curry drove quietly down in front of the 
amphitheater and jogged to the turn. The 
crowd had become breathless as they re- 
turned together and pulled out for a little 
warming up and down the stretch. Five 
minutes later the two swept down the 
track forthe word. Both drivers settled 
themselves firmly in their seats. There 
were a determined air and set expression 
upon the face of each.

He shook his 
head angrily and attempted todraw away, 
but Geers held him with a steady hand 
and the two thundered down the track 
together at a mad pace. 

Up they came like a whirlwind, and at 
the flag the vast crowd, in uncertainty as 
to the victory, held its breath in suspense. 
Geers spoke to Robert J, and Curry made 
a low exclamation of encouragement to 
the black. The little brown seemed to be 
surprised at the audacity of his big rival, 
and as he dashed under the wire stuck out 
his neck and with a mighty stride gained 
a nose. 

It was a grand finish to the great race, 
and the crowd yelled itself hoarse. A mo- 
ment later, when 2:0334 was hung up, a 
great wave of extravagant delight passed 
across the stand. Terre Haute, the rival, 
had been surpassed, and Fort Wayne was 
excelled 

The Second Heat. 

Forty-five minutes later the track was 
cleared and the two horses came ont. 
Again the word was given. Like twin 
rockets they shot from under the wireand 
started on the trip around the turn that 
was to bring them glory and fame. 

Robert J went right to the front, mov- 
ing like a piece of mechanism. At the 
quarter he led the big fellow by two 
lengths. Joe Pfitchen closed up the gap 
going down the backstretch and was 
hanging to the little brown’s wheel at the 
half, which was reached in 1:01}¢. 

Patchen moved out a little more and 
was well alongside of Robert at the three- 
quarters.

Patchen was marked 
at 2:05.

The president of the 
company is missing, and so is about $40,000 
in premiums. The bulk of the company’s 
business was written in Massachusetts, 
Illinois and Ohio. 


Wouldn't Pay His Debts. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—The report of the 
court-martial in the case of Captain John- 
son, retired, who was tried at Fort Leayen- 
worth, Kan., for not paying his debts, has 
been received at the war department. The 
court was ordered by the president, and 
the report will go to him for final review. 


New York's Police Snarl, 

New York, Sept. 7.—President Martin 
has been directed to confer with Senator 
Lexow for the purpose of ascertaining if 
the police board can continue to try ac- 
cused officers during the coming session 
of the investigating committee without 
differing with the work of the senators. 


Discharged For Celebrating Labor Day. 

HovGutTon, Wis., Sept. 7.— Professor 
Kidwell, in charge of the repair works at 
the state mining school during the ab- 
sence of Director Wadsworth, discharged 
seven workmen because they failed to 
work on Labor day. The matter will be 
laid before the governor. 

Nicaraguans’ Latest Move, 

Coton, Sept. 7.—Nicaraguans are pre- 
paring an exp*dition to go to Bocas del 
Toro and demand of the republic of Co- 
lombia the surrender of the ringleaders in 
the fight of July 5. The Nicaraguan 
authorities at Blueflelds continue to make 
arrests. 

Big Crops Around Boston, 

Boston, Sept. 7.—The apple and pear 
crop in Boston's suburbs will be very large 
this year. An owner of an orchard in 
Watertown, who secured but 12 barrels of 
apples last year, says that the same trees 
will bear 200 barrels this year. 


Li Hung Chang Held Responsible For 
Disasters to Chinese. 


THE VICEROY UNDERRATED JAPAN. 


Thinks He Was Misled by the 
Minister In Corea. 


SHANGHAI, Sept. 7.—A strong Japanese 
force has occupied a large island in Soci- 
ety bay, 40 miles northwest of Port Ar- 
thur, and will make ita base of opera- 
tions. Their landing was not opposed. 
Chinese forces are reported to be still 
pushing forward to Corea. 

Pekin newspapers contain news that 
bodes ill for Li Hung Chang. The sole 
responsibility in the conduct of the present 
war rests on him, and for every disaster 
the Chinese land or sea forces sustain he 
is held accountable. 

The Nichi-Nichi says that Wang Jung 
Ho and Li Hung Tsan, who were com- 
missioned a few months ago by the Pekin 
government to watch over the actions of 
the viceroy, are going to take active meas- 
ures now that intelligence of defeats of 
Chinese on land and sea has reached the 
ears of statesmen of Pekin. 

Wang Hung Hois said to be on bad 
terms with the viceroy, and, as his influ- 
ence over the court of Pekin is known to 
be considerable, the situation of the vice- 
roy must be an anxious one. 

The Hochi and several other papers even 
state that acommittee for the impeach- 
ment of the viceroy has been appointed, 
and that Wang Jung Ho, Li Hung Tsan, 
Chang Chtung and an elder brother of 
this Chang, all enemies of the viceroy, 
have been appointed its members. 

That the court of Pekin was disposed 
toward a pacific policy, and that the 
declaration of war 

Was Forced Upon It 
by the viceroy, Li, is evident from the 
great consternation with which the states- 
men in Pekin received the news of the 
sinking of the Kow Shing. The viceroy 
underrated Japan, which he regarded as 
incapable of taking any decisive step. 

His anger is now chiefly directed against 
Yuen, the late Chinese resident in Corea, 
by whom he regards himself as having 
been misled, and hence entangled ina 
critical situation. Yuen is now virtually 
the center of hatred in Tien-Tsin in con- 
nection with the present affair. He has 
found Tien-Tsin too hot for him to live in 
and is said to have concealed himself. 

A private telegram is said to have been 
received in Tokio to the effect that it has 
been proposed that the Chinese military 
council take advantage of 

The Went of Men-of- War 
on the Japanese coasts to send warships to 
attack a number of ports at the same time. 

If China has really decided to take the 
offensive, instead of only defensive, she is 
welcome, says the Shan Choya, to send 
her cruisers to Japanese waters, where the 
Japanese will show their true spirit, and 
make short work of the invaders. 

To thank Japan for her good will, and 
to bind closer the relations between the 
two countries, the Corean government has 
decided to send an embassy to Japan. 

To prevent the exportation of rice, 
wheat and other food supplies, the Chinese 
have established a system of inspection of 
all vessels coming down the rivers from 
the interior. Whenever such supplies are 
found they are seized. 


Means a Loss of Democratic Votes. 

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 7.—The sugar 
planters convention have declared in favor 
of an alliance with the Republican party 
on national issues, and two and probably 
three congressional districts comprising 
the sugar region are endangered to the 
Democrats. There were about 300 repre- 
sentative men present at the convention 
yesterday, and nearly all of them are men 
of wealth with large influence and with 
power to control a considerable following. 
The action they have taken cannot be 
anderestimated

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—The delegates to 
the convention of the Order of the Scot- 
tish Clans elected these officers: Royal 
chief, Walter Scott, jr., Brooklyn; past 
royal chief, Simon Clark, Duluth, Minn.;

royal counsellor, R. R. Scott, St. Louis;

treasurer, A. McLauren, Cleveland, and 
royal physician, W. H. Frazier, La Salle, 
Ills. A banquet was given last night at 
the Metropolitan hotel. 

Honored by Lynn Citizens, 

Lyyy, Mass., Sept. 7.—At a meeting of 
post 5, Grand Army, last evening, Com- 
mander-in-Chief Adams was presented 
with a handsome silk national flag by the 
citizens of Lynn. The flag will float over 
the headquarters of the national encamp- 
ment in Pittsburg, and will be the prop- 
erty of the national organization.

Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

I observe in your paper a reference to 
the assignment of John E, Drake & Co.

This is no inconsiderable sum and the 
million of dollars that in the last twenty 
years has been distributed through his in- 
strumentality has been a decided factor in 
the prosperity of this city, and certainly 
shows that men of his business calibre are 
valuable and entitled to respect. 

In the third place, it is hardly necessary

THE GERMAN RITUAL 


Can No Longer Be Used by Lodges of 
the Knights of Pythias. 


MINORITY MADE A GOOD FIGHT 


For Five Years’ Grace, but Met 
With Defeat. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—The German 
question was decid by the Knights of 
Pythias by a decisive vote against per- 
mitting the use of the ritual in other 
than the English language. 

The gist of the majority report is found 
in the following recommendation: 

“That the supreme lodge reannounce 
and reaffirm the declaration made at the 
Kansas City session that henceforth and 
forevermore the ritual used in this and all 
other English speaking nations shall be 
printed in the English language only, and 
that when the standard of our order shall 
be planted in any country speaking an- 
other than the English language, the ritual 
therein used shall be printed and all 
ceremonies over which this body has con- 
trol shall be conducted only in the lan- 
guage of the government of such country, 
to the end that it shall be known to all 
men and to all nations that around our 
altar Pythian knights are taught as one of 
the cardinal principles of our order, 

Undying Loyalty and Devotion 
to the government to which they owe their 
allegiance, whether it be the land of their 
birth or the country of their adoption.” 

It alsocommended the supreme chan- 
cellor for hisaction in upholding law in 
this matter, and was signed by four mem- 
bers of the committee, Stanton L. Carter, 
Thomas D. Meares, L. P. Hunt and Aaron 
Myers. 

John H. Russe of Indiana favored the 
minority report, which recommended that 
lodges which have remained loyal to the 
supreme lodge, and who were working 
with rituals in other than the English 
language when the last ritual was pro- 
mulgated, be furnished with rituals in the 
language they were previously using for a 
period of five years, after which they 
should surrender them and use only the 
English. 

Three Hours of Warm Debate 
were had over the question. The principal 
speech for the minority was made by Rep- 
resentative Featherstone of Wisconsin, 
and for the majority by Representative 
Carter of California. It was argued 
against the minority proposition that if 
five years were granted the German lodges 
they would apply for another extension of 
time at the end of that period and the 
whole question would have to be fought 
over. 

Sitting in committee of the whole, the 
lodge has approved the unanimous report 
of the committee on the state of the order 
recommending that saloon keepers, bar- 
tenders and professional gamblers be de- 
clared ineligible to membership, but not af- 
fecting those who have already become 
members. The question has not been 
acted upon by the supreme lodge proper. 

The same committee recommends that 
the supreme lodge proclaim against the 
use of the name of Pythianism in connee 
tion with side ranks. 


Freight Train Wrecked, 

WoBURN, Mass., Sept. 7.—A freight 
train, when near the Winchester High- 
lands station last evening, jumped the 
track and some 30 or more cars were 
wrecked. The down track was obstructed 
with a pile of empty coal cars 80 feet high. 
The train, although several hours late, 
was making only its usual speed when 
the wreck occurred, No one was hurt 

Swedes Form an Epworth League. 

Boston, Sept. 7.—The young people's 
convention of the Swedish M. E. Church 
was largely attended by delegates from 
all over New England. An Epworth 
league was formed with the following 
officers: President, Rev. H. Hanson; vice 
Frost, C. Carlandee, V. 
Witting; secretary, J. W. Haggman; 
treasurer, C. Paulson. 


Suicide In a Street. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—A man, believed 
to be H. T. Cresson of Philadelphia, put a 
48-caliber five-chambered revolver in his 
mouth and blew out the back of his head 
last night on a Fortieth street sidewalk. A 
small case of surgical instruments was 
found alongside of him. He was a good- 
looking man, about 45, and was fairly 
well dressed. % 


More Election Returns. 

BURLINGTON, Vt., Sept. 7.—Additional 
returns from all the towns in the state ex- 
cept 15 show that the majority for Wood- 
bury will be very nearly if not quite 30,- 
000. The next house of representatives 
will contain 242 members, and all of these 
will be Republicans, except nine, as far as 
present returns indicate. 


Cholera’s Ravages. 
VIENNA, Sept. 7.—In Galicia yesterday 
there were 160 new cases of cholera and 94 
deaths, andin Bukowina nine cases and 
seven deaths.

STUPENDOUS FRAUDS. 


Minnesota Has Lost a Million Dollars by 
Thefts of Lumber Men, 

MINNEAPOLIS, Sept. 7.—State Senator 
W. SS. Dedon of the senatorial committee 
which is investigating the charges relative 
to the cutting of pine on school lands has 
returned from an extensive cruise through 
the country where the frauds are alleged 
to have been committed. He said: 

“We are now ready with the evidence 
necessary to begin suits aggregating $500,- 
000 against various lumber firms in the 
state. Up to date we have uncovered 
frauds which will aggregate $1,000,000, and 
the investigation has cost the state #6000. 

“One firm which has cut over a section 
settled with the state ona basis of only 
674,000 feet. Our scale from the stump 
shows that over 7,000,000 feet were actually 
cut, and the true figure is probably nearer 
9,000,000. That isasample case. After it 
was cut, an employe was instructed to 
burn it over and make a clean job of it. 

“Our report to the next legislature will 
open their eyes to corruption in high 
places that they have never dreamed of. 
We shall not deal in glittering generali- 
ties, but in cold, hard facts.”

The change in the wind has resulted 
favorably so far as those suburbs of St. 
John are concerned, but it is driving fires 
into the valuable lumber land some dis- 
tance from the settlements. 

The water supply of the city of St. John 
is lower than ever before known at this 
season of the year, and unless heavy rain 
comes soon the city will be obliged to 
limit the consumption to householders, 
cutting off all others. 


is cast ashore upon them. As the seas 
swept over the wrecked fishing boats, be- 
fore the latter broke up, they carried away 
15 fishermen, whose bodies, concealed by 
the raging waters and the spumeof the 
sea, were never afterwards seen. 

Those left on the boats knew that their 
vessels were doomed and made what few 
preparations were possible to get ashore. 
There seemed to be only one chance in a 
hundred of their reaching a place of 
safety, but this chance they took and 
landed on one of the isles, almost com- 
pletely exhausted, where for three days, 
exposed to the storm, which raged with 
unabated fury, they were without food. 

At the end of three days a passing vessel 
took them off. Two of the fishermen had 
succumbed to their terrible experiences, 
and the rescued were in pitiable condi- 
tions. It is feared that some of them will 
die.

Death and Disaster. 


TWO WERE KILLED OUTRIGHT. 


Telegraph “Signal Operators 


Under Arrest. 


NorTH ADAMS, Mass., Sept. 10.— The 
most horrible railroad disaster known in 
this vicinity took place on the Fitchburg 
railroad Saturday evening in the Hoosac 
Tunnel, ashort distance east of the central 
shaft. The accident was caused by a rear- 
end collision between eastbound freight 
trains, and as near as can be ascertained 


happened about 10:30 o'clock. 

A freight train had stopped to repair an 
engine which had broken down, and at 
the same time a westbound express train 


passed through the tunnel, filling it with 


smoke. A second eastbound freight train 


was allowed to enter the tunnel, contrary 
to the rules of the road, and the engineer 
being unable on account of the dense 
smoke left by the passage of the express to 
distinguish the lights of the train from the 


electric lights on the walls of the tunnel 
went into it with a crash. 
were badly wrecked, the tunnel blockaded 
and two men were killed outright and 
three were seriously injured. 

The Killed and Injured. 

The killed were William Turpening, 
brakeman, of Syracuse, and George Mim- 
mick, brakeman, of Fitchburg. The 
injured were Walter Clapp, engineer, of 
Rotterdam, N. Y., injured about the pelvis 
and chest; Charles Fraser, fireman, of 
Rotterdam, N. Y., skull fractured and 
scalp badly wounded, injured about the 
hips and back and both hands severely 
burned; H. B. Bartlett, brakeman, of 
Fitchburg, right arm cut, spine injured 
and badly crushed. 

The story of the disaster in detail is as 
follows: About 9 o'clock Saturday even- 
ing extra freight 245 left North Adams 
and proceeded into the tunnel until when 
about 1000 feet east of the center shaft 
the spring hanger of the locomotive broke 
and it was necessary to stop for repairs. 
The disabled engine was detached from 
the train and was jacked up, and the 
trainmen commenced work making the 
necessary repairs. They worked steadily 
for about 25 minutes, but the repairs were 
not satisfactory to the engineer, and the 
locomotive was again lowered to the tracks. 

Train 245 followed from North Adams 
shortly after by freight 220, which was 
composed of heavily laden grain cars. 
This train came up to the west portal of 
the tunnel and the engineer noticed that 
the light on the signal tower was red, 
which signified that the tracks were not 
clear and that the first train had not 
passed the signal tower at the east portal. 
But just at this time the signal was sud- 
denly changed and a white light was hung 
out which indicated that the tracks in the 
tunnel were clear and that the first train 
had passed through. 

Somebody Blundered. 

Astherules of the road are that the 
operator at the portal shall not allow one 
train to follow another into the tunnel 
until the operator at the other portal has 
reported the first train as passing through, 
consequently the engineer of train 220 in- 
creased the speed and sent his train into 
the tunnel, supposing “he tracks to be 
clear, as was indicated by the signal. The 
train had proceeded but a short distance 
when it met the American Express com- 
pany’s train on the westbound track, 
which is due to arrive here at 9:39. 

The express train left behind a dense 
smoke, so that the tunnel lights were 
barely discernible. The train proceeded 
and passed the central shaft, after which, 
the grade being downward, the speed was 
increased. The engineer had just shut off 
the steam and was in the act of reaching 
for his hat when suddenly there was a 
crash and confusion reigned supreme. The 
engine had crashed into the caboose of the 
standing train, and the engineer and fire- 
man had not the slightest intimation of 
the impending disaster, as on account of 
the dense smoke which filled the tunnel 
they were unable to discern the lights on 
the rear of the motionless train. 

Operator Hodkin, who has charge of the 
signal lights at the east portal, is confined 
in the police station and the charge of 
criminal carelessness is charged against 
him. W. Hodkins, the west portal opera- 
tor, has also been placed under arrest. He 
claims he received the “OK” from the 
east end operator, and consequently 
changed his signal. The authorities in- 
tend to make a thorough investigation. 


Tried to Behead Him. 

New HAVEN, Sept. 10.—Raphael Furio 
and Antonio Delio quarrelled yesterday 
afternoon while gambling for a half dozen 
bottles of beer. Delio was the loser and 
declined to pay the bill. A scuffle fol- 
lowed, in which Delio went under. Furio 
grabbed a scythe blade, brought the keen 
edge to his victim's throat and was about 
to behead him when an officer secured 
him. The would-be murderer will answer 
a charge of attempting to kill. 

“What Settles It. 

New York, Sept. 10.—Health Officer 
Jenkins sent Dr. H. B. —- to Dane 

erland, Md., to investigate the supposec 
ee cholera in the person of John Peter 
Walter, who died at Cumberland on the 
Sth. The body was disinterred. No trace 
of cholera was found.

REAR-END COLLISION 


On the Fitchburg Railroad Results In 


Both trains 


SUICIDE BY ASPNYXAIATION, 
Bad Habits Caused the Downfall of a 
Once Respected Bostonian. 

New York, Sept.- 10. — Thomas L. 
Thompson, 8 years old, formerly a well- 
known and respected advertising solicitor 
in Boston, was found dead in bed yester- 
day at the Coleman House. The gas was 
turned on full head. It was evidently 
‘uicide. 

Thompson was at one time a successful 
fan, but of recent years he had taken to 
drinking, and had fallen {nto bad ways. 
His wife, Madame Thompson, a theatrical 
costumer, who is now in Washington 
with the Casino company, separated from 
her husband a year ago. Since then none 
of his family had anything todo with him. 
Tt is said he had lately been released from 
jail in Boston, where he had served a short 
term for forgery. 

On Tuesday night he registered at tho 
Coleman House, having just returned 
from Philadelphia, where he had been in 
search of employment. He had noluggage 
with him. Saturday evening he returned 
to the hotel again. Yesterday morning a 
friend called to see him. Receiying no re- 
sponse to repeated knocks upon the door, 
it was opened and Thompson was found 
dead in bed. 


WERE BIDER DRINKERS. 


Reed Brothers Got Into'a Qoarrel Which 
Ended In Murder. 

LOWELL, Mass., Sept. 10.—Tho murder 
in Graniteville on Saturday, when Willard 
Reed killed his brother Charles in self- 
defense, as he claims, during a quarrel, is 
the talk of the country districts for miles 
around. Mrs. Reed, the mother, has 
reached home from Fitchburg, and is 
nearly prostrated by the shock. 

The crime was the direct result of hard 
cider drinking. The dead man is about 60 
years old and his murderer about 40 years. 
Since the death of their father, several 
years ago, they have lived with their 
mother in a little farmhouse. Themother 
is a very respectable woman, as is shown 
by numerous evidences within the house. 

The boys, however, true sons of a disso- 
lute father, were shiftless and dissipated. 
Their worst enemy has been hard cider, 
which was easily accessible. Into a cider 
mill, apparently, has gone all prosperity 
of the family. 

Charles Reed, the victim, was a well- 
built man, about 5ft. 7in. high, with a fine 
brown mustache and beard and high fore- 
head His brother Willard resembles 
him, save that his beard is black and he is 
not so tall. Neither of them were evor 
married. 


ASSAULTED A CRIPPLE. 


An Ohio Man's Scheme For Accomplish- 
ing a Dastardly Deed. 
FInpD.ay, O., Sept. 10.—John C. West 
drove to the farm residence of F. G. Climer 
near Benton Ridge and inquired for Linnie 
Martin, a 15-year-old girl in the employ of 
Mr. Climer, stating that her father, who 
lives in Bluefont, had been stabbed and 
was dying, and that he had sent for her. 
The girl, half frightened ¢. death. got in 
the buggy. West drove about two miles 
and then assaulted her. The girl is a 
cripple, and while attempting to defend 
herself was injured by the brute. After 
he had accomplished his purpose, West at- 
tempted to drive on, but the buggy ran 
into a ditch and was overturned. The girl 
escaped and ran into an adjacent farm- 
house. She told her story and the farm- 
ers organized a posse and went on the 
trail of West. He was found at 1 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon about six miles from 
the scene of the assault. He was taken 
into custody and brought before his vic- 
tim, who identified him as her assailant. 
West was then brought to this city and 
lodged in jail. Rumors of lynching are 
talked of, but no violence is anticipated. 


Died From Neglect. 

BRrRockTon, Mass., Sept. 10.—Horatio 
Jacobs deserted his family a few days since, 
leaving a wife and two children in almost 
destitute circumstances. Mrs. Jacobs 
wished to leave the tenement where 
she was living and go elsewhere, but her 
landlord refused to allow her to take her 
effects. On Saturday she took her two 
children, aged, respectively, 4 years and 4 
weeks, to a neighbor, Mr. Clantenburg, 
and no one being in the house at the time, 
left the children in aroom. Mr. Clanten- 
burg returned later in the day, and finding 
the children there, notifled the police. Upon 
their arrival the officers found the young- 
est child dying, and before the city physi- 
clan arrived the child was dead. The in- 
fant evidently died from neglect. 


Forest Fires Rekindled. 
DULUTH, Sept. 10.—Forest fires were re- 
newed again yesterday in this region by a 
heavy southwest gale which steadily in- 
creased in force. The bright sun was shut 
out, and the horizon again took on the 
sickly yellow coat of the fatal Saturday a 
week ago. There was great excitement 
here, and everyone rushed to telegraph 
and train dispatchers’ offices. The sensa- 
tion was intensified by the breaking out 
of forest fires in the city limits. Last 
evening the wind shifted from southwest 
to northwest, thus driving the flames 
away, and at 11 o’clock had almost en- 
tirely died out. No danger is now feared 

unless the gale springs up again,

THE NEW HIGH. 


A Magnificent Structure—Programme for 
the dedication. 

{The new High school building, so long 
needed in Quincy, is completed and was 
well worth waiting for.

The building isa modern one through- 
out and fully upto the standard required 
for the higher branches. It is built in a 
workmanlike manner and no city can boast 
of a better or more conveniently arranged 
structure, 

The building, which is situated on the 
east side of Hancock street near Butler 
road, has a frontage of 112 feet on Hancock 
street aud a depth of 74 feet. The building 
is of brick, with granite trimmings, and the 
walls are 20 inches thick and are known as 
vaulted walls. 

The northerly doors on the front are the 
main entrance leading from a pretty tiled 
vestibule into the main corridor. The 
entrance in the south front is more proper- 
ly speaking an exit directly from the main 
school room. There is also an exit from 
the tower, which is 14x14 and has an easy 
iron stairway leading from each floor. 

The main school room which is 50x70 
and 25 feet in the clear, is reached by two 
doorways from the main corridor. It isa 
magnificent room and larger than any hall 
in the city. As the seats are movable it 
will be often used for graduation and 
other school exercises, 

Leading from the main study are two 
class rooms 25-4x28-6 which are connected 
with the main study room by large rolling 
doors. 

There is also on this floor another class 
room, and a master's room 17-6x19-8. 
From the latter communication can be had 
with every room in the building by means 
of speaking tubes and electric bells. 
There is also in this room a large closet 
and a toilet room. 

Stairways lead from the corridor both to 
the second floor and basement, 

On the east side of the building besides 
the rooms already mentioned, there isa 
recitation room 25-4 x 23-6. 

At the north end of the corridor two 
short iron stairways lead to a broad land- 
ing from which another iron stairway leads 
to the second floor. 

On this floor there is a teachers’ room, 
directly over, and the same size as the 
master’s room, and with the same conven- 
iences, 

From the corridor there are two large 
closets and on the west side a recitation 
room 25-4 x 28.6, and a door leading to the 
fire escape. 

On the east side are two study rooms, 
connected by flexible rolling doors, 25-4 
x 27 each of which has thirty desks, 

From this floor access to the third floor 
is had in the same manner as from the 
first to the second floor, being directly 
over. 

The third floor might be properly called 
the experimental or scientific department, 

On the west side isa model room 25-4x 
50 feet and a drawing room 25 4x58. 

On the east side of the dark corridor, in 
which is a large closet are the chemical 
labratory, teacher’s experimental room and 
physical labratory. 

The chemical labratory is 25-4x50 and is 
fitted up in an elaborate manner with tables 
and drawers, which are connected by gas 
and running water. There is also a 
chemical hood with pipes to carry off the 
gases, Besides this there is a sink. 

The teacher’s experimental room is 
25-4x28-6 and is fitted witha large table 
connected with the water service, and a 
large library. 

The physical labratory is 25-4x28-6 and 
is also fitted with 2n experimental table 
and is connected with the teacher's room 
by folding doors. 

In the basement is located the heating 
and ventilating apparatus, the toilet rooms, 
and the cloak rooms. There is also a 
lunch counter. 

Two entrances lead from the basement 
out of doors. 

The building is finished in ash with pine 
inside doors and quartered oak outside 
doors, while the floors are hard pine. All 
of the windows are fitted with venetian 
curtains and the walls are tinted, 

The building is piped for gas and wired 
for electric lights, and on each floor is a 
stand pipe with hose attached to be used 
in the case of fire. There is also a set 
wash bowl on each floor. 

The plumbing work in the building is 
very nicely done all of the pipes exposed 
being nickeled. 

Theiron work was under the superin- 
tendence of John M. Byron of the 
Chelmsford Foundry Co., and is a first 
class job. 


The contractor was Henry Mellen. The 


contract pric was something over $45,000 
but the addition of the tower and some 
other minor changes will -bring the price 
up to $50,000. 


SHOT BY MISTAKE, 


Officers of Railroad and Braintree Take 
Each Other for Thieves. 

Somebody blundered at Braintree Satur- 
day night and as a result Edward Spratt 
lies in a dangerous condition at the City 
Hospital in Boston, having been shot by 
Edward P. Jackson, who supposed Spratt 
was a thief. For some time past the N. Y., 
N. H. & H. Railroad have had the jour- 
nals stolen from the freight cars left stand- 
ing on the side track. 

Officer Damon was instructed to investi- 
gate the case and Saturday night, as there 
were a number of cars at Braintree, he and 
Special Officer Jackson went to the place. 

It is stated they caught a man in the act 
of carrying off a load of sleepers which 
they obliged him to leave, but did not 
arrest him, as he was well known and could 
be found when wanted. 

Unbeknown to Officers Damon and Jack- 
son, Detectives Spratt.and McKenzie were 
sent out from Boston to look out for the 
thieves. 

Spratt and McKenzie were examining the 
journals when Damon and Jackson sprang 
upon them, ‘ 

Officer Damon, it is alleged, told the two 
men he was an officer, but no attention 
was paid to it, and Spratt and McKenzie 
attacked Damon and Jackson with their 
billies, when Jackson fired his revolver, 
the shots taking effect in Spratt’s body. 

Still believing that Spratt and McKenzie 
were thieves, Jackson went to Boston with 
them, where Spratt was taken to the Mas- 
sachusetts General Hospital. 

Jackson and McKenzie were not allowed 
to return, but were locked up by officers of 
station 4, to be released Sunday. 

Jackson regretted the shooting, but does 
not think he did any differently than others 
would have done under the same circum- 
stances, 

Officer Damon who was with Jackson 
will make no statement in regard to the 
matter, 

The feeling at Braintree is that they 
should have been notified by Foreman 
Peterson that men were coming out, and 
had they done so the shooting would have 
been averted. 

Chief Hayden was notified Saturday by 
Superintendent Sanborn that men were 
coming to South Quincy to watch the cars. 

Spratt, whois at the hospital, is reported 
as comfortable and has an even chance of 
living. 


Rioting In Cuba. re 
HAVANA, Sept. 10.—A riot occurred at 
Villa Franca, owing to the discontent 
caused among the inhabitants by the sale 
of common land.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—The marine 
hospital service was yesterday informed of 
the arrival at the Cape Charles (Va.) quar- 
antine station from Havana of an Ameri- 
can bark with three cases of yellow fever 
on board The vessel was sent to Fisher- 
man’s island for detention. 


Seal Poacher Captured. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Sept. 10.—The steamer 
Collier from Alaska brings news that on 
Aug. 14 the schooner Favorite, flying the 
English flag, was captured by the Mohican 
for violation of the sealing laws and 
turned over to H. M.S. Pheasant, which 
sent her to Victoria. 


Its Status Unchanged. 

New YorK, Sept. 10.—The attitude of 
the striking tailors remains the same. A 
eonference was held between the strikers 
and the executive committee of the con- 
tractors, but no satisfactory arrangement 
sould be arrived at. 


Floated by Wreckers.

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PAPERS ON CHOLERA 


Occupy the Attention of the Hygienic 
Congress at Buda-Pesth. 


T BUSINESS? 


AN AMERICAN’S STRONG PROTEST 


Against Old-World Methods of 
Transacting Business, 


Bupa-Pestu, Sept.10.—At the session 
of the Hygienic congress on Saturday, an 
interesting paper on cholera was read 
by Dr. Ernest Harts. He argued that the 
disease came from the valley of the Ganges, 
where there is an utter disregard of 
sanitary precautions, and where the peo- 
ple habitually drink polluted water. Dr. 
Harts said it seemed certain that persons 
could touch cholera patients with im- 
punity. 

The danger consisted of the swallowing 
of the bacillus, which Dr. Harts contended 
went to the liver. 

Cholera, he added, is spread broadcast by 
pilgrims to Mecca and elsewhere. The 
government of India must watch the fairs 
and festivals in that country, and Europe, 
by international agreement, should guard 
the pilgrim track by isolating early cases. 
The Sultan of Turkey ought to adopt 
measures for the thorough sanitation of 
Mecca, which is a nursery of cholera. 

Upon the conclusion of the reading of 
the paper, a resolution was adopted ex- 
pressing the full approval of the congress 
of the convention respecting the disease. 

Disagreements ensued regarding the 
number of resolutions submitted, owing 
to the fact that many of them were not 
translated and were apparently not under- 
stood by a majority of those present. 

Dr. Billings Protests, 

Atan early stage of the discussion Dr. 
Billings, who represents the American 
government and several scientific bodies, 
energetically protested against the whole- 
sale adoption of resolutions that were un- 
explained and imperfectly understood; that 
an international congress of this kind 
should only pass resolutions regarding 
which a general concensus of opinion ex- 
isted. Resolutions, he added, had been 
presented and adopted, one after the other, 
because nobody took the trouble to object 
tothem. He would object to every resolu- 
tion and challenge the vote on e&th. 

The voting then proceeded amid confu- 
sion, and the resolutions were passed or 
rejected for no apparent reason. Dr. Bill- 
ings renewed his protest, and said that 
while there was 2500 members of the con- 
gress resolutions were being passed by a 
vote of 80 and 40. Hedemarided that the 
number of yotes on each resolution be re- 
corded. 

Dr. Loew of Vienna said that by its 
present conduct, the meeting was simply 
destroying the work of years. Important 
resolutions were being rejected, because 
only a few of the delegates were ac- 
quainted with the subjects. 

Resolutions Voted Down, 

A resolution was shortly afterward read 
relating to the compulsory insurance of 
cattle. Dr. Billings said the question was 
for a medical or pharmaceutical congress 
and had nothing to do with hygiene. This 
congress, he declared, might as well pro- 
pose to pass resolutions bearing on inter 
national law. The resolution was re 
jected. Other irrelevant resolutions met 
with a similar fate, 

At the final sitting, Herr von Hieronymi, 
minister of the interior, presided. All the 
foreign ministers were present on the plat- 
form. It was decided to hold the next 
congress in Madrid. 

Herr von Hieronymi made the closing ad- 
dress, in the course of which he dwelt on 
the importance of the debate, especially 
those in relation to cholera and diphtheria.

IN MEMORIAM. 


Waltham Pays Further Tribute te the 
Memory of General Banks. 

WALTHAM, Mass., Sept. 10.—Soldiers 
and citizens crowded Asbury Temple yes- 
terday to pay tribute to the memory of the 
late General Nathaniel Prentiss Banks. 
The auditorium was draped in black and 
white; on an easel near the chancel rails 
was 4 large portrait of the deceased. 

Rey. Luther Freeman delivered the 
eulogy and saidin part: ‘‘General Banksis 
dead. Another star neath time’s horizon 
dropped to gleam o’er unknown lands and 
seas; another heart that beat for freedom 
has stopped. He was not born great, nor 
did he have greatness thrust upon him. 
We find him early in life working in the 
mill, but he was never satisfied with his 
work and was always ambitious for a 
higher life. 

“With him success was a duty, and he 
succeeded in climbing the successive steps 
in the ladder of fame. His abilities led 
him from an obscure life to the position of 
representative at the general court, to our 
national congress, to the speakership, to 
the gubernatorial chair, to a command in 
the great struggle for national integrity 
and toan old age full of honor and rich 
with the gratitude of a well-served people.”’ 


CARS SPLINTERED. 
Ten Persons Killed and a Score Injured 
on a French Train. 


BRUSSELS, Sept. 10.—Ten persons were 
killed and 20 injured by the wreck of the 
Paris and Cologne express train yesterday. 
The accident happened at Apilly and was 
caused by a collision of the express train 
with a freight train which was being 
shunted. The engineer saw the danger 
ahead and reversed his engine. This had 
the effect of reducing the speed and render- 
ing the accident less severe than it would 
otherwise have been. As it was, the wreck 
was a very disastrous one, 

A passenger on the train who escaped 
with slight injuries says that the shock of 
the collision was tremendous and that the 
forward cars were reduced almost to 
atoms. The bodies of the victims were 
badly mutilated, in some cases the head 
being severed from the trunk. 


The Dead Count, 

LONDON, Sept. 10.—A large number of 
persons visited Stowe House yesterday to 
take a last look at the body of the Count 
of Paris, the head of the royal house of 
France, who died Saturday morning. It 
became generally known that the public 
would be admitted to the house, and this 
had the effect of drawing many persons 
throygh curiosity, as Stowe House had not 
befofe for many years been open to the 
public. 


Surprised the Congregation, . 
EXETER, N. H., Sept. 10.—To his socie 
ty’s surprise Rev. J. N. Chase yesterday 
read a letter resigning his pastorate over 
the Baptist church, which he has served 
since December, 1871. The resignation 
takes effect Nov. 1, and is prompted by 
Mr. Chase's need of rest. During his pas- 
torate over 150 have been added to the 
church by baptism, and a $25,000 brick 
mecting house has been built. 


On a “Real Vacation.” 

BuzZZARpD’s BAY, Mass., Sept. 10.—Pri- 
vate Secretary Thurber says: ‘I hope the 
president will be enabled to remain here 
through September, perhaps into October. 
He needs the quiet and rest, and the 
recreation is beneficial. Only the most 
urgent business, and that which cannot be 
delayed until later, is transacted here. 
Everything is being done to give the presi- 
dent a real vacation.” 


Will Cause a Sensation. 

GUTHRIE, O. T., Sept. 10.—A decision of 
the supreme court of the territory nullifies 
all divorces granted by probate judges in 
Oklahoma since March, 1893. As a very 
large percentage of the persons divorced 
have been married since, they are guilty 
of bigamy. ‘The decision will cause a sen- 
sation all over the country. 


Shot In His Cell. 

MINDEN, La., Sept. 10.—Link Waggoner, 
anoted desperado, was shot to death in 
his cell in the parish jail bya mob. For 
the past five years he has been a terror in 
that country. Many murdersare laid at his 
door and his robberies were most daring.

Quincy High School Established Forty- 
two Years Ago. 


Pattee’s History of Quincy has the fol- 
lowing brief history of the Quincy High 
school, which has from 1852 to the present 
time oceupied the building on what is now 
High School avenue: 

“*At the annual meeting held in March, 
1851, a committee of one was chosen from 
each school district to report at the ad- 
journed meeting the expediency of erect- 
ing a High schoolhouse in compliance with 
the statute. 

At the adjourned meeting held May 26, 
the committee reported that they had 
selected a lot of land in the rear of Quincy 
avenue, belonging to the Apthorp estate, 


as the most convenient site for the High| @ 


school-house, and also for two other school- 
rooms for the accommodation of the over- 
crowded Primary schools of the South and 
Centre districts. The land was purchased 
for $1200, The building was to be 54 by 
38 feet, and constructed in a plain Grecian 
style, atan estimated expense of $4,775. 
Mr. William Parker received the contract 
for constructing the building at $4,952, 
and when completed, including the land it 
cost $6,748.68. 

The town appropriated $800 to establish 
this schoo], Owing to the time taken to 
arrange the preliminary steps, the school 


was not opened until the 12th of May,/iooking for? We will let you be the judge. 


1852. On the day of examination, seventy- 
three candidates presented themselves. A 
series of eighty questions was prepared, 
and subdivided as follows, viz:—Twenty in 
arithmetic, twenty in geography, twenty in 
grammar and twenty in spelling. Fifty- 
one were admitted, having returned the 
most correct answers. Thus was the High 
School organized under the charge of Asa 
Wellington, Esq., who taught this school 
three years. Miss C. R. Burgess was the 
first female assistant, and was employed in 
the year 1854, 


From the Old Records. 


In the first organization of the High 
school, under one teacher who will have 
the duty of establishing the system, it is 
not deemed advisable that the number of 
children admitted should exceed 50 males 
and females. 

Candidates for admission shall produce 
from the masters of the schools they last 
jattended a certificate of good moral 
character. It shall be the duty of the 
| Schoo! Committee (until otherwise ordered) 
to examine the candidates in spelling, 
| history, English grammar, modern geogra- 
phy and arithmetic, such arithmetic to be 
made by written questions and those only 
shall be admitted who by their answers 
shall have shown themselyes competent to 
pass at once into classes in the High school 
studies.

1—Review of preparatory studies in the 
text books authorized to be used in the 
grammar schools. 

—Algebra.

THE GRANITE INDUSTRY. 


Also a Word in the Proposed Work of 
the Y. M. C. A in Quincy. 
Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

In these times of depression in the 
granite industry of our city, an idea seems 
to prevail among a certain class that it is 
better to keep up by report or otherwise an 
appearance of activity in business even if 
there is very little reality in the background, 
This might be regarded as good policy if 
these reports only came under the notice 
of agents or dealerz, but the case is entirely 
altered when men out of employment are 
misled in this matter, and sometimes in- 
duced to spend money coming to search for 
what cannot be found in Quincy at present, 
namely, employment in the granite busi- 
ness, 

For some months past the Quincy cor- 
respondant of a western trade Journal has 
been writing reports which if true would 
indicate that this city had felt but very 
little, if at all, the general industrial de- 
pression, while as a matter of fact there 
are fully five hundred men less in Quincy 
and vicinity now than there was a few 
years ago, and at various times of late 
there has been a standing army of unem- 
ployed. 

Little harm can be done in this instance 
however, because the paper in question 
circulates almost exclusively among agents 
and dealers ; but when fictions relating to 
the condition of business are published in 
local papers, they are calculated to do 
harm, inasmuch as they are read by those 
unacquainted with the facts who are thus 
misinformed, and misled. 

My attention has frequently been called 
to reports which set forth that business 
in South Quincy was good, and men in 
demand. Quite recently I took some 
pains to investigate the matter and as a 
result I found that while a few firms were 
fairly busy, others were pushed to keep 
their men at work. In no place did I find 
any demand for workmen, or signs of any 
great revival in business, and I was obliged 
to conclude that the boom in the granite 
industry only existed in the minds of those 
who caused the Newspaper articles to be 
written. 

Moreover last week I spoke with different 
men who had canvassed almost every yard 
in the city for work, and were unsuccess- 
ful in their search. ‘These are facts which 
can easily be proved, not yarns gathered in 
some office while bemuddled with the 
fumes of bad cigars, which I am told is 
frequently the conditions under which 
information about the granite trade is 
obtained. 

Allow me one more word in conclusion. 
In Thurday's LepGER there appeared a 
notice of the opening of a class for clay 
modeling and drawing, in connection with 
the Y. M. C. A. of Quincy. I have no 
wish to criticise or question the -motives of 
those who are forming the class, but I do 
strongly question the common sense and 
intelligence of the writer of the notice. 

As an inducement to join the class he 
makes the following extraordinary state- 
ment: “As it is probable that wages are 
to be generally decreased rather than 
increased, every ambitious young man 
will endeavor to fit himself for a higher 
grade of work.’ Was ever a more 
wretched argument used to induce a young 
manto join aclass? [tis my firm con- 
viction that a little more in the same strain 
would effectually damn the prospects of 
any venture of this nature, in the minds of 
al) intelligent men, Even the most con- 
servative are constrained toadmit that the 
trend of the times is towards higher wages 
and better conditions for working men, 
and he must be shortsighted, and behind 


the times, who will assert otherwise.

JAPAN AND COREA 
Have Effected a Treavy Which May Help 
Untangle Matters. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—A 
| was received at the Chinese legation to the 
| effect that an important treaty had been 
' negotiated between Corea and Japan, 
which authoritatively defines the relations 
lof the two countries toward each other 
and toward China. 
| The object of the treaty is stated in the 
| preamble to be the mutual desire on the 
part of the Emperor of Japan and the King 
| of Corea to definitely fix and determine 
the attitude of each country toward the 
other, with a view of clearly elucidating 
the existing relations between Japan and 

China, which have been created by the re- 
| quest made by the Corean government of 
the Japanese government to compel the 
Chinese to evacuate Corea. 

To secure concerted action of the more 
effective accomplishment of this object 
this treaty of alliance between the two 
countries was signed at Seoul on Aug. 26 
by Otori, the envoy of Japan, and the 
Corean minister of foreign affairs. The 
treaty 2onsists of three articles. 

Article 1 defines the object of the alli- 
ance to be the strengthening and perpetua 
tion of the independence of Corea as an 
autonomous state and the promotion of 
mutual interests of Corea and Japan by 
compelling the Chinese forces to withdraw 
from Corea, and by obliging China to 
abandon her claim of the right to dominate 
the affairs of Corea. 

Article 2 binds the Japanese govern 
ment to carry on warlike operations 
against China, both offensive and defen- 
sive. The Corean government is bound 
by the article to afford the Japanese forces 
every possible facility in their movements, 
and to furnish them with supplies of pro- 
visions at a fair renumeration, so far as 
such supplies may be needed. 

By article 3 it is provided that the treaty 
shall terminate as soon asa treaty of peac 
shall have been concluded by Japan with 
China.

But Few Frauds. 

“The result, so far as I can learn, is that 
very few frauds were discovered, and when 
found were not cases where soldiers had 
defrauded the government, but where 
some dishonest agent had worked a poor, 
ignorant widow, and put thegnoney thus 
obtained into his own pocket. It was 
clearly the intention o! the congress that 
passed the act of June 27. 1890, to deal lib- 
erally and justly by the -eterans, and the 
loyal people of the country were in full 
sympathy with them. 

“Whenever a doubt exists the veterans 
should have the benefit of it; but such has 
not been the policy of the pension office 
Most of the medical examining boards 
have been changed; army surgeons who 
understood the conditions under which 
the veterans incurred the disability 
claimed have been relieved, and in many 
instances these places were filled by men 
not in smpathy with the veteran.” 

Women’s Relief Corps Remembered. 

The commander-in-chief eulogized the 
Women’s Relief corps and its work, and in 
this conngction said: “We are indebted 
to the corps for the salute to the flag now 
given in many of the public schools 
throughout the lo¥al states. It is an in- 
spiring sight to see the children standing 
with their right hands pointing to the 
flag, then carried to their head and heart 
and hearthem say, ‘We give our heads 
and hearts to our country—one country, 
one language, one flag.’ % 

In concluding his report, after making 

various recommendations concerning the 
establishment of permanent headquarters, 
the observance of Memorial day and other 
matters, the commander-in-chief touched 
upon the question of “law and order.” 
“The past year,”’ said he, “‘has been one of 
anxiety. At one time the National Guards 
of five states of our Union were under 
arms and the regular army called to serv- 
ice. 
“‘We cannot too highly compliment the 
volunteer militia for their prompt re- 
sponse to the call, and the faitful manner 
in which their duty was discharged. It 
tells us that patriotism is not dead in the 
hearts of the American people, and that 
the young men of today are as loyal as 
were we.” ;

Duroy Foster lived in a neat, yellow 
farmhouse, shaded by a great butternut 
tree, near the Orthodox meeting house in 
Burlington. He was born in Dublin, 
N. H., 52 years ago, but went with his 
father, when 2 years old, to live in Lexing- 
ton. 

When he was 19 he removed to Burling- 
ton, and during his residence there he 
held various town offices, like assessor, 
constable, overseer of the poor and select- 
man. 

Several years ago he carried on a milk 
business, but sold it, and had since done 
no regular work. A widow and nine 
children—five daughters and four sons— 
survive him.

California Fruit Would 
Buyers In London Markets. 
_Lownpox, Sept. 18.—There is great an- 
noyance felt by the fruit dealers of Covent 
Garden because of the fact that C sfornia 
fruit is not arriving fastenough. The first 
of the shipments received here made the 
reputation of California fruits, and hun- 
dreds of small dealers, finding that the 
public cordially welcomed the fruit, began 
arranging for a regular supply. Suddenly 
the shipments stopped, and now no fruit 
from California is expected to arrive be- 

fore Sept. 26. ° 

There are no pears nor plums-in the 
market. If asupply of the California green 
product was now in the market it would 
command high prices. The taste, color 
and quality of the previous shipments 
were highly approved. Much of the fruit 
was repacked in small baskets and sold as 
English grown, a trick that will be olways 
possible unless a quantity of the Cali- 
fornia product is regularly sent. 

That there would be some loss at the 
outset of such an important fruit move- 
ment could have been expected. The early 
shipments were only advertisements, If 
the shippers fail now to forward fruit reg- 
ularly, they will undo all that has been 
done. A leading firm yesterday received 
samples of California sun-dried fruits, for 
which probably there will undoubtedly be 
a demand at the best prices. °

me xa (CYCLONE MET TRAIN. 


Cars Were Lifted and Landed Twenty 
Feet From the Track. 


TWO PERSONS KILLED OUTRIGHT. 


Half a Score Were Probably 
Fatally Injured. 


CHARLESTON, Mo., Sept. 18.—Two men 
were killed and a score of people injured, 
half of them fatally, in a cyclone here last 
night, during which a train was blown 
from the track. A westbound express on 
the Cairo branch of the Iron Mountain 
road was struck by the hurricane, and the 
result was one of the most serious wrecks 
ever known on the system. 

The train, in-charge of Conductor 
Lower and Engineer Hill, had just reached 
the limits of the city, when passengers 
and crew noticed the approach of a funnel 
shaped cloud that was dealing destruction 
to everything in its path, uprooting large 
trees and hurling missiles before it. The 
train and the cyclone met, and the wind 
lifted the entire line of coaches and landed 
them at a distance of 20 feet from the 
track, almost 

Turning Them Completely Over. 

Those who were not hurt seriously 
hastened to free themselyes and rescue 
those who were not so fortunate. Efforts 
were being made in that direction when a 
new danger presented itself. Flames were 
seen in the rear of the train, and only for 
the heroic efforts of Brakeman Carter a 
worse catastrophe might have occurred. 
He battered down the door of the car, 
rushed in, and succeeded in extinguishing 
the fire with a hand grenade. 

A little fellow about three years old was 
found under the train, supposed to have 
fallen out of the window when the train 
was overturned His body was badly 
mangled. 

Nearby was a negro cabin, which was 
converted into a hospital, where attention 
was shown the wounded by the citizens 
and the railroad men. 

Aside from the train and its passengers 
the damage done by the cyclone, which 
seems to have been purely local, was 
slight. Its path was not over 30 yards 
wide and did not extend more than a mile. 


Memphis Swept by Cyclone. 

MEMPHIs, Sept. 13.—A cyclone swept 
over Memphis yesterday, and a number of 
houses were razed, trees uprooted, roofs 
taken off and much other damage done. 
Robert Culp was killed, William Yan- 
delle’s foot was crushed by a falling tim- 
ber and an unknown man was injured. 
The railroad bridge over the river was 
dashed down into the low ground and 
river below. The loss to property will 
amount far up into the thousands. The 
velocity of the wind, as estimated by the 
weather bureau, was between 65 and 75 
miles an hour.

Meek Pleads Not Guilty. 

AMESBURY, Mass., Sept. 13. — George 
Meek, foreman of the Atwood Manfactur- 
ing company, was arraigned on the charge 
of theft from his employers. He had no 
counsel, pleaded mot guilty, and was 
bound over in $500 bonds for examination. 
He secured bail. 

Three Men Drowned, 

MONTREAL, Sept. 18.—At Beaconsfield 
Joseph Taylor and two hotel employes 
known as Oliver and White went out 
rowing. Their boat was afterward found 
in Lake St. Louis, off Pointe Claire, bot- 
tom up. It is supposed the men were 
drowned. 

To Explain His Report. 

HARRISBURG, Sept. 13.—Eugene V. Debs 
has arrived here from Chicago. He says 
his object is to explain some of the features 
of his report as general secretary and 
treasurer of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Firemen to the convention in this city. 


Building Wrecked by Gas. 
ALEXANDRIA, Ind, Sept. 13,—A natural 
gas explosion caused much damage to 
property here yesterday. Four people were 
buried in the debris of a building, one of 
whom will die. A 4days-old babe was 
taken from the debris unscathed. 


American Mechanics Adjourn. 
PROVIDENCE, Sept. 13.—The annual con- 
vention of the Order of American Me- 
chanics closed yesterday. The organiza- 
tion is in excellent condition. William N. 
Simons of Connecticut was elected na- 
tional councillor. 


End of a Windy Battle, 
CHICAGO, Sept. 13.—Peter Jackson left 
here yesterday afternoon for New York.

State Census Next Year. 

Canvassers will begin work on the new 
census of Massachusetts early next year. 
Preparations are now being made, and the 
work will cost the State about $200,000. 
This will be not merely an enumeration of 
the population, but will include many 
valuable sets of statistics, lists of establish- 
ments engaged in various branches of 
industry, lists of facts in regard to agricul- 
ture, lists of colleges, schools and 
academies, with their officers and teachers, 
and other information. For the purpose 
of securing the information called for by 
the law, the chief of the Bureau of 
Statistics of Labor, will appoint enumera- 
tors in every city and town in the Common- 
wealth, one to every two thousand persons, 
The mayors and aldermen of the cities of 
the Commonwealth and the selectmen of 
the towns will have the privilege of nom- 
inating twice as many persons for the 
positions of enumerators as are to be 
appointed under the provisions of the act 
referred to—those best qualified for the 
work. The treasurer of the State will pay 
to each of the enumerators for every nine 
hours of actual employment in the service 
the sum of $3. Special agents will re- 
cieve $4 for every day of nine hours, The 
work will cause no end of walking for the 
enumerators, because no a!lowance for 
travelling expenses will be made except in 
extreme cases, and when such allowance 
will secure economy.

MONUMENT COPYING. 


Rules Against the Use of Koduaks in 
Cemeteries Strictly Enforced. 

Snap shots by the man with the kodak 
are not allowed in Mount Auburn or Forest 
Hills cemeteries, except in cases where the 
interests of art, the public or lot owners 
are involved. In both cemeteries the will 
of the owner of the lot is paramount, and 
an order from him to any person to photo- 
graph his lot or monument, so long as it 
can be done without including any other 
lot or monument, will be recognized. It is 
one of the most strictly enforced rules of 


permitted to take photographs of any 
monument without the permission of the 
owner, but in Forest Hills it is different. 
The law excluding persons with kodaks is 
an unwritten one, but none the less 
vigorously enforced. The representative 
of any newspaper or art journal whose 
object is to instruct the public with illus- 
trations of art is given the widest liberty in 
copying monumental designs, but no per- 
mit is given to marble workers or artists 
whose only aim is to get the ideas of others 
for their own private use, to make designs 
of anythiogin the cemetery. Of course, 
this does not apply to lot owners, whose 
rights are first considered. Cemetery 
superintendents are continually called 
upon to enforce this rule, and officers of 
the corporations are frequently appealed to 
to permit copies of monuments to be made 
| in the interest of marble-workers who wish 
for designs. But all such applications are 
| invariably refused, no matter for whom the 
work is to be done.— Transcript.

Have Reached a Stage Where Blood- 
shed Is Predicted. 


A BRECKINRIDGE CIRCULAR ISSUED 


Assuring the Colonel’s UlIti- 
mate Success. 


LEXINGTON, Ky., Sept. 13—The most 
sensational manifesto ever issued in the 
political history of Kentucky was given 
out by the Breckinridge people last night. 
The Owens men claim that they will not 
abide by what they term the Breckinricge 
“Gag law,”’ and predict bloodshed. The 
card is as follows: 

BRECKINRIDGE HEADQUARTERS, } 
Lexinoerton, Ky., Sept. 12. f 
To the Democratic Voters of the Ashland Dis- 
trict: 

The district committee, by its action on last 
Saturday, has effectually blocked the brace 
game which the expert candidate from Scott 
and his organization have been preparing to 
play in the approaching primary. 

For the first time in Kentucky a contestant 
for a Democratic convention, driven to desper- 
ation by the demonstrated strength of his op- 
ponent, has shamelessly allowed it to be pro- 
claimed through his mouthpiece everywhere 
that participation in the primary involved no 
obligation in honor to support the nominee if 
he should be that opponent. 

It was never contemplated by the party au-

Many prisoners 
were also killed by being thrown from 
precipices, among them _ being Luise 
Thurat, a federal deputy, who was a dis- 
tinguished writer, and who returned to 
Brazil under a guarantee that his life 
would be spared.

Bishop has granted an injuncting re- 
straining the city of Boston and their 
agents, the Boston water commissioners, 
from further prosecution of the big water 
works extension project at Southboro, 
pending further action of the court. The 
injunction was asked for by the trustees 
of the estate of the late Joseph Burnett of 
Southboro, which includes the Deerfoot 
farm and which is comprised in the land 

to be taken for the water works. 


Plotters In Vatican Gardens, 
RoE, Sept. 13.—Two men, whom it is 
suspected are anarchists, were on Sunday 
night captured in the Vatican gardens, 
where the pope often spends the day. 
Many persons claim that the prisoners 
were engaged in an attempt upon the life 
of the pope. The police are reticent 
Kaiser Was In Command, 
BERLIN, Sept. 13.—The maneuvers of 
the First and Seventeenth army corps 
near Schlobitten ended yesterday with a 
fine display on the part of the cavalry, 
which was under the personal command 
of Emperor William. The attacks of the 
cavalry quite discomfited the enemy. 


Freitsch Reaches Queenstown, 

QUEENSTOWN, Sept. 13.—Captain Adolph 
Freitsch, the Finnish sailor who left New

LAID IN A VAULT. 
Simple Services Over the Remains of the 
Late Count of Paris. 

LONDON, Sept. 13.—A private mass for 
the dead was celebrated at Stowe House 
yesterday morning. The procession was 
received at the railway station by the 
muritipal authorities of Buckingham. 
The special train conveying the body 
started for Weybridge at 9:30. The cars 
were all draped with black. 

The coftin was received at the door of the 
Roman Catholic church which formerly 
contained the remains of King Louis 
Philippe of France, his consort and his 
daughter-in-law, by Mgr. Hulst, who was 
attended by a number of priests and 
acolytes. Mgr. Hulst and his attendants 
preceded the procession into the church, 
the Duke of Orleans occupying the position 
of chief mourner. 

When the coffin had been placed in 
front of the altar, Cardinal Vaughan and 
the bishop of Southwark, the Rt. Rev. 
John Butt, entered the sanctuary, & great 
silver cruc'fix being borne before them, 
and the services began. Two bannerets, 
presented by the Young Royalists of 
France, were placed on either side of the 
coffin, which was covered with the tri- 
color. : 

The music was taken from Spohr’s 
“Lest Judgment,” and all the solemnities 
of the church were observed. The services 
were concluded with the pronouncement 
of absolution by Cardinal Vaughan, after 
which the body was placed inthe vault 
near the altar.

COMMANDER-LAWLER,. 


Thomas |. Lawler was born in Liver- 
pool, Eng., in 1844, came to Iinois whena 
child, received his education in the public 
schools of Rockford, Ills. At the age of 
17 he enlisted as a private in company E, 
Nineteenth Volunteer Infantry, in June, 
1861, serving three years and three months. 
He was with his company and regiment in 
every battle in which they were engaged, 
and with the colors of his regiment was 
the first man over the Confederate work 
at the battle of Missionary Ridge, 
15, 1863. 

He served as private, sergeant and was 
elected first lieutenant, but not mustered. 
He commanded his com; for two 
months during the Atlanta campaign, 
was elected by the vote of his company 
and placed upon the roll of honor by order 
of Major General Rosecrans, commanding 
the Army of the Cumberland. He: organ- 
ized the Rockford Rifles in 1876, and made 
it the most efficientand best-known mili- 
tary organization in the west. 

He was elected colonel and commanded 
the Third regiment, Illinois National 
Guard, for several years, when he re- 
signed in order to give younger officers a 
chance for promotion. He was _post- 
master at Rockford under the Hayes, Gar- 
field and Harrison administrations and is 
now engaged in the lumber and coal busi 
ness. Colonel Lawler was one of the first 
members of G. L. Nevins post No. 1, de 
partment of Illinois. He had been its 
commander for 26 consecutive years.

many hun ireds of honorably discharged sol 
diers and sailors of the Union army and navy, 
and the widows, sons and daughters of those 
deceased, of their «mployment in the public 
offices and establishments, for the purpose of 
appointing or retaining other persons, desti- 
tute of the loyal and patriotic claims of these 
victims, or of superior qualifications for the 
places thus tak from those to whom they 
rightfully belong. 

Resolved, That we view with great concern 
this attack upon those who, in the hour of the 
country’s great need, laid aside their political 
preferences and became defenders of the 
Union, offering their lives to the naticn to 
maintain its institutions and preserve the 
honor of its flag. 

Resolved, That our comrades and wards 
who are holding employment under the gov- 
ernment should have, and they have, the right 
to demand from the executive authorities 
the protection awarded them by the national 
legislature, and any failure on the part of 
those authorities to so protect them is a viola 
tion of law of patriotic principles, which 
excites our strongest reprobation. 

Resolved, That inasmuch as the efforts of the 
national and department officers of this or 
ganization against this virtual proscription of 
members and wards of the Grand Army have 
proved practically unavailing, an appeal 
is hereby made to the people of the United 
States for an expression through the columns 
of the public press, the speeches and writings 
of public men and the proceedings of public 
assemblies upon fit occasion of the national 
sense of gratitude and desire for justice to 
ward the meritorious survivors of the Union 
forces ard those whom the deaths of husbands 
and fathers hive left to the generous regard of 
the nation.

READY TO STRIKE. 


Garment Workers of Boston Will Soon 
Take Decisive Action. 

Boston, Sept. 14.—At a meeting of 
United Garment Workers last night dele- 
gates from every shop in the city reported 
in favor of a general strike in this section. 
If such action is taken, about 4500 men 
will be involved. The most important 
grievance is that they are now working 
under what they call the piece and task 
system, better known as the “sweating 
system.” 

They claim %{at now they are earning 
from $4 to $9 per week. They are to de- 
mand that the contractors employ them 
by the week and that their weekly wages 
shall be not less than $2 fora day of nine 
hours. 

A strong strike sentiment was apparent, 
and the various speakers urged emphatic 
action. The trouble in the trade in New 
York has sent a great deal of work to Bos 
ton, and offers what the men believe to be 
an unusual opportunity to gain their 
point. 

A committee was appointed to draw up 
&@ formal demand on the contractors, and 
Monday night the question will be sub- 
mitted to a mass meeting of the workers. 
Should the meeting endorse the act of the 
council the strike will be at once declared. 


Alarmed Over Incendiaries. 

MERCED, Cal., Sept. 14.—The people of 
this town are -nastate of fearful excite- 
ment. Betwe on daylight yesterday morn- 
ing and noon there were seven fires, all in- 
cendiary in origin. Phosphorus has been 
found in haymows in nearly all the barns 
intown. Several stables were destroyed. 
Sheriff Warfield has issued the following 
proclamation: ‘All persons without 
business in the town of Merced are noti- 
fied to leave immediately. All good citi- 
zens are requested to co-opérate and see 
that the order is carried out before sun- 
set.’’ If the incendiaries are apprehended 
they will almost certainly be lynched. 


Cambridge Took First Prize. 

PAWTUCKET, R.I., Sept. 14—At the an- 
nual field day and tournament of the New 
England Firemen’s League the contests 
were hot and sincere and there was fun 
galore. Five hundred dollars in prizes 
were distributed among the four leading 
companies. The Red Jackets of Cam- 
bridge, Mass., took first prize, with a dis- 
tance of 195ft. 10in.; Hartford came next 
with 193ft. Sin.; Somerville, Mass., took 
third money by squirting 191ft. 1\<in., and 
New Bedford, Mass., took the fourth prize 
on a distance of 187ft ‘4in. The prizes 
were $200, $150, $100 and $50. 


Good Police Work, 

SOMERVILLE, Mass., Sept. 14.—The po- 
lice of this city last night arrested Cor- 
nelius Nagle, 22 years old and married, 
as one of the murderers of Duroy Foster.

SYATE NOMINEES 


Put Forward by the Prohibition Party In 
the Old Bay State. 


WORCESTER, Mass., Sept. 14.—The pro- 
hibition state convention did all the rafter- 
shaking, fluor-stamping and hand-clapping 
that could be expected of any convention 
when its president, Professor Evans, told 
o* the wrongs of labor, the persecution of 
Coxeyites and strikers, and urged no com- 
promise on liquor. ‘‘Better wait 100 years. 
Back to conscience! Back to justice! 
Back to God!’’ 

The following nominations were made 
without opposition: 

For aiaeenan Alfred W. Richardso n of 
Springfield; lieutenant governor, Samuel 
D. Shapleigh of Boston; secretary of state, 
Wilbur G. Farnham of Somerville; treas- 
urer and receiver general, John M. Fisher 
of Attleboro; auditor, Wilbur F. Purring- 
ton of Williamsburg; attorney general, 
Frank N. Furbush of Natick. 

The resolutions were substantially as 
follows: For suppression of drink traffic, 
and state sale of liquor for mechanical 
and medical purposes; against high license 
and Norwegian system; for extirpation of 
trusts; for public boards of arbitration, 
courts of concHiation and eight hours; 
for free and full ballot and woman 
suffrage; for perpetuation of non-sec- 
tarian public schools and rigid state super- 
vision of private schools; for revision 
and rigid enforcement of immigration 
laws; for elastic currency and restora- 
tion of silver; for non-partisan tariff 
commission; for state control of railroad, 
telegraph and telephone monopolies and 
government ownership, if need be; 
for extension of civil service; for 
prohibition of alien ownership of 
real estate; for election by direct vote 
of president, vice president and United 
States senators; for one day’s rest in 
seven; for uniform laws governing mar- 
riage and divorce; for justice from the 
Republican party in the use by minorities 
of Australian ballot; for the party itself as 
“the true party of the people.” 


Advised to Stay Out. 

FALL River, Mass., Sept. 14.—The tex- 
tile amalgamation held an adjourned 
mee.ing yesterday afternoon to receive an 
answer from manufacturers to the request 
for a conference. No answer was received, 
as many of the manufacturers are out of 
town, and those here claim that there is 
nothing to confer about.

iBids Fair to Remain Unsolved For 
Some Time to Come. 


LOOPHOLES IN THE TARIFF LAW 


Causing the Treasury Depart- 
ment Much Trouble. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—The delegation 
representing the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ association, headed by George 
A. Kelly, had another consultation with 
Secretary Carlisle and Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue Miller yesterday for the 
purpose of presenting further suggestions 
looking to the enforcement of the provi- 
sion in the new tariff bill for free alcohol 
for use in the arts and medicinal prepara- 
tions and other like compounds. 

Mr. Kelly presented a brief, covering 
such suggestions as the committee had 
formulated looking to the relief of the de- 
partinent from its present embarrassment 
and to giving reasonable protection to the 
government from fraud. 

After the reading of the brief, Secretary 
Carlisle pointed out the difficulty of en- 
forcing any regulations which did not de- 
fine the classes of manufacturers to whom 
they applied, and the necessity for some 

Preliminary Notice or License 
of any person claiming the benefit of the 
law, in order to procure proper supervision 
and the authority of the department to 
impose anything in the nature of a tax for 
supervision upon a manufacturer. 

Ex-Governor Boutwell, who was present 
for counsel for interested persons, an- 
swered some of these suggestions, claim- 
ing that the power to prescribe regulations 
included the power to charge for the ex- 
penses of executing the law. He cited as 
an analogous case the fund arising from 
the sale of cotton during the war, where 
the expenses of sale and seizure were paid 
out of the fund collected. 

Secretary Carlisle pointed out the diffi- 
culty in defining “medicinal preparations 
and other like compounds,”’ and in the 
course of the discussion that followed, it 
developed that certain tinctures and 
preparations contained as high as 94 per 
cent of alcohol. This, he pointed out, 
would give opportunity for the sale of all 
sorts of alcoholic beverages 

As Medicinal Preparations, 

The representative of a firm of “bitters” 
entered a protest against any classification 
which might exclude ‘“‘bitters’’ as medi- 
cinal preparations, on the ground that 
their use would largely increase if drug- 
gists, in order to sell them, were requested 
to take out liquor licenses. A conflict as 
to the extent of the business of manu- 
facturers entitled to the benefit of the law 
Was made apparent at the conference, 
when the question of *‘bonded warehouses” 
was discussed. 

In Germany grain alcohol for use in the 
arts is free of tax. The secrttary “said at 
the conclusion of the discussion that if it 
could be done it was his duty to execute 
the law. Some further briefs will be pre- 
sented before the secretary makes his final 
decision.

EVIDENCE ALL IN. 


Debs’ Case Likely to Drag Along Till the 
End of the Year. - 


Cuicaco, Sept. 14—Much to the sur- 
prise of every one, the defense announced 
yesterday afternoon, when the last witness 
had been heard in the Debs case, that they 
would state their case on the evidence be- 
fore the court. Mr. Gregory said that the 
defense had some witnesses who could 
modify the testimony, but the cardinal 


said that he and his associates would there- 
fore refrain from putting witnesses in re- 
buttal on the stand, and would be ready 
after a reasonable time for the preparation 
of abstracts of evidence to go before the 
court with their arguments. 

This was apparently a great.surprise to 
Mr. Walker and his associates, who repre- 
sent the prosecution. However, after 
some preliminary stipulation as to the 
preparation of papers, Judge Woods ad- 
journed court until Sept. 25, when the 
arguments will be heard. Twenty days 
after that the defense will present its 
briefs and the whole matter will go to the 
court. 

Counsel for the defense express - them- 
selves as confident that the government 
has not made its case on testimony pro- 
duced and are confident of being able in 
the end to free Mr. Debs and the other 
officers and directors of the American 
Railway union from the contempt and 
charges. 

On the other hand, counsel for the prose- 
cution are quite as confident of success. 
The judge has never through the trial 
given the least intimation as to what he 
thought of the proceedings. He said yes- 
terday, in court, that he rather wanted to 
hear some collateral proceeding of a sim- 
ilar character before he finally decided the 
case. Itis thought that the case may run 
well into December before it is finally 
ended.

Records Knocked Into Smithereens 
on Terre Haute Track. 


ROBERT J GOES A MILE IN 2:01 1-2. 


Carbonate Lowers Records For 
Two-Y ear-Olds. 


Tenrne Haute, Ind., Sept. 15.—World’s 
records went glimmering over the Terre 
Haute track yesterday, which now holds 
all but two —the fastest three heats paced 
and the fastest 2-year-old pacing records 
There ishung up the fastest mile ever 
gone by a horse in harness. Robert J, 
2:01}¢; the miles of Nancy Hanks and 
Alix, each in 2:04; the world’s record for 
#year-old trotters made by Fantasy in 
2:06; the fastest six-heat race ever gone by 
# 3-year-old—Expressive’s great race three 
weeks ago; the fastest 2-year-old trotting 
trace record—Oakland Baron’s mile in 
£:16; Whirligig’s 38-year-old pacing record 
ef 2:10; the stallion pacing record of 
2:03% by John R Gentry, and the stallion 
record of 2:64 by Joe Patchen; the marvel- 
ous mile by the 2-year-old pacer done by 
Carbonate yesterday in 2:09 ani his pre- 
vious record of 2:10 tied by Directly. That 
is why the town is wild with enthusiasm. 

Geers was up behind Robert J, and at 
the second trial the word was given. The 
clip was so fast that the pacemaker fell 
behind, the first quarter being done in 
304s. Up the hill he went at even a 
faster gait, and was at the half in 1:00%. 
Down the third quarter the unbeaten 
gelding came like a whirlwind, 2914s. 
marking his time for that quarter, and he 
Was at the three-quarter pole in 1:30%4. 
Geers, with rein and voice, gently urged 
the gelding, who came through strong, 
never fora moment wavering under the 
terrific trial, and a moment later Geer 
landed Robert J under the’ wire in 2:01%4. 
There were cheers for both and for the 
owner, Mr. Hamlin, and Geers was lifted 
from the su.ky and carried up the stretch 
on the shoulders of admiring friends. 

Scarcely Less Marvelous 

was the great performance of the 2-year- 
old pacer, Carbonate. Half an hour be- 
fore his only rival, Directly, had gone to 
lower the mark made by Carbonate on 
Wednesday. But the fast son of Direct 
was unequal to the task and could do no 
better than tie it. Thten came Carbonate, 
the son of Superior. He did the first in 
3144, went to the half at a 2:03% clip, 
doing the half in 1:0344. In the third 
quarter he was at a 2:06 gait, doing the 
third quarter in 1:35. Away he went, and 
landed the heat in 2:09 flat, lowering the 
world’s record for 2-year-olds. 

The marvelous mile of John B Gentry 
was made in the opening heat of the free- 
for-all pace carried over from Wednesday, 
he making the mile in 2°3%. 

Some caught the mile as fast as 2:03}4, 
and itis believed that had the pacemaker 
gone after the black 5-year-old a little 
harder, the Patchen-Wilkes horse would 
have done the mile in as good as 2:03. 

There was great disappointment over 
the Alix performance. With so perfect a 
day and track it was thought the mare 
could make a new world’s record for trot- 
ters. But she had tied the Nancy Hanks 
mark on Wednesday and it was too much 
to make a second effort the same week. 
Besides she seemed nervous. She did not 
get away strong, taking 81ys. to do the 
first quarter, and doing the mile in 2:04}4.

A SHORTAGE OF $500 


INDIANS FLEEING. 


In the Accounts of the Ex-Treasurer of | Thief River Belt In Minnesota Said to Be 


the Ladies of the Grand Army. 


PiTtspure, Sept. 15.—Mrs. Anna E. 
Grubb of Camden, N. J., past national 
treasurer of the Ladies of the Grand 
Army, is charged with misappropriating 
the funds of that organization. This 
statement in the Ladies’ meeting yester- 
day created a sensation, unequalled in the 
history of the order. Mrs. Grubb is said 
to bein debt to the organization to the 
amount of $500, and suit has been brought 
against her bondsmen to recover. 

How long this shortage has existed is 
not stated, but at the Washington en- 
campment the books were thought to be 
correct and she was re-elected. At Indian- 
apolis in 1893, when a new treasurer was 
elected, Mrs. Grubb failed to turn over 
some of the books and investigation then 
discovered the discrepancy. When Mrs. 
Sheroff, who was president in 1893, learned 
of this fact, she, together with an attorney, 
conferred with Mrs. Grubb and a suit was 
filed. This was six months ago, and the 
case will come to trial next month. It ap- 
pears that nothing of this was known to 
the members until yesterday. 

In the warm discussion which followed 
this announcement, Mrs. Stevens of Cam- 
den, a member of the council of adminis- 
tration, and Mrs. McNeier, who was ‘the 
first national president, made urgent ap- 
peals in behalf of Mrs. Grubb, and ‘sug- 
gested that the ladies donate enough to 
make up the deficiency, hoping to keep 
the scandal from becoming public. Others, 
however, bitterly denounced the ex-treas- 
urer and insisted that the law take its 
course. The majority voted in favor of 
prosecution, and the end is not yet. 


PREPARED FOR THE WORST. 


Captain Bradshaw Proposes to Challenge 
Colonel Clay's Vote. 

LEXINGTON, Ky., Sept. 15.—Thirty-five 
of the best women in Lexington have in- 
vited the ministers of the city to meet 
with them to pray for the defeat of Breck- 
inridge. 

Colonel Zeke Clay, the famous Kentucky 
horseman, resides in Bourbon county near 
Paris. He has taken an active interest in 
the Breckinridge campaign and is a leader 
of the Owens element. 

Colonel Clay made the emphatic declara- 
tion that blood would flow if his vote was 
challenged at the primary, and he was 
asked to make oath to support the nominee. 

Captain Bradshaw is a leading citizen 
of Paris. Heis one of the Breckinridge 
judges of the election, and is expected t3 
challenge Clay’s vote. He was informed 
of Clay’s statement. It is said that he has 
taken out $10,000 insurance on his life, 
and isengaged in straightening up his 
business affairs. 

Colonel Clay isa brother of Cassius M. 
Clay, Jr., now candidate for governor of 
Kentucky. 

Long Strike Ended. 

PITTSBURG, Sept. 15.—The strike at the 
New York and Cleveland Gas Coal com- 
pany’s mines is over. The men have been 
out five months. Dr zing the past week the 
men have been breaking away and several 
mines are now in operation, while the en- 
tire plant will be running by Monday. 
The company employs about 5000 men.

a Mass of Flames. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Sept, 15.—Kirby Barnum, 
who owns a farm near the western border 
of the Great Red Lake Indian reservation, 
in the northern part of this state, has re- 
turned from a perilous trip down the 
Thief river, which skirts that reservation 
on the west. The trip was made in a 
small passenger steamer that plies be- 
tween the Indian agency and Thief River 
Falls, a distance of 120 miles. 

Fully half of this trip was made be- 
tween walls of fire. Mr. Barnum says 
that the flames had jumped the Thief river 
and cut a swath through the dense forest 
fully 60 miles wide. The whole country is 
aflame, but owing to the fact that com- 
munication is slow, little has been heard 
about it farther south. 

The steamer was forced to go three or 
four miles at a time, and then everybody 
would get out and stand in the water on 
the sand bars until the fire and heat 
abated somewhat. Several times the boat 
was afire, and it was with the utmost dif- 
ficu! sy that it was saved. If it had burned 
the whole party would have perished. 

The water in the river had been raised 
to such a temperature by the fire that its 
surffice was covered with millions of dead 
fish. Bear, @6er and other large game were 
fleeing from the flames in great confusion. 
Many small canoe parties of Indians were 
encountered making their way down 
stream as best they could. There has prob- 
ably been loss of life among them. 

Barnum says that the fire originated in 
& blaze set by a man who had tried to get 
control of some hay land from the govern- 
ment. 1t was given to another man, and 
out of spite he hired two men to fire it. 
The flames soon spread to the forest and 
have been burning ever since. 

The people in Thief River Falls and 
vicinity were so indignant over this act 
that they threatened to lynch the man if 
he could be found. He has disappeared 
with the two men he hired to do the job. 


Terrible Revenge. 

Boston, Sept. 15.—Peter Keane, a rail- 
road watchman, while on duty last night, 
was approached by a woman, named 
Delia Wimm, 28 years old, who threw a 
quantity of muriatic acid at him, badly 
burning his face and neck. Delia said 
that Keane had insulted her, and that she 
had been waiting for an opportunity to 
revenge herself.

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A SHORT CORN CROP 


The Principal Item Which Is Now 
Disturbing Trade. 


A FAIR BUSINESS IN WOOLENS. 


Rush In the Dry Goods Trade 
Has Abated. 


New Yonk, Sept. 15.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: Business 
has met no setback this week and contin- 
ues larger than early in August and 
larger than a year ago directly after the 

anic. 

: Loss in some directions is explained by 
crop reports, for the most favorable esti- 
mates of experts put the loss of corn at 
about 400,000,000 bushels, whereas the gov- 
ernment report is by some interpreted as 
meaning a loss of 1,000,000,000 bushels. The 
opinion of the trade does not favor the 
official estimate, and the price has not risen 
at all during the week, though receipts 
have been very small. 

Exports have practically ceased, and all 
realize that the shrinkage of 400,000,000 
bushels is serious, if it proves to be no 
greater, since it must affect prices of 
meats for a year or more. 

Nor are official reports encouraging as 
to wheat. Western receipts in two weeks 
haye been 11,184,687 bushels, against 10,- 
674,761 last year, and Atlantic exports only 
2,074,700, against 5,106,562 last year, and 
the price is '4 cent lower. 

Pork is unchanged, but lard has risen 30 
cents per hundred pounds. 

Considerable injury is officially reported 
to cotton, but few -expect less than 8,500,- 
000 bales, which is more than enough, and 
the price is 1-16 cent lower. 

The Industrial World. 

The great increase in iron production, 
which was noted as following the removal 
of coke difficulties, is measured by the 
capacity of furnaces in blast Sept. 1, 
namely, 151,113 tons, against 115,366 Aug. 
1, and the unsold stocks also decreased 
85,584 tons during the month. The out 
put thus rises to 50 per cent of a full pro- 
duction, but the consumption may be less, 
as the main increase in output was near 
the end of August, and prices have since 
weakened a little. 

Lead is depressed by foreign offers at 3.2 
cents. 

Shipments of shoes from Boston in 
two weeks have been 168,915 cases, egainst 
108,450 last year, and in low-priced goods 
the market has not been as bare for years, 
while purchases from stocks or for quick 
delivery reflect depletion of stocks and 
consuming demands. 

Less activity is seen in drygoods, the 
rush of postponed business having abated, 
and there is more disposition to defer pur- 
chases because of somewhat general ad- 
vances in cotton goods and because Lon- 
don wool sales are expected to make the 
outlook clearer. 

Strikes in cotton mills have not ceased, 
and stocks of print cloths shrink rapidly, 
but some question whether recent ad- 
vances in price can be maintained, with 
important additions to the present force. 
There is still a fair business for speedy de- 
livery in woolens and for cheaper grades 
of spring goods, but scarcely anything is 
done in the finer grades. About half the 
usual business in the aggregate has been 
done, it is estimated, but about three- 
quarters in the cheaper grades. 

Failures in the first week of September, 
as yet reported, show liabilities of only 
$1,430,070, of which $415,120 were of manu- 
facturing, and $937,450 of trading concerns, 
The aggregate of liabilities reported for 
August is $10,697,513. This week the fail- 
ures have been 207 in the United States, 
against 314 last year, and 44 in Canada, 
against 27 last year. 


In the Fight to Stay. 

LITTLE FAs, N. Y., Sept. 15.—Susan 
B. Anthony says that she is going to try 
and induce both the Republican and 
Democratic state conventions to incorpor- 
ate a woman's suffrage plank in their plat- 
forms. If they refuse then she will get 
another 500,000 signatures and go before 
the legislature and appeal to it to passa 
woman suffrage bill. 


Britishers In Corea, 

LONDON, Sept. 15.—Captain Cavendish 
has been detailed to join the headquarters 
of the Chinese army in Corea, as British 
military attache with the headquarters 
staff. A British army surgeon has been 
detailed to join the headquarters staff of 
the Chinese army, and another one has 
been sent to join the staff of the Japanese 
army. 


Hot Battle Anticipated, 

BATAVIA, Sept. 15.—The Dut-h forces, 
after hard fighting, which lasted all day, 
captured Pasingaban, where the Mataram 
rebels were concentrated. The rebels re- 
treated to Mataram, which is a fortified 
place. The Dutch, however, expect to 
capture the place within a week, though 
not without a hot engagement. 


Having a Good Time. 

PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 15.—Members of 
Sagamore encampment, I. O. O. F., Ply- 
mouth, Mass., arrived here yesterday and 
were royally entertained by members of 
the Portland encampment. A reception 
and banquet were tendered the visiting 
brethren last night. A parade and clam- 
bake are in progress today, 


Erben’s Summing Up, 

NEW YORK, Sept. 15.—Admiral Erben, 
retired, who was a passenger on the 
steamer New York, says the Vigilant’s 
many defeats were a great surprise and 
disappointment to most Englishmen, 
many of whom had laid bets on her. The 
admiral intimated that the defeats were 
gaused by ‘‘too many cooks.” 


A Dollar a Head, 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—Secretary Car- 
lisle has called the attention of collectors 
of customs to the fact that on and after 
Oct. 1 the head money collected from im- 
inigrants shall be $1 instead of 10 cents. 


A Shortage in Wines, 

Care Town, Sept. 15.—The annual out- 
put of Cape wines has fallen from 6,000,000 
to 4,000,000 gallons during the last four 
years. The decrease is partly due to 
phylloxera.

The public deplore this ill 
feeling between the unions, and hope it 
will be amicably adjusted. 

The action of the spinners last night 
means that none of the idle mills will re- 
sume work next week. 


Garment Worers’ Grievances.

A 
list of demands was drafted which will be 
presented to the mass meeting to be held 
Monday night. It is understood that they 
will demand regular weekly wages of not 
less than $12 and aday of nine hours in 
place of the piece system, under which 
the men now work.

DECIDED T0 RETURN. 


Peary Party Could Not Carry Out 
Plans For the Summer. 


TRIP REPLETE WITH “HARDSHIPS. 


The Piucky Lieutenant Has 
Remained Behind. 


Sr. Jounts, N. F., Sept. 17.—The Peary 
nfain and auxiliary expeditions arrived 
Saturday on the steamer Falcon from Fal- 
con harbor, which they left on Aug. 26. 
All on board were well. 

Mrs. Peary, her baby girl, Ahnigito 
Peary, who was 1 year eld last Wednes- 
day, together with an Esquimau nurse, 
the first of her tribe to come south of the 
Arctic circle, returned with the party. 

Peary, with Lee and Henson as yolun- 
teers, remain at the headquarters at Fal- 
con harbor to complete their explorations 
next season. 

The expedition last fall and winter was 
mainly devoted to preparations for the in- 
land ice journey to Independence bay, 
which began on March 6, with a party of 
eight men, 12 sledges and @ dogs. Five 
natives also assisted during the first two 
or three days of the march. 


-S4NT ZEARY. 

On April 18 Peary, Baldwin, 
and Clarke, with 24 dogs, arrived at 
niversary Lodge—haying advanced in 31 
days 134 miles—and there cached their re- 
maining supplies and equipment, leaving 
Astrup, Lee and Davidson in charge, Dr. 
Vincent haying been previously sent back 
incapacitated by sickness orinjury from 
further service, 

Bad weather and a_ succession of 
storms culminated on March 19, while 23 
members of the expedition were at a camp 
140 miles from Anniversary Lodge, at an 
elevation of 5600 feet. In the equinoctial 
storm, which continued for four days, the 
temperature averaged from 45° to 55° be- 
low zero, and the wind for 34 consecutive 
hours blew 43 miles an hour. 

Bitter Weather Experienced. 

The severity of the weather far exceeded 
that sustained by any other Arctic explor- 
ing party. All of the explorers escaped 
serious injury, except Davidson, whose 
left foot was frozen, but has since fully re- 
covered. Many of the dogs were frozen 
solid, and others had to be chopped out of 
the ice. 

Messrs. Peary, Baldwin, Entrikin and 
Clarke pushed on, and in 14 days were 85 
miles farther. The maximum day’s 
march was only 18 miles. and as the 
plague had carried off many dogs, En- 
trikin being unfit for travel, and the party 
so reduced by hardships, the plans for 
the summer could not possibly be car- 
ried out, especially as only one-fourth of 
the distance to Independence bay had been 
accomplished. It was therefore decided to 
return. 

The dogs continued to die on the home- 
ward march, compelling the abandonment 
of the sledge during May. 

On the trip the party surveyed and 
mapped a hitherto unknown coast line to 
Melville bay for 150 miles. 

Messrs. Peary and Lee were the first 
white men to see, locate and measure th 
historic iron meteorite near Cape York 
Mr. Entrikin and Dr. Vincent made a 
sledge journey to Littleton island, and 
would have reached Kane's headquarters 
but for open water.

A tidal wave on Oct. 31, 1893, destroyed 
the launch and dories, and swept away 
more than half the oil supply, of which a 
portion was subsequently recovered. 

The burros, carrier pigeons and launch 
General Wistar proved of little service to 
the explorers. 

The party at the lodge is amply supplied 
and provisioned for a year, and will be 
supported on inland ice next spring by the 
natives. 

The auxiliary expedition, despite the 
fact that the ice was heavier and more 
general than for many years, accomplished 
much important work—all that was in 
any manner practicable, 

Communication with Peary was not 


opened up until Aug. 1, and Faloon harbor 
was not reached until the 20th. Carey isl- 
ands, Cape Faraday and Qlarence head 
were thoroughly searched, and the death 
of the Swedish explorers, Bjorling and 
Kallestenius, established. 

Relics were brought from Carey island, 
and a skeleton, supposed to be that ef a 
sailor, was properly interred. 

Dr. Ohlirv, the Swedish representative 
with the auxiliary expedition, returns di- 
Bect from Disco to Copenhagen. 

The ice prevented the proposed explora- 
tions on Ellesmere land, but the auxiliary 
party gathered much valuable scientiflo 
data, made a careful study of many im- 
portant glaciers, and obtained much new 
valuable material in Arctic deep sea 
dredging. 


A MYSTERIOUS SUICIDE, 


A Man Well Supplied With Worldly 
Goods Shoots Himself, 

New YORK, Sept. 17.—A man about 4¢ 
years old, who registered at the New York 
hotel, Broadway, as M. A. Bell, Cleveland, 
was found dead in his room yesterday. He 
had committed suicide by shooting him- 
self in the head. 

His head rested on a pillow which had 
become soaked with blood from a bullet 
wound behind his rightear. There wag 
nothing to tell why the man put an end ta 
his life, but this telegram was found on 
the table in the room: 

“George C. Bell, 513 Euclid avenue, 
Cleveland, O.: I am dead. What shall 
they do with my carcass? M. A. Bell.” 
This was also found written on a tele- 
graph blank: “Don’t ever black your 
shoes for me, as I am not worthy or re- 
sponsible for it. MM.”

SHIPPERS WOULD BE BENEFITED 


As Well as Vessels of Ocean- 
Going Lines. 


TORONTO, Sept. 17.—The international 
deep water ways convention which opened 
here today promises to be the most im- 
portant gathering of the kind ever held 
on this continent. Its effects are expected 
by the promoters to be far-reaching in the 
matter of the transport of t from 
western states and the western Canadian 
provinces to the seaboard, and fta influence 
on the present channels of freight from 
the west to the east may be .very im- 
portant. 

One of the greatest. schomes..ta be con- 
sidered is the deepening of the canals 
along the St Lawrence river, connecting 
Lake Ontario and the other great lakes in 
the west with the Atlantic ocean to @ 
depth of 20 feet, so that they will allow the 
passage of ocean-going vessels te Duluth 
and all other American ports on the 
inland lakes. To overcome the chief 
difficulty that presents itself, it ts 
held that the United States should be 
asked to contribute to the cost of deepen- 
ing the canals. Against this, however, it 
is urged that if the Americans were asked 
to contribute to the cost of the proposed 
improvements it would give them a hold

After having been for five years 
the vice-principal of the high school in 
New Brunswick, N. J., and having served 
for the same length of time in the capacity 
of principal of the Arms Academy in Shel- 
bourne Falls, Mass., Mr. Tupper was, in 
1892, elected head master of the bigh school 
in Quincy, Mass., which position he holds 
at present. In 1884 he published a romance 
entitled ‘‘Moonshine,’’ which dealt with 
incidents of the reconstruction period and 
was received with marked favor both by 
the press and the public.

On Boston’s birthday, today, the 17th of 
September, the magnificent new building 
ef the Boston Public Library, which has 


been slowly growing during these last years, 
will be dedicated. 


modern culture and education. 
velopment has been so great that it is hard 


for most of us to realize how rapid and 


brief it has been. 


The doors of the Boston Public Library 
were first thrown open in 1854——just forty 


years ago. Before that time there had 
been no large free lending library in Amer- 


ica or in the world. In 1854, the number 
of volumes in the library was only twenty 
thousand; today the number is over six 
increase in a 
single year at the present time is greater 
than the total extent of the library forty 
When the building on Boyls- 
ton street, from which the library was 


hundred thousand. The 


years ago. 


removed to Copley Square, was erected, 
it was thought to be sufficient for the ac- 


commodation of the books and of the pub- 


lic for a hundred years; but in a dozen 
years the building was so far outgrown 
that it was necessary to double the amount 


of shelving, and for many years there has 
been no adequate accommodation for the 


thousands who use the library. 


The number of persons using Bates 


Hall, the great upper hall of the old library, 


has much more than doubled in the last 


fifteen years, being about one hundred and 
sixty thousand in 1879, and over four hun- 
dred thousand the past year. It is per- 


haps by statistics such as these that the 


part which the public library has come to 
play in our education and our general life 
can best be brought home to us.—New 
England Magazine.

A BITTER DOSE. 


Breckiaridge and His Followers De Not 
Take Kindly to Defeat. 
FRANKFORT, Ky., .Sept. 17.—Breckin- 
ridge men are reluctant to acknowledge 
their defeat. Some of them are still claim- 
ing the nomination of Colonel Breckinridge 
by a small majority. They base their 
hopes of contesting the election on the 
fact that the Owens county vote fell off 

600 from last fall.

our latest reports show Owens’ plurality 
to be 141. Iam sure that the count wil!

If it does not Iam noi 
prepared to say what will follow—may be 
a@ contest.”’

‘SECURITY IN FUTURE 


i 1s the Chief Object In Japan's Treaty 
With England. 


A BIG FLEET OF TRANSPORTS 


Has Left Japan For Chinese or 
Corean Ports. 


YOKOHAMA, Sept. 17.— The revised 
treaty between Japan and England was 
tatified at Tokio Aug. 25. For the first 
time the United States has failed to take 
advantage of Japan's desire to treat 
primarily with the great republic in an 
international transaction. 

The opinion expressed in Japan is that 
negotiations at Washington might have 
been concluded long agoif the state de- 
partment had been disposed to act upon 
Japanese proposals. As it is, Great Britain 
stands ahead in the enactment of the treaty 
which the Asiatic empire has been urgently 
striving for more than 20 years to secure. 

On the previous occasion the business 
was barely brought to a conclusion by 
Count Okuma, but at the last moment his 
plans were defeated by the violent public 
demonstrations in Japan against his 
method of adjusting the vexed question of 
the judiciary. It was, therefore, thought 
expedient to keep these latter negotiations 
strictly secret and to allow none of the 
proposed conditions to become a subject of 
popular discussion until the affair was ab- 
solutely terminated. 

’Twas a Surprise. 

The announcement first made by the 
emperor was a surprise to every one, 
though vague rumors of what was con- 
templated had circulated during the past 
few weeks. The treaty confers no imme 
diate advantages on Japan. At least five 
years must elapse before it goes into oper- 
ation, and itis for Japan to say whether 
or not the interval shall be longer, but 
until 1899 everything must remain as it is 
now. 

The purpose of this delay is that Japan 
shall perfect her judicial system to an ex- 


tent warranting the abolishment of 
English law courts. The existence of 


foreign tribunals is one of Japan’s chief 
grievances, and this, so far as Great 
Britain is concerned, will cease at the ap 
pointed time. The other grievance—inter 
ference with the tariff—will not be done 
away With until 1910, when complete au- 
tonomy will be resumed by the simple 
process of terminating the treaty. 

But from 1899, or whatever date the Jap- 
anese sign for the agreement to come in 
force, 11 years later, when it may be can- 
celled by either party, a partially new tariif 
will be adopted somewhat more favorable 
to Japan than which now regulates her 
commerce, but not strikingly so. 

Two Privileges Withheld, 

The position of Englishmen in 
will be, in most respects, identical with 
those of native subjects. Only two priv- 
ileges will be withheld—the right of coast- 
wise trade and the right to own land. 
Buildings may be owned, but land must 
be held on leases: 

It is evident that in negotiating this 
treaty Japan has not consulted present 
gains so much as security for the future. 
Difficulties of the existing system have 
grown to be intolerable to her and she 
would almost have consented to sacrifices 
for a time to be assured of positive release 
at a designated period. Five years hence 
British extraterritorial jurisdiction will 
be abolished, and Japan expects the other 
powers will likewise close their consular 
courts, Sixteen years hence she hopes 
similarly to be rid of all commercial re 
strictions. The burdens of the interval 
are not felt to be too heavy a price to pay 
for ultimate freedom. 

Bad For Li. 

The report is circulated, that Li Hung 
Chang, though now 74 years old, will be 
ordered to take personal command of the 
armies on the continent, notwithstanding 
the dissatisfaction of the courts of the re 
sults of his management up to this time 
The humiliation inflicted upon him has 
gone no further than the withdrawal of 
suspension of his decorations and the ap 
pointment of two high officials to watch 
his proceedings But if the navy or army 
should meet with serious disasters, his po- 
sition will be extremely dangerous, 

A Fight Near at Hand, 

SHANGHAI, Sept. 17.—News has reached 
Tien-Tsin that a flect of 21 Japanese 
transports, conveying 10,000 troops, sailed 
a few days ago from a Japanese port. It 
is supposed that it is the intention of the 
Japanese commander to land his forces at 
some point on the Chinese coast. The 
Chinese fleet, under the command of Ad 
miral Ting, has sailed south for the pur 
pose of intercepting the Japanese. Orders 
have been sent to all the Chinese ports to 
maintain a most careful watch for the ap 
proach of the enemy 

A later dispatch suys that advices from 
Nagasaki show that a number of Japan 
ese troopships, conveyed by a man-of-war, 
have left Hiroshimo, island of Hondo, 
bound for Chemulpo, Corea. ‘These prob 
ably are the vessels above mentioned as 
being bound witha large Japanese force 
for China. Doubtless exaggerated, it was 
received in Tien-Tsin, and it was taken 
for granted that the destination of the 
army was China, and its object the cap 
ture of some port which could be used as 
u base of operations for future movements 

It is now admitted that the Chinese were 
defeated with a loss of 500 men in an en 
gagement that took place Aug. 13 

A dispatch to The Standard from Berlin 
says that Prince Yzing, head of the foreign 
office at Pekin, has induced the emperor 
to issue a decree, ordering that henceforth 
no Chinese ¢iceroy shall meddle in foreign 
nffairs

the foreign policy will be conducted in the 
future exclusively by the foreign office, 
This, it is added, is unpleasant for Li

Toward midnight last night, things 
took a different turn for those interested 
tn the candidacy of the various men for 
lieutenant governor, when Francis Hen- 
dricks of Syracuse, who had been in fre- 
quent conversation with Mr. Platt during 
the evening, announced that he was cer- 
tainly a candidate for the office, and with 
such a show of confidence that the dele- 
gates who favored other candidates went 
into a panic, and began to argue that he 
was a slate candidate and would receive 
the same support as that given to Mr. Mor- 
ton. 

This theory gained such ground that be- 
fore midnight 
ment for withdrawal on the part of many 
of the other candidates, especially the 
Wadsworth atherents. It is almost cer- 
tain at this time that Mr. Hendricks will 
be the nominee for lieutenant governor. 

Against Morton. 

At llo’clock the Erie county delegation 
met at their rooms, and after a stormy ses- 
sion, lasting for some time, declared them- 
selves as a unit against Mr. Morton and 
as a unit for Judge Haight for the court of 
appeals. They, however, expressed them- 
selves as not favoring any particular can- 
didat« for the lieutenant governorship. 

Almost at the same time the Fassett ad- 
herents hada meeting at their rooms to 
look over the situation, and after it was 
over declared that in addition to the votes 
herefore held by Mr. Fassett there were 57 
votes from New York, 38 from Kings and 
38 from Erie that would be against Morton. 

The Fight For Second Place. 

The new candidates for lieutenant gov- 
ernor as announced are: Gorton W. Allen 
of Cayuga and Senator Coggeshall. George 


W. Green of Binghamton is still in the 
race. Senator Saxton’s friends claim that 


he is gaining strength right along, despite 
the announcement of Hendricks’ candi- 
dacy. 

The delegations from Orange, Rockland, 
Sullivan, part of Westchester and part of 
Rensselaer held a conference and decided 
to stand solid for Saxton, with Morton for 
first place. Jesse Johnson of Kings has 
the solid backing of that contingent, and 
some of those in the conference just 
spoken of say Johnson will probably be 
their choice for judge of the court of ap- 
peals. 

The Republican state committee unani- 
mously nominated Lemuel E. Quigg of 
New York for temporary chairman. 

The Milholland faction of New York, 
without making any comments, filed with 
the clerk of the committee a notice ofa 
contest of all New York city districts. It 
was tabled by a unanimous vote. 

No action was taken as tothe permanent 
chairman of the convention, but the choice 
lies between ex-Senator Warner Miller 
and General B. F. Tracy. 

It is also believed that if Mr. Miller is 
selected as chairman, General Tracy will 
present the name of Mr. Morton to the 
convention, Mr. Depew having declined 
the honor. Itis further said that W. A. 
Sullivan of Rochester will be chairman of 
the committee on credentials and Con- 
gressman S. E. Payne will be chairman of 
the committee on resolutions. 


Fifty Houses Wrecked.

BURNED LIKE TINDER 


Washington Factory Proved to Be a 
Veritable Firetran. 


WORKMEN WERE ROASTED ALIVE, 


Many Bodies Supposed to Be 
Beneath Ruins. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—The most fatal 
fire of recent years in Washington was the 
burning of the mattress factory of Stumph 
& Bros. yesterday. Four bodies are at the 
morgue, charred and crushed beyond re- 
cognition, four men were carried to the 
Emergency hospital, one of whom has 
since died, and there may be others buried 
under the ruins, as several workmen are 
unaccounted for. 

The factory, which is owned by Claude 
N. and Edward B. Stumph, at the intersec- 
tion of Seventh and K streets, was a five- 
story structure, with thin brick walls, win- 
dows only at back and front and no fire 
escapes, It was stored with feathers, shav- 
ings and other inflammable materials, 
and 25 persons were at work in it, six of 
them young women. 

Fifteen minutes before noon fire was 
discovered in the picking room at the front 
of the second floor. Almost before an 
alarm could be given to the workmen it 
had spread through the second story. 
There was delay in turning in an alarm 
on account of the panic. 

The escape of those on the upper floor 
was cut off, and they stood in the windows 
shouting for heip, while hundreds on the 
streets, unable to give assistance, yelled to 
them to wait for the hook and ladder 
Thee men were scen on the roof gesticu- 
lating frantically, while one of them 
leaned against a chimney, awaiting. 

Policeman Brown found a ladder, and 
with the help of two stalwart men dragged 
& mattress to the roof of a blatksmith shop 
beneath the eaves of the factory. While 
these preparations were under way, & man 
named Haske jumped from the roof, 

Whirling Over and Over 

in the air and striking on his side. Another, 
Bevins, jumped to the roof and was caught 
on the mattress held by Policeman Brown 
and his helpers. Then a man named 
Vaughn leaped headlong, so that in the 
force of his fall he tore through the mat- 
tress as though it had been a blanket. 

Mr. Bacon jumped from a third-story 
window and landed on his stomach across 
a barrel 25 feet below. Other men clung 
to narrow projections outside the windows 
until a pile of mattresses had been heaped 
on the sidewalk, and jumped off, sustain- 
ing severe injuries. Twenty minutes after 
the fire had been discovered the east wall 
fell, crushing the blacksmith shop, 
Palmer's dyster house and the Cattle Food 
company’s building. A cloud of burning 
feathers rose 100 feet over the building 
and drifting down set fire to several awn- 
ings in front of several stores, making 
lively work for the flremen with water 
pails. 

Shortly afterward the other walls tot- 
tered and came down, crushing the two- 
story brick building of the Woodruff Fire 
Holder company, George J. Bennett's 
marble shop and Hall & Cammack’s fur- 
niture store, a frame building. One fire- 
man and several spectators were hurt by 
flying bricks. 

A general alarm had called out the 
whole fire department, and the ruins had 
been so flooded that the search for bodies 
was begun at 2:30. 

The First Corpse Was Brought Out 
on a stretcher at 3 o’clock, charred beyond 
the semblance of a human being. Within 
half an hour two others had been found, 
andagang of negroes was set to work 
digging over the ruins. At 50’clocka 
body was found in the elevator burned to 
pieces, so that the parts had to be gathered 
in a blanket and bundled into a wagon. 
Another body was reached before 7 o’clock. 

Scenes at the morgue, where men and 
women collected to look for missing rela- 
tives, were most distressing. The hands 
and feet were burned from all the dead, 
their features obliterated and clothing 
consumed. It was possible to identify the 
body of Willie Ashe by the sizeof the 
body, and an old man, Tennyson, by his 
teeth. It is doubtful whether the identity 
of the other bodies can be distinguished. 

The cause of the flreis unknown. The 
factory building was valued at $15,000 and 
its contents at $25,000; $15,000 insurance 
was carried in several local companies. 
The adjoining buildings which were 
crushed were of small value, so that $2v,- 
000 will probably cover the damage to 
them.

BRYANT N. ADAMS. 


Well-known Auctioneer and City 
Official Passes Away. 

Ex-City Treasurer Bryant N. Adams 
whose death has been hourly expected fur 
some days past, died this morning shortly 
after 8 o'clock. 

Bryant N. Adams was the son of Josiah 
Adams, well known in Quincy as a pump 
maker, and was born in Quincy, Feb. 4, 
1836. He received his education in the 
public schools, and later entered the em- 
ploy of a Boston shoe firm for whom he 
auctioned many cases of boots. Later he 
was sent west as a drummer and was one, 
if not the first, of the eastern shoe men to 
enter the west. In 1856 this firm opened a 
branch house in Kansas, of which Mr. 
Adams was placed in charge. 

He remained there about four years when 
he returned to Boston where he remained 
until shortly after the close of the war. 
Then he opened a shoe store for himself in 
Norfolk, Va., where he remained about 
two years. 

He again returned to Boston where he 
engaged in the shoe business for some 
time, when he returned to Quincy, where 
he began farming at Quincy Neck, gradu- 
ally working into the auctioneering and 
real estate business. For some time up to 
the time of his death he did much at both 
besides his city business so that his time 
was always fully occupied. 

In 1887 he was elected tax collector and 
served the town until it became a city when 
he was reappointed and served faithfully 
up to the present year. 

Shortly after the inauguration of the city 
government Mr. Adams was appointed as 
City Treasurer, succeeding Horace B. 
Spear. This office he has filled since that 
time, up toa few weeks ago when he re- 
signed on account of failing health, his 
resignation taking effect Sept. 1. 

This year in addition to being appointed 
City Treasurer Mr. Adams was appointed 
Principal Assessor but resigned that office 
also on account of ill health. 

He leaves a widow, and a son and daugh- 
ter by his first wife.

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SHELDON SENTENCED. 


cently Did a Job in Quincy. 


larceny in the dry goods store of James B. 
Light at Neponset. 

Harry Harris, alias Sawyer, alias Savage, 
who was associated with Sheldon in the 
attempted job, was sentenced to the house 
of correction for two years, He is a Bos. 
ton boy, 30 years of age and married. At 
one time he was employed as bar-keeper in 
one of the leading hotels of Boston. 

The Herald says: Sheldon, who has also 
gone by the names of Eaton, Chandler, 
Williams, Wood and Stanton, has been for 
many years a professional sneak thief. 

Pleasing in address, clever in his chosen 
line and brilliant in conversation, he has 
been defying the law for over 20 years, 
broken only when he has been serving 
time in some penal institution for his 
offenses. He is tall and rather slender, 
about 40 years of age, and bald-headed and 
Wears a lieavy black mustache, He is very 
careful in his dress, usually wearing dark 
clothes, which gives him the appearance of 
& prosperous business man. He is rather 
fond of jewelry, as his handsome hunting 
case gold watch and diamond studs and 
rings bear evidence, 

He has done criminal jobs in about every 
eastern and middle state, especially in New 
York and Massachusetts, in which states 
he has been punished. In the superior 
court of this state on May 23, 1873, he was 
convicted of larceny and sentenced to four 
years in the house of correction. After 
the end of this sentence he tried to prose- 
cute his criminal work in New York state, 
was caught and convicted, serving out a 
sentence of two years and six months in 
Sing Sing. 

In 1892 he was again arrested here for 
the larceny of clothing aud sentenced to 
one year in the house of correction. After 
the completion of this sentence he con- 
tinued his career, though he was not 
captured until Jast August, when he had 
attempted to rob the safe of Mr. Light. At 
the time he went under the name of Wil- 
liam A. Stanton, and the police of Quincy, 
Woburn and other places, were eager to 
take him, in case the Boston authorities 
could find no further use for him, as they 
were sare he-had been doing jobs in their 
places. 

Sheldon had a good palate, preferring 
dinners of the Young’s Hotel standard to 
those of Suffulk jail. He also objects to 
being treated like the other prisoners and 
being denied the use of a silver knife and 
fork. He made such a protest while wait- 
ing in the prisoner’s dock in the superior 
court the other day. He hal sent out for 
a select course dinner at one of the leading 
hotels for himself and Harris, but as it is a 
rule that prisoners in the class that he is 
shall not be allowed a knife and fork at 
such a time, the officer in charge refused to 
allow them to him. He “indignantly” 
protested. His protests, however, availed 
him nothing.

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WEATHER AND CROPS 


New England Has Been Favored Dur- 


ing the Past Week. 


MUCH PROGRESS IN HARVESTING. 


Plowing and Fall Seeding Are 
Greatly Helped. 


Boston, Sept. 18.—The summary of the 
crop reports received by the New England 
weather service for the week just passed is 
given below: 

The weather for the past week in New 
England has been generally favorable for 
harvesting and for the growth and ripen- 
ing of crops. The temperature has been 
nearly normal, with light frosts on the 
morning of the 12th and 13th, which did 
no great damage in any section. 

Except in eastern Massachusetts, the 
rainfall, including that which came on the 
10th, has been from one-half inch to one 
inch in all southern and eastern sections; 
over one inch came in central and north- 
western districts. A series of showers 
passed across north-central. Massachusetts 
and southern Vermont and New Hamp- 
shire on the 10th, giving heavy downpours 
of rain and doing considerable damage by 
washouts, lightning and wind. 

The rains have been hardly sufficient in 
Maine this week to affect the wells and 
springs. Most field crops are past help or 
need of it by rain, but the showers have 
been favorable for plowing and fall seed- 
ing. Moderate rains fell on the 16th and 
17th, but not enough to revive the crops 
injured by drought. 

The fall at Winchendon, Mass., was three 
inches, more than one inch falling in 20 
minutes. The wind assumed tornado-like 
effects in narrow belts, injuring buildings 
and trees. At Newton, N. H., 1% inches 
of rain came in 20 minutes. On the 16th 
and l7th light rain fell in all coast sec- 
tions, but did not extend far inland. 
Dense fog also prevailed on those days 
along the coast. 

More Water Needed. 

The copious rains in New Hampshire 
have helped the wells in places, while in 
others the report still comes of want of 
water, ‘The fields and pastures are begin- 
ning to look quite green again, and fall 
feed has been greatly helped, but it is 
thought that the grass crop for next year 
has been seriously injured by the drought. 

Fruits of all kinds are from one to two 
weeks earlier than usual. Apples are 
generally small in size, but haye grown 
fast during the past week. Early apples 
are very plenty in southern counties. 
Root rally promise well. <A 
great deal of corn has been put into the 
shock, and it is thought will prove an 
average crop; silos are being rapidly filled 
Many potatoes are turning out better than 
expected. Fall plowing is being done 
There has been no report of damage by 
the frosts 

Splendid Weather In Vermont, 


crops gene 


A heavy rain in southern Vermont on 
the l0th and one in the central and north 
ern sections on the 16th have wet the ground 
down well and given the streams a per 
manent rise. It is reported that the rains 
have cleared the air of smoke, and that 
there has been splendid fall weather for 
ripening apples and cutting corn. Most 
of the corn is cut and is being husked. It 
proves to be a fair crop of good quality. 
Potatoes are being dug, and some farmers 
in Windsor county report the best crop for 
several years. <A correspondent in Wash- 
ington oounty reports the potato crop 
heavy 

Drought Partially Broken. 

The heavy rain that passed across north 
ern Massachusetts on the 10th effectually 
broke the drought there, but there has 
been too little rain in most other sections 
The showers have helped the fields and 
pastures and late root crops, but have not 
wet down to any great depth. Corn is 
ripening up fast, though many fields on 
low land are still green and growing; it 
has dried badly on uplands in the north- 
western part of the state. 

Several correspondents in central dis- 
tricts pronounce the potato crop very good 
and of extra quality. Pastures and fields 
are getting green in most sections, but the 
rowen crop will be very light. Many 
farmers have been waiting for a good rain 
before cutting it, so the roots will not be 
dried up and injured. Correspondents 
still report avery light cranberry crop. 
Fall apples are abundant. Winter apples 
are looking better, and though dropping 
badly, still promise a good crop. One cor- 
rgspondent reports the Baldwin apples the 
highest colored he eversaw. The frosts 
are generally reported light, and no dam- 
age of any amount. Onionsare small and 
poor. 

Good Harvesting Weather. 

The weather has been favorable for har- 
vesting in Rhode Island and the work has 
been pushed. The rainfall has been suf- 
ficient in southern counties to break the 
drought and furnish a water supply, but 
in northern towns the rain, though helpful, 
has not been suflictent. 

Fields and Pastures Improved. 

Most parts of Connecticut have had rain 
enough to benefit fields and pastures and 
all growing crops, “but the streams and 
wells have been very little affected as yet. 
In fact, many correspondents report ste - 
ily falling water supplies. 

In western counties some plowing has 
been done, and rye sown, with rain enough 
to insure its growth. Pastures are rapidly 
improving, thoygh stock have to be fed 
from the barn in many places. The crop 
of rowen will be small. Late forage crops 
are growing well. Turnips, celery, cab- 
bage, ete., are late, but with favorable 
weather will not fail entirely. Corn is 
maturing rapidly and has been cut in 
many places. 

One correspondent in Hartford county 
reports a poor yield, but generally a good 
cropis reported. The stalks have been 
little damaged and the stocks should 
stand well for drying. The potatoes and 
most other vegetables are better than ex- 
pected in many places. There is some 
complaint of rot on potatoes in Litchfield 
und Fairfield counties, but it is not general, 
Apples continue to drop badly, but there 
is generally a good crop in prospect; other 
fruit is plentiful. No damage has been re- 
ported from the frosts. 

There will be two more bulletins issued 
this season, and itis hoped that the cor- 
respondents will make full reports on the 
condition of the late forage and garden 
crops, and also the effect of the rains on 
the grass roots and the fall sown grass 
seed and grain. The grass in many flelds 
that is now apparently dead may start up 
with favorable weather, and give promise 
of a good crop next season. 


A FIGHT IN COREA. 
twenty Thousand Chinese Fall Into the 
Hands of the Enemy. 
SHANGHAI, Sept. 18—Reports received 
nere from various sources, say that a great 
cattle has been fought at Ping-Yang, 
Corea, between the Chinese and Japanese 
troops. The battle lasted two days and 
the Chinese were completely defeated. 
The Chinese army of 20,000 surrendered to 
the Japanese. The attempts of the Ameri 
can and British war correspondents to 
proceed to the scene of the fighting have 
been unsuccessful. Twenty-three hun- 
dred men were killed in the engagement 
An elaborate system of espionage has 
been maintained for many years in the 
Pekin provinces by the Japanese govern- 
ment. Since the outbreak of the war 
liberally pai! :panese agents have been 
found amonr ic employes of Chinese pub- 
lic offices anu in Chinese arsenals and 
vamps. The Chinese authorities are now 
fealing summarily with spies, whether 

they are Japanese or natives of China.

Warner Miller spoke briefly in accepting 
the permanent chairmanship. He referred 
to past Republican conventions in New 
York state, predicted Republican success 
next November and attacked the Dem- 
ocratic party for causing hard times. He 
criticised Governor Flower and arraigned 
the Democratic party in state and nation. 

After Mr. Miller’s address, the platform 
was presented and unanimously adopted. 

The Platform, 

The platform was prepared by Messrs. 
Paine, Platt and Slecher. A committee 
from the State Republican league, headed 
by George Forsythe, appeared and asked 
for the insertion into the platform of a 
plank declaring for secret primary elec- 
tions, to be managed in the same way as 
other elections are conducted. 

Then there was an invasion of women, 
led by Susan B. Anthony, asking for the 
endorsement of the woman suffrage move- 
ment. Miss Anthony and Mrs. Green- 
lead spoke for the movement and related 
the experiente.of other states. Mr. Hurd 
introduced a resolution making stronger 
the proposition to improve the state canals, 
@ndit was adopted by the committee. 
The plank favors canal legislation for 
making the great waterways still greater. 
It was argued that this plank will bring 
the party 100,000 votes. 

The proposition unfavorable in a gen- 
eral way to the prinoiples of the Amer- 
ican Protective association gave rise to 
much discussion, and finally was stricken 
out by a vote of almost two-thirds 
against it, and no provision of any kind, 
either for or against, was enacted. 

Briefly summed up, the platform advyo- 
cates bi-metallism, condemns the attack 
on American industries in the tariff bill, 
and its purpose of fostering the south and 
spoiling the commercial interests of the 
north; condemns the Democratic promises 
and states that Republicans haye brought 
about retrenchment. ’ 

It says that the income tax is a rabid 
and un-American measure and a violation 
of personal rights; that Democrats oppose 
what they call a “force bill,” and have now 
have enacted a force bill of their own, au- 
thorizing federal officers to pry into peo- 
ple’s private affairs. 

As to the work of the constitutional con- 
vention, itendorses the movement to di- 
vorce national and state politics from mu- 
nicipal, so that a man may express his will 
in regard to city government, without sac- 
rifice of his faith, upon the political issues 
of the day. 

The Other Nominations. 

The convention was called to order 
again at 10:15 p.m. Nominations for the 
office of lieutenant governor were declared 
inorder. After several speeches had been 
made a vote was taken, with the following 
result: Saxon, 847; Aldridge, 70; Wads- 
worth, 75; Green, 41; Wade, 63; Hendricks, 
65; Coggeshall, 27; Shaw, 28; Brundage, 
26. Several counties then changed their 
votes to Saxon, and he was nominated. 
The nomination was made unanimous. 

Judge Albert Haight of Buffalo was 
unanimously nominated for judge of the 
court of appeals on the second ballot. The 
convention then at 2:10 this morning ad- 
journed sine die. 

The K. of L. Suit, 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 19.—The general 
executive board of the Knights of Labor 
yesterday filed an answer to the suit 
brought against them by expelled mem- 
bers to reinstate the complainants as 
members of the order from which it wa3 
alleged they were illegally expelled. The 
answer denies all allegations made by com- 
plainants. 


Owens Has a Safe Majority. 

LEXINGTON, Ky., Sept. 19.—There is abso- 
lutely no doubt that W. C. Owens has se- 
cured the nomination as Democratic can- 
didate for congress from the Ashland dis- 
trict. The official count of the various 
county committees shows a plurality for 
Owens of 270 over Breckinridge.

The effort to bring the advantages of 
refrigeration obtained by mechanical 
processes within the reach of small con- 
sumers has taken two directions—the 
production of small and inexpensive au- 
tomatic machines and a system of sup- 
ply of the refrigerant from central sta- 
tions. The latter is now in successful 
operation at both St. Louis and Denver. 

In one of the St. Louis restaurants, 
which the enterprising owner has deco- 
rated in a manner suggestive of the 
polar regions, pipes upon the walls are 
connected with the street line, so that 
in sweltering summer he can turn on 
the cold and defy the dog days.

'T EATS GOLD. 


A New Substance With Which the Chemists 
of New York Are Wrestling. 

A new substance, which as yet has not 
been successfully classified, has been 
brought to the attention of chemists. It 
is called ‘‘traigo oro.’’ 

The discovery came about in a pecul- 
jar manner. A Spaniard who lived in 
Mexico was on account of political rea- 
sons obliged to flee from the country. 
He went to Paris, but before going 
buried a large quantity of gold ina 
stont oaken chest in a secluded spot. 
Recently he returned and dug up his 
treasure. Imagine his surprise to find 
the chest not filled with the shining 
gold, but with a black kind of a pow- 
der, which showed signs of animal life. 

Chemical tests have shown that the 
black mineral, or animal, which it has 
not been definitely determined, had con- 
sumed the gold. A quantity of traigo 
oro has been sent to New York, where 
the chemists are testing for a method to 
reconvert it to its original composition. 
It is said that gold is indestructible and 
that some process can be adopted where- 
by the gold may be reclaimed. —Cincin- 
nati Enquirer.

It COST THOUSANDS 


For Mrs. Byers’ Long Search For 
Her Kidnapped Husband. 


WAS TAKEN AS FAR AS JAPAN. 


Sensational Story of the Wife 
of the Millionaire. 


PitTsBuRG, Sept. 20.—Mrs. E. M. Byers, 
wife of the millionaire iron manufacturer 
of this clty, yesterday filed a petition in 
vourt asking the custody of her husband 
snd his estate. A commissioner was ap- 
pointed to take testimony. 

Mrs. Byers, in her petition, tells a most 
agnsational story. She says he has been 
married 22 years. About two years ago 
H.-B. Shields, an employe of A. M. Byers, 
her brother-in-law, kidnapped her husband, 
so she says, and took him to Chicago, 
where he was placed in the custody of Dr. 
L. W. Tallman: Thé latter took Byers to 
Duluth, and then to St. Paul, where he 
was placed in a hotel “under the charge of 
Eva tz, a trained nurse. 

Mrs Byers located her husband on Aug. 

+1893, The party, including Mrs. 

vers, then returned to Chicago. Here, 
she alleges, morphine was administered by 
Dr. Taliman, and while she was uncon- 
scious her husband 
Was Again Carried O.. 

Byers was then taken from place to 
place, generally outside the United States, 
covering altogether about 40,000 miles. 
Mrs. Byers spent thousands of dollars 
searching for her husband, and finally 
located him in Japan. She sent her agent, 
Samuel Boyd, for her husband, and they 
returned to San Francisco. Here they 
were met by°Dr. Tallman, who endeay- 
Ored to lon of Byers. 
’Bingily, of Fuly 30, 1894, an agreement 
Was signed.by all the interested parties to 
thé effect that. Byers should return to 
Pittsburg, without any interference, in the 
custody of Boyd. At St. Joseph, Byers 
was taken from the train ona writ of 
habeas corpus, but at a hearing was re- 
manded to Boyd’s custody. 

A few hours later, Mrs. Byers alleges, 
H. B. Shields, Peter I. Kennedy, John 
Davis and Dr. Tallman again kidnapped 
Byers and took him to Chicago, where the 
trace of him was lost. 

A few, days ogo, Mrs. Byers found. her 
husband in the Pennsylvania hospital for 
the insane at Philadelphia. He is now 
under her care.

"AMERICANEAPPLES, WANTED. 


This Year's Crop In England Is Rapids 
Becoming Exhausted. 

LONDON, Sept. 20.—The bulk of the Eng- 
lsh crop of apples will be marketed dur- 
ing this month. Already the scarcity of 
the crop is being felt and apples are sell- 
ing at higher prices than have prevailed in 
September for years. The continental 
supplies are becoming exhausted. 

The Nova Scotian crop will reach a total 
of 120,000 barrels, and the Canadian crop 
about 600,000 barrels. Itis expected that 
Boston will be able to ship between 300,000 
and 400,000 barrels, and New York about 
1,600,000 barrels. England has the worst 
crop of apples that she has had in 20 years. 
London wants American apples, The first 
consignment was sold here Monday and 
brought from 17 shillings to 20 shillings 
a barrel. Freights are now lower than 
they have been for years, and carriage can 
probably be secured at 8 shillings a barrel. 


CONFIDENT OF SUCCESS. 


Hub Garment Workers Will Not Work 
Until Demands Are Granted, 

Boston, Sept. 20.—After several con- 
ferences between the clothing contractors 
of the city and the district council of the 
United Garment Workers’ union this 
week, the latter have ordered a strike of 
all the garment workers in Boston. About 
4000 operatives in-the clothing trade are 
affected. - Y 

The busy season.usually begins at this 
time, and the operatives, encouraged by 
the success of the New York garment 
workers, believe they have made their de- 
mands atthe righttime. The Contrac- 
tors’ association has called a meeting for 
this evening, as has also the Garment 
workers’ district council. 


The Fall River Strike. 

FALL RIVER, Mass., Sept. 20.-Yesterday’s 
conference between Secretary Whitehead 
and Agent Cunneen of the Seaconnet mil 
failed to secure any promise that a restora- 
tion of wages would be made to the weav- 
ers now employed under the reduced scale 
of wages. Consequently, they will at- 
tempt to run under the same scale which 
has been in operation for the past four 
weeks. There is dissatisfaction in the 
Weavers’ union regarding the distribu- 
tion of relief, and a special meeting will 
be held to deal with the matter: 


Train Robbers’ Regrets. 

MEMPHIS, Mo., Sept. 20.—The two cap- 
tured train robbers, Lincoln Overfield and 
Charles Abrahams, are in jail here. Over- 
field lies in his bed with his head covered 
and crying most of the time. Charles 
Abrahams, who is probably fatally 
wounded, says that Informer McDaniel 
was the one to plan the robbery and 
coaxed the others into it. 


Charges Against Powers, 

CLEVELAND, Sept. 20.—At the National 
Letter Carriers’ convention, Chairman 
Powers of the legislative committee was 
accused by two of his colleagues on the 
committee of gross neglect and other se- 
rious matters while in Washington, The 
charges against Powers will soon be taken 
up and acted upon, 


Can't Run Under Reduction, 

NEW BEDFORD, Mass., Sept. 20.—Thore 
is very little change in the industrial situ- 
ation. While some of the operatives were 
going in the Acushnet mill yesterday there 
was &@ commotion and there were threats 
of violence. Before noon the mill had re- 
linquished the attempt to run and every- 
thing was quiet. 


Body Found In a Thicket. 
ATLANTA, Sept. 20.— Forest Crowley, 
manager of the Roswell Woolen mill, was 
yesterday found murdered in a thicket. 
Will Meyers has disappeared and is sus- 
pected. Charles Jones, a chum of Meyers, 
and a nephew of Sam Jones, the Evangel- 

ist, has been arrested on suspicion. 


Starts Up at Cut Rates, 

CALAIS, Me., Sept. 20.—The St Croix 
cotton mill, which has been closed since 
May on account of a 10 per cent reduction 
in wages, started yesterday at the cut 
rates. There was so great a rush to re- 
turn to work that the gates had to be 
closed. Some 1500 hands applied. 


Chief Officers Re-Elected. 

HARRISBURG, Sept. 20.—Grand Master 
Sargent and Vice Grand Master Hanra- 
han were re-elected by the convention of 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen. Sar- 
gent's friends tried hard to defeat Hanra- 
han because of the assistance he gave Debs 
in the Pullman sympathy strike.

ADAMS LIBRARY. 


The Work Moving it From Quincy to Bos- 
ton Begun. 

The Adams library, which for the last 
ten or more years has reposed in Thomas 
Crane Memorial hallin this city, is being 
removed by Austin & Winslow’s expresss. 
The books are carefully packed in old 
papers obtained at the Parrior office. 

The collection is the library of President 
John Adams, given by him in 1822 to his 
fellow-townsmen of Quincy, and now de- 
livered to the trustees of the Boston public 
Library, in order that its volumes may be 
more conveniently accessible to students. 

The Herald says: 

“It will take all the week to transfer 
the collection to the public library. There 
are only 2700 or 2800 volumes in the 
Adams collection; a week or so ago the 
Ticknor library, containing some 7000 
volumes, was packed and boxed in less 
than 10 hours, but the Ticknor library was 
packed by a large force of men. In Qnincy 
there are only two at work.

d catalogue of the collection, and he will 


move the books in the order of his cata- 
loguing, so that the old catalogue may still 
be available for use in Boston. 

“The process of moving is very simple. 
Aman lowers them from the gallery in 
a market basket, a shelf-full at a time. 
They are arranged in order on the floor as 
fast as they are let down. 

“When a sufficient number are thus 
collected, they are wrapped in papers and 
packed in boxes about 4 feet long and a 
foot wide. These are loaded in an express 
wagon and taken to Boston. 

“The first of the four alcoves conta’ns 
the classical books, the second and third,

servt.—The Author.” 

“A book like that—linking together the 
three great names of Washington, Marshal 
and Adams—would be enough to make the 
reputation of any ordinary library.”’

The Japanese pursued the enemy at full 
speed. The Chinese showed no disposi- 
tion to alter their course or to give battle. 
The chase lasted a little over an hour, the 
Japanese gaining. Shortly after 1 o'clock 
the cruiser Chiota got within range of the 
Chinese flagship, the guns of which 
opened flre upon her, and a running fight 
ensued. Several vessels on both sides were 
engaged. This lasted over two hours. 

The Chinese transports entered the Yalu 
river safely during the main engagement, 
which was fought in the estuary and 
which lasted until nightfall. Three Chi- 
nese warships were successively disabled 
and sunk, and another was set on fire and 
destroyed. Several others of the enemy's 
warships were seriously damaged by the 
heavy fire from the Japanese cruisers, but 
they managed to get away, together with 
a few vessels which remained unscathed. 
The Japanese warships were so well 
handled that not one was lost. Only two, 
the Matsusima and Hivio, were damaged 
to any extent, but one of the armed trans- 
ports was badly crippled and put out of 
action. 

A private dispatch says that the total 
casualties on the Japanese side did not ex- 
ceed 100. The dispatch further says that 
the news of the Japanese victory has 
ecansed great reioicing in Tok!-

A disp.tch from Tien-Tsin gives the 
full narrative of the battle off Yalu. Ad- 
miral Ting was instructed to convey six 
transports and to land the troops, guns 
and stores at Yi-Chow, from which base 
China intended to renew operations in 
Corea. 

The battleships Ting-Yuen, Chen-Yuen, 
King-Yuen, Ping-Yuen, Lai-Yuen and 
Tsi-Yuen, and the cruisers Chi-Yuen, 
Ching- Yuen, Chao-Yung, Yang-Wei, 
Kwang-Kai and Kwang-Ting, together 
with four torpedo boats, escorted the trans- 
ports.

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QUINCY’S CHANCE. 


Merrill or Porter May Secure the Con- 
gressional Nomination. 

While Quincy candidates did not figure 
at all in the caucuses for Congressional 
delegates, it is a fact that the entire Quincy 
delegation is unpledged, and that if an 
opportunity presents they will vote solidly 
for either Hon. John F. Merrill or Hon. 
Charles H. Porter, of this city, as their 
candidate for Congress in the Tenth 
district. 

The Journal says: The Tenth district 
seems to be mixed up, although it would 
appear that Atwood had the majority of 
delegates, although Bliss and Murray hold 
sufficient strength to throw the nomination 
to Senator Merrill, who will be the “ dark 
horse”’ in the convention. Mr. Atwood’s 
supporters, however, claim that he will! 
draw enough of the unpledged to obtain a 
majority, although the most of his op- 
ponents will concede him is three or four 
below a majority. 

The Bliss and Murray men say it was 
simply a case of A. P. A. That the mystic 
order people came out in droves to vote for 
Atwoud and antagonized Bliss and Murray. 

This alleged fact has angered the two 
other principal candidates, and, though 
they see that they are out of it so far as 
they themselves are concerned, yet they in- 
tend to throw their strength in fayor of 
Merrill, as the Senator enters the fight 
backed by the entire nineteen votes of the 
Quincy delegation. 

Murray carried his own ward, the 14th, 
with its 11 delegates, and Bliss carried 
Ward 20 and its 13 delegates. Milton 
should be credited to Atwood instead of 
Bliss, which gives the former four more 
votes, Ward 13 elected four unpledged 
delegates, but-they are known to be favora- 
ble to Atwood. Ward 15 gave Atwood 
seven more delegates. It isn't known ex- 
actly how Ward 19 turned out, but it is 
thought to be divided between unpledged 
delegates and Atwood delegates. Ward 22 
gave eight votes for Bliss. 

The contest raged hotly in Ward 24 
(Dorchester), Boston, where the candidate 
lives. Mr. Atwood carried the ward. 

It was one of the hottest political fights 
ever seen in the ward. Notwithstanding 
the severe rain storm, 1297 votes were cast, 
more than any previous caucus held in 
Ward 24. The polls opened at 2 o'clock, 
several hours earlier than any other 
caucus held. 

Ward 22 delegates are opposed to At- 
wood, 

Senator John F. Merrill of Quincy isa 
candidate for Congress, and has so ap- 
nounced himself to the Boston Journal in 
an interview. It is said that he can have 
the Quiney delegates if he shall stand. 
The delegates, 19 in number, go unin- 
structed, but as the private preferences of 
some of the delegates are known, there is 
some certainty as to the genera! standing 
of the different candidates. 

It is claimed by some Republicans of 
Quincy that Senator John F. Merrill will 
be in the contest at the convention, in 
which event the entire delegation would 
vote for him. 

Mr. Merrill was seen bya Journal re- 
porter last night. In regard to his candi- 
dacy, he said: 

**T have made no hustle for the nomina- 
tion, and I have not asked any of tbe dele- 
gates to vote for me, but if the Republicans 
of this district wish to nominate me for the 
position I shall accept the nomination. 

**T have never yet hustied after a nom- 
ination and shall not now, but, as I have 
said, if the citizens tender me the nomina- 
tion I shall accede to their wishes.” 

One of the pleasing features of the 
Quincy caucuses was the absence of the 
A. P. A. element. If there isa branch of 
this order extant in Quincy it has not as 
yet shown its band in politics. 


The Adams Library. 


Concerning the removal of the Adams 
library to Doston the Herald further says: 


“John Adams had it out in the margins 
with several of the authors whose books he 
owned. Mary Wolstonecraft, Lady Shel- 
leys’s mother was one of his aversions; 
another was Jean Jacques Rousseau. In 
a translation of one of the latter’s books 
he has written: “‘ Savages are happier than 
citizens, and brutes are happier than sav- 
ages! Voila the sum of J. J. Roussean’s 
philosophy!*’ And a little later he calls 
Rousseau’s theorizing ‘“ poisonous stuff.” 

**The Adams books will be put in an 
alcove leading from the special library 
corridors, probably in one of the alcoves 
near the right hand *‘ domed room,’’ where 
the Barton books are shelved, and which 
opens immediately from Sargent hall. 

** Altogether the collection will be a great 
addition to the public library. Take the 
congressional documents, for example. The 
public library already has {the finest col- 
lection of these documents in the world, 
but John Adams’ smal! but valuable col- 
lection will make it better still. 

The present catalogue refers to the four 
alcoves in the Crane library, and therefore 
the single alcove at the public library will 
be arbitrarily divided into four divisions, 
in order that the catalogue may be retained. 

“John Adams, in his deed of gift; asked 
that the alcoves in which his books were 
to be kept should be called the~* Codding- 
ton alcoves,’ in memory of @ citizen of 
Quincey who went to Rhode Island with 
Roger Williams and became the first gov- 
ernor of the colony. Itis fair to suppose 
that this name will be applied to the new 
alcove in the public library. 

“The wooden tablet which was in 
Quincy will be taken to Boston aiong with 
the books. Altogether, it will be an inter- 
esting place to visit. 

“It is the second “ presidential ”’ library 
to finda home in Boston, The other is 
that of George Washington, in the Boston 
Atheneum.”

APPLES BETTER THAN WHEAT. 


fome Startling Figuring Done by an En- 
thusiastic Oregon Editor. 


That it will not do to put all of one’s 
eggs in one basket has been thoroughly 
demonstrated by the berry crop this sea- 
son. With thousands of crates ripe the 
ability toreach a market is without any 
fault of ours suddenly taken away. The 
strawberry crop has been the principal 
one of this section, and while it will not 
only hold its present yield, but will 
double and treble it, it will in a year or 
two become of secondary importance. 
Prunes, peaches, cherries and small 
fruits generally are a necessity to the 
fruitgrower because they furnish him 
with money early in the season as well 
as early in his business. They are a 
means to an end, furnishing money to 
support the family and to improve the 
farms. They all bear one fatal objection 
as a crop to be relied upon, and that is 
the absolute necessity of finding a mar- 
ket for them as soon as they are ripe. 
This may not be true of the prune, but 
for it the same condition exists—it must 
be taken care of at once when ripe. 

The fruit of Hood River, the one that 
is to make her famous as well as pros- 
perous, is the winter apple. That can 
be kept. It can be gathered leisurely, 
once in bearing, bring better and stead- 
ier returns and at the very least outlay. 
John Sweeny’s orchard last year, its 
first year of bearing, produced more net 
money than would or could have been 
derived from the same area of land 
sown to wheat in 86 years. This year it 
should yield 50 times as much, next 
year 70 times as much, and then for 20 
years 100 times as much. In other 
words, one acre of winter apples is 
worth more, year in and year out, than 
100 acres of wheat. Six acres of good 
orchard will yield a larger net yield 
than a section of wheat land. Multiply 


| the acres in Hood River yalley by 100 


and some idea of the wealth that it will 
eventually produce may be gained. 

In other words, every section in fruit 
will produce a cash value Hoal to three 
townships of wheat. The winter apple 
is going to accomplish this result, and 
the next few years as tho young or- 
chards come into bearing will prove the 
truth of this assertion, though it now 
seems a wild one. We can but reiterate 
our former words: ‘‘Plant apple trees. 
Twenty acres if youcan; one tree if that 
is your limit, but plant at every oppor- 
tunity.’’ When this valley is an orchard 
from the mills to the summit east of us 
and from the river back for 20 miles, 
then only will it have attained its full 
development.—Hood River (Or.) Gla- 
eier.

HOT-HEADED DESHA 


Uses a Dirk Knife Upon an Opponent 
of Breckinridge, Senior. 


A BULLYING FRIEND HELPS HIM. 


, 


An Attempt to Get a Judge 
Into a Fight. 


LEXINGTON, Ky., Sept. 22.—Desha Breck- 
Inridge had a sensational altercation with 
James D. Livingston, formerly of New 
York city, in the Phoenix hotel at 5:30 
yesterday afternoon. @.ivingston was 
standing at the news and cigar stand read- 
ing an afternoon paper when Desha Breck- 
inridge came ia and bought 4 package of 
cigarets. Livingston spoke t# Desha and 
extended his hand, saying: “It is all over 
now; we ought to be friends. Shake 
hands.” 

Breckinridge, with an angry look on his 
face, replied: “No; you one-horse scoun- 
drel, I will not take your hand. You pro- 
fess to be a man’s friend and then stab 
him in the back.” 

Livingston replied to this by saying that 
he had done nothing of the kind. Then 
Breckinridge called him a d—d liar, and 
Livingston then struck at Desha and 
knocked his glasses off, following this up 
witd a blow on the neck. 

Desha reached for his hip pocket, and 
instantly there flashed in the air the long, 
bright blade of a big dirk. Livingston, in 
& moment of desperation, grabbed at the 
glittering blade, which Breckinridge had 
aimed at his heart. The knife went be- 
tween the second and third fingers of his 
right hand, cutting the third finger to the 
bone. 

Breckinridge seemed to desire no more 
blood, but gave Livingston two strong 
kicks. The hotel clerks and several by- 
standers rushed in and seized Breckin- 
ridge, and at the same instant Matt Lane, 
a Breckinridge man, ran up and said he 
would take a hand in helping Desha. 

Two witnesses say that Lane also flour- 
ished a big knife, but Lane denies this. 
A friend then took Livingston home ina 
buggy and Desha Breckinridge went to his 
rooms across the street. 

A Row With a Judge. 

Just before the trouble occurred with 
Livingston, Desha and Lane, who were 
walking up Main street, had met Judge 
Kinkead, who made several speeches dur- 
ing the campaign, denouncing Colonel 
Breckinridge. Desha Breckinridge said to 
Judge Kinkead that now that the election 
was over he wanted to tell him that he 
was a liar. 
~ He also applied several vile epithets. to 
the judge, who replied that he was un- 
armed and did not want to have any difli- 
culty in the open street. Desha told him 
to go and arm himself, and he would meet 


him anywhere and at any time. He re- 
peated this several times. Then Lane, 
who recently came here from Mount 


Sterling. said, addressing the judge: “So 
this is Judge Kinkead, is it? When you 
you said that decent people would not en- 
tertain Colonel Breckinridge, you lied 
My sister entertained himin Woodford 
county.”’ Lane then applied to Kinkead 
an epithet reflecting upon the ancestry of 
the judge. 

The judge again said that he wanted no 
trouble on the street and that he was not 
armed, when Lane threw his coat off and 
said that he was not armed either, and 
then repeated the language that he had 
previously used to the judge. Kinkead 
then walked out on the street toward his 
home. 

Lane said toa reporter: “Yes, I called 
him a name, and I will fight him any 
way he wants to fight, and what is more 
if any of his friends want to take it up, I 
will fight them, too.”’ 

The End Not Yet. 

By this time a number of strong Owens 
men began to crowd into the lobby of the 
hotel. One of Breckinridge’s friends, fear 
ing that there would be trouble with Lane, 
persuaded him to leave the hotel. 

Then the Owens men began to talk, and 
one of them, who has the reputation of not 
knowing what fear is, said: “If Desha 
Breckinridge and his friends intend 
to exterminate all those who worked 
for Owens, as they seem to want to do, 
they will have to enlarge the cemetery. 
This sort of thing won’t do, no matter 
how sore they are. They may just as well 
take their medicine.” 

Livingston is a man of about 30 years of 
age and was 4% strong Owens man, and 
worked night and day for the victorious 
candidate. Heisfrom New York city, 
and itis said he belonged to Tammany. 
While his wound was being dressed he 
said: ‘Il took Desha’s abuse and made no 
attempt to resent it until he called me a 
liar. ThenIhadto hithim. I think I 
saved myself from a fatal stab by grab 
bing his knife.” 

Judge Kinkead is about 42 years of age. 
He has always been considered a man of 
the highest physical courage, and every- 
body expects that more blood will be shed 
before this trouble is over.

What Cleveland’s Ex-Mayor Thinks of the 
Cook Arctic Expedition, 
CLEVELAND, Sept. 22.—Ex-Mayor Gard- 
ner of this city, who was a member of the 
Greenland excursion party, returned yes- 
terday. He says the affair was misrepre- 
sented and mismanaged in every particu- 

lar by Dr. Cook. 

The Miranda had only arrived in New 
York harbor, with a load of coffee from 
South America, three days before she 
sailed for Greenland, and was entirely un- 
fit and unprepared to make the trip.

The ex-mayor alleges that while the ex- 
eursion started out with the intention of 
remaining north two months, enough pro- 
visions were only taken to last two-thirds 
of that time, and the party was soon put 
on short rations, or two meals a day. 


BOSTON’S STRIKE, 


Contractors Will Endeavor to Have Old 
Rates of Wages Restored. 

Boston, Sept. 22.—Clothing contractors 
were in continuous session from early 
morning until late yesterday afternoon 
discussing the scale of prices to be pre- 
sented to the manufacturers. The session 
was at times hot and stormy, but at the 
close they were unanimous in thetr deci- 
sion. 

The prices agreed upon will, if accepted 
by the manufacturers, raise the wages of 
the employes from 60 to 60 per cent, and 
will be practically a restoration of the old 
rates paid a year ago before the business 
depression set in. 

Late yesterday afternoon the manufac- 
turers notifled the contractors to return 
all unfinished garments to the ware- 
houses. What this move portends cannot 
be ascertained, but the strikers are anx- 
iously awaiting the result of tho confer- 
ence, 

A Lively Eplsode, 

LOWELL, Mass., Sept. 22.—A drunken 
man went into the Union market last 
night and bought a liver. Outside the 
store he got into a row with a citizen. The 
draonken man threw the liver atthe citi- 
zen, and was knocked down for so doing. 
Officer Corcoran ran across the street, his 
revolver falling from his pocket and dis- 
charging, the ball badly wounding Will- 
iam Schofield, a spectator. The drunken 
man escaped. 

Drank Carbolic Acid. 

New YORK, Sept. 22.—John Del Vecho, 
29 years old, and his wife, Lilian, one year 
his senior, swallowed carbolic acid with 
suicidal intent yesterday afternoon. The 
woman died, but the man will recover. 
The Del Vechos made a living on the 
variety stage, the man as a musician and 
the woman as a male impersonator. Dur- 
ing the present week they had been per- 
forming in the Harlem museum. 

A Pretty Pair. 

CotumsBiA, S. C., Sept. 22.—John and 
Jasper Atkins were hanged at Winnsboro 
yesterday for the murder of William 
Clamp. They killed Clamp in order that 
John might live with Clamp’s wife and 
Jasper with his daughter, and between 
them divide up what little property the 
dead man had. 

The Typothetx. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 22.—Either Min- 
neapolis or St. Paul will be the next place 
of meeting of the United Typoth etw of 
America. These officers were elected: 
President, C. I. Blakely of Chicago; first 
vice president, F. L. Smith of Minneap- 
olis; Secretary, Everett Waddy of Rich- 
mond; treasurer, Charles Buss of Cin- 
cinnati. 

Duel to the Death, 

SwiFt, Ala., Sept. 22.—E. A. Anderson 
and Irene Washington, octoroons, fought 
a duel with knives over a white man, Ben 
Olsen, whose affections both claimed. 
The two fought like tigresses till the 
Washington woman fell dying with 25 
stab wounds. The Anderson woman, 
whom Olsen discarded, then killed herself. 


They Will Get Flour 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—Acting Secre- 
tary Sims has decided not to pay a dollar 
a bushel for wheat for Crow Indians in 
South Dakota. As the Indians have 
raised no wheat of their own, and there 
seems to be some difficulty in getting the 
grade of wheat wanted, the secretary will 
purchase flour for their supplies.

OUR MODERN NAVIES 


Hardly Capable of Accomplishing What 
Was Expected. 


THE PET THEORIES OF EXPERTS 


Knocked Sky High by the Re- 
cent Showing of Warships. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Nayal officers 
are remarkably reticent in the expression 
of opinions upon the recent naval éngage- 
ment at the mouth of the Yalu river be- 
tween the Japanese and Chinese squad- 
fons. 

From the secretary himself down to the 
humblest lieutenant, they plead that suf- 
ficient data have not yet been received to 
enable a professional man to draw a profit- 
able lesson from the greatest sea fight that 
has occurred since our own civil war. 

Probably this reticence is to be accounted 
for by the fact that, so far as recetyed, the 
details of the engagements seem to deal 
such a blow to the most cherished theortes 
of naval experts that the naval officers are 
rather inclined to doubt their accuracy, or 
have not sufficiently recovered from the 
shock to their established beliefs to be 
able to face the facts and adapt their ideas 
to them. 

The truth ts that there has never before 
been adecisive engagement between hos 
tile fleets of modern war vessels on the 
scale of the battle of Yalu. There have 
been sea fights between some of the South 
American nations, and fights between 
forts and ships, as at Alexandria and Rio, 
but owing to the wide difference in condi- 
tions they demonstrated nothing. 

Had Been Building on Theory. 

Naval experts have longed for just such 
an engagement as this, realizing perfectly 
the need of guiding facts. After the 
epoch-making engagement between the 
Monitor and the Merrimac in Hampton 
Roads every maritime nation began to 
build, first iron and then steel ships, and 
to pile on armor until they arrtved at 
those great floating steel fortresses, exem- 
plifled by the Royal Sovereign, Victoria 
and Camperdown in Great Britain, the 
Duello in Italy, and the Oregon, Iowa and 
others in the United States. No one ab- 
solutely knows what their use would be in 
war, but they were all worked out from 
theory. 

By an elaborate system of calculation it 
was held thata battleship was equal in 
fighting power to several cruisers; that 
cruiser within so inany thousand yards 
& battleship for a certain number of min- 
utes was inevitably doomed. 

All this was well enough in theory, but 
that theory failed to take account of suck 
elements as personal bravery, of possible 
breakdowns of machinery, of the many 
chances of war that turn the fate of ac- 


tions. 
Theories Shattered. 


The Yalu fight seems to shake this 
theory severely. Unarmored cruisers did 
attack battleships and were not destroyed; 
torpedo boats steamed boldly ahead in 
broad daylight and blew up the great 
ships with their terrible projectiles. But 
more serious still and alarming to naval 
officers is the effect of the heavy rifle fire. 

The shells went easily through the un- 
armored cruisers, but when they managed 
to perforate the steel side of one of the 
Chinese armed ships they burst inside, 
disabling guns, blowing up decks and fir- 
ing the ships. Inasmuch as no ship can 
carry,sufficient armor to stop entirely the 
shells from the heaviest rifles, the question 
raised by the last naval fight as to the 
utility of the battleship will undoubtedly 
give rise to much discussion in nayal cir- 
cles. 

Further Details of the Naval Battle, 

A dispatch from Tien-Tsin, dated Sept. 
21, gives an additional account of the 
naval battle off the Yalu. It says: The 
Chinese fleet arrived off the Yalu and 
remained 10 miles outside the mouth of 
the river while the transports unloaded. 
At 11 o'clock on the morning of the 7th 
they sighted the smoke of the Japanese 
fleet, which was later seen to be approach 
ing in two columns. 

The Chinese fleet steamed out to meet 
them, proceeding In two columns converg- 
ing on the flagship. The Japanese fleet 
consisted of 12 vessels, and the Chinese of 
10. The Chinese admiral opened fire at 
6000 meters. The flre of both sides fell 
short until the two squad rons were within 
the effective range of 6000 meters. The 
Chinese endeavored to come to close quar- 
ters, but they were prevented from doing 
so by the superior speed of the Japanese 
ships, which, keeping for the most part 
two miles off, maneuvered admirably and 
made splendid practice with their long- 
range and quick-firing guns. 

Desperate Fighting. 

The Chinese cruiser Chih-Yuen, Captain 
Tang Shichang, early in the day closed 
with one of the enemy’s shipsat full speed, 
intending to ram her. Whether she 
rammed or torpedoed her, the Japanese 
ship turned over and sunk. Four Japan 
ese vessels then closed around the Chinese

At 5 o'clock the five Japanese ships en- 
gaged in the fight turned and fled. The 
Chinese pursued, but failed to overtake 
them. 

In the morning of the following day 4 
Japanese torpedo flotilla returned and tor- 
pedoed the stranded Chinese ships. 

The Japanese losses are uncertain. No- 
body was able to see the whole action, bu& 
from a comparison of the testimony It 
seems certain that four Japanese ships 
were destroyed and the remainder of the 


fleet badly maimed. nna

Prescott objected to the appointment of a 
receiver, and expressed a desire to take 
the plant at a price to be determined in 
any way the court might decide, claiming 
that he was in good health and able to 
carry on the business, while Mrs, Green 
was an invalid and unable to conduct the 
affairs. The plaintiff argued that there 
should be no discrimination between 
partners, 

The court refused to appoint a receiver 
and did not endorse a public auction. It 
was then mutually agreed .that a special 
master be appointed who should secure an 
appraisal of the plant, and that he should

Praise Waich Causes a Blush and Criti- 
cism which We Court.

The 
praise causes a blush, and the criticism is 
manly and welcome. Would that more 
prominent citizens would enter into discus- 
sion of local matters in the PArRioT and 
LEDGER. We reprint in fnll ‘“June’s” 
comment: 

THE DAILY LEDGER. 

This enterprising little sheet deserves 
encopragement and success, and anything 
**June”’ can do to help it along will be a 
pleasure. I have always been pleased at 
the courage of its editor in trying so hard 
to make a daily paper pay in a city so near 
Boston, and am glad to furnish an occa- 
sional article for the parent PATRIOT, es- 
pecially when I find the LEDGER ready to 
assist in bringing such to the attention of 
the people. However, I am sorry to be 
obliged to differ most emphatically from 
the LEDGER'S financial views for Quincy 
and its percentage theories in its criticism 
of my article on ‘Greater Boston.” I 
prefer to deal in actual quantities when 
comparing gains of population and from 
the figures furnished me by the LEDGER 
itself I find that Boston has gained 58,000 
while Quincy has gained 4,500, and that 
Boston’s gain in five years is equal to three 
cities the size of Quincy, though the latter 
has been struggling for twenty years to 
gain only 7,000 in population.

The LepGeEr’s article attempting to 
make Mayor Hodges responsible to a large 
degree for the high tax rate, I think is 
hardly fair, and it has often seemed to me 
that in many quarters the attempt has been 
made of late to blind the people to the fact 
that the present state of affairs is due 
almost entirely to previous administrations 
and not tothe presentone. The LEDGER'S 
idea of postponing the payment of the 
debt and thereby add extra interest to the 
original amount is unbusiness like and 
must be credited only to the kind-hearted 
desire of its editor to screen his close polit- 
ical friends.

IN SUIT BROUGHT BY CITY. 


—_——— 


City Solicitor Blackmur Working to Re- 
cover from Bondsmen. 


As noted some weeks ago the city bas 
instituted a suit against the bondsmen of 
E. H. and I. H. Cushing of Hingham, 
who failed to complete the Willard school 
house according to contract. In answer 
to the writ and declaration of City Solicitor 
Blackmur, M. F. Dickinson, Jr., one of 
the bondsmen says: 


—He denies each and every allegation in 
5 plaintiff's writ and declaration contained. 
lI— He admits executing a bond like that 
declared on, but is ignorant whether the copy 
annexed is an exact copy and demands the 
production of the original bond at the trial. 
He denies specially all the signatures to. said 
contract and he demands that the plaintiff 
at the trial prove the same. 


III -He denies that said contract, dated 
December 13, 1289, was ever legall executed 
by said city. He says the said so-ca' lled 
execution of the same by John P. Prichard, 
alleged commissioner of public works, was 
wholly unauthorized and was illegal. 

1V—He says that in said contract, dated 
December 13, 1889, a copy of which is an- 
nexed to the declaration, the plaintiff agreed 
to pay to the said Isaac H. Cushing and 
Elijah H. Cushing the sum of $66,327 as the 
purchase or consideration money for the said 
work and material (not including extras) 
in instalments, in the manner following, that 
is to say: 

As the work should progress and be com- 
pleted and accepted and certified to by the 
architects, payments should be made from 
time to time to the amount of 85 per cent. of 
the value of such work; and when the work 
should be finally completed, accepted and 
certified to by the architects, then within 
thirty days the final payment should be 
made. 

The exact language on this point appears 
in the 11th paragraph or division of said con- 
tract, and the same by reference is made a 
part of this answer. 

And this defendant says these provisions 
of said contract in regard to payment were 
made for his security and protection as surety 
on the bond as well as for the security and 
protection of said city, and were provisions 
which he was entitled to have exactly per- 
formed by said city. That said city did not 
comply with said provisions as to payment, 
but departed from the same, and without the 
knowledge or assent of this defendant made 
payments by way of anticipation to said 
Isaac H. and Elijah H. Cushing, and in 
excess of the amount called for by said con- 
tract and in excess of said 85 per cent.; 
that the dates and amounts of said payments 
in excess or adyance were as follows:

That said city by 
said departures materially and prejudicially 
altered this defendant’s position as surety for 
the said Cushings as aforesaid, and this de- 
fendant was, and is by reason of the prem- 
ises, discharged and exonerated from liability 
as such surety.

NUMEROUS FUNERALS 


Tell the Story of a Cyclone Which 
Swept Over lowa. 


WHOLE FAMILIES BLOWN ABOUT. 


The Wosst of the Disaster Is 
Not Yet Known. 


ALGONA, Ia., Sept. 24—A terrifle cy- 
clone passed over this section at 8 o'clock 
Saturday evening. Many ruined houses 
and several deaths tell its sad results. 

Yesterday was a day of sorrow for Kos- 
uth county. Nineteen funerals were 
held and others will come today. 

Professor Lilly came in from Gardner 
and reports 13 dead in Ellen township, 12 
near Manley and i6 north of Britt. Cof- 
fins for the dead are piled up at every sta- 
tion, and scenes of the wildest grief are 
being enacted. 

The opera house was packed with peo- 
ple to witness a popular play and a panic 
was almost occasioned by the warring 
elements. 

Robert Stevenson, living about four 
miles north of Whittemore, was the first 
victim. He was fatally injured. His 
grove looked as though it had been mowed 
down by ascythe. Calvin Barrick’s house 
was made into kindling wood. 

The force of the wind was such that 
barbed wire was stripped from the posts. 
‘At George Holman’s the roof of his house 
went, leaving the walls standing, and the 
whole family was carried up from between 
the walls and blown about 30 yards away, 
one of the children being killed. 

Fearful Fury of the Wind. 

M. W. Furgeson’s family was carried 
some distance through the air and all but 
one landedin a willow hedge. The baby 
went a little farther and was found seated 
on a piece of the roof. The wife of Swan 
Peterson had her skull cut open in two 
places, and some exposed parts of hér head 
were literally packed with sand, plaster, 
hair and grass. 

Particulars are coming in all the time 
which indicate that half of the terrors of 
the cyclone have not been told. The scene 
of desolation was yisited yesterday by 
great crowds, every available conveyance 
being chartered. The devastation of prop- 
erty will not be less than $100,000. 

Most of the farmers are well to do, with 
snug bank accounts, and others were 
wealthy, but numbers of the victims, who 
were renters, lost everything, some of 
them even losing their families. The per- 
manently crippled will make a long and 
sorrowful list. The wires are down and 
news is hard to get or send. 


Lawyer Acted as Detective, 

Boston, Sept. 24.—As a result of the 
doings of the Democratic caucusin ward 
19 last Friday, Mark H. Lynch, John 
Mulhern, Eugene A. Dowd and Edward 
B. Hickey were arrested yesterday on a 
warrant, charged with violating the elec- 
tion laws, on the complaint of Lawyer 
Timothy Coakley. These men were 
officers behind the rail, and it is claimed 
by Mr. Coakley, who was on the roof and 
had an unobstructed view of all that was 
done, that the ballots were marked and 
remarked after they were taken from the 
box; that whole bundles of ballots were 
taken into an adjoining room, and stickers 
bearing the name of John Mulhern were 
placed over the name of Dennis Rush, who 
had originally been voted for. 


Czar Is Unhappy. 

VIENNA, Sept. 24.—Telegrams received 
here from Cracow and other places state 
that the czar hada fit of apoplexy during 
his stay at Bjalowesh, which left him 
weak. His condition is kept secret. Ac- 
cording to Polish sources, the czar is men- 
tally depressed by family troubles. The 
czarewitch, it is added, is unhappy about 
his approachiug marriage to Princess 
Alix of Hesse and talks of renouncing his 
right to the throne. Itis reported that 
Grand Duke George, the successor to the 
ezar, has been summoned to St. Peters- 
burg. 

On a Social Visit. 

BwuZZARD’s BAy, Mass., Sept. 24.—Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Carlisle arrived 
yesterday afternoon on the lighthouse 
tender John DB. Rodgers. President and 
Mrs. Cleveland welcomed him cordially at 
Gray Gables. Captain Schley of the Rodg- 
ers accompanied him ashore. After lunch 
the party enjoyed an informal chat upon 
the south veranda, as the day was pleasant 
and warm. No matters of national im- 
portance were discussed, and the time was 
spent in a purely social way. 


Crispi Criticised, 

Paris, Sept. 24.—In an article referring 
to the changes it is reported are to be made 
in the Italian ambassadors at London, 
Paris and Berlin, The Matin accuses 
Premier Crispi with designs upon Tripoli 
to divert attention from Italy’s financial 
troubles. The Matin adds that the check 
to these designs received from Great 
Britain, Germany and France explains 
Signor Crispi’s resentment toward the 
ambassadors at the capitals of thos¢ 
countries.

TOWN ABLAZE. 


Fire Started by Overturned Lamp Creates 
Havoc at Newmarket, N. H. 

SouTH NEWMARKET, N. H., Sept. 24.— 
By the careless knocking over ofa lamp 
in the livery stable of J. C. Hanson on 
Main street at 1:30 o’clock this morning, 
the entire town is in danger of being 
destroyed by fire. The livery stable, a 
two-story frame structure, burned like 
tinder, and at 2 o’clock the flames had 
spread to the three adjoining residences on 
Main street, the first two being occupied 
by J. W. Flato and S. C. Badger. 

The oecupants had scarcely time to 
throw on afew articles of clothing and 
escape. They saved nothing else. 

At 2:30 a. m. the three-story frame hotel, 
the Newfield House, took fire and burned 
furiously, while the steeple of the hand 
some Congregational church across tho 
street took fire. 

Help was early asked for of Dover and 
Exeter. Although only a short distance 
away, the Exeter fire department insisted 
on waiting for a train, and did not get off 
until 2:45 a. m., losing nearly an hour, in 
less than which time they might have 
come by road. | 

Thé flames are extending toward the 
Boston and Maine depot, and the railroad 
people are making hurried preparations to 
move. The loss already exceeds $25,099, 
exclusive of the church. There is no fire 
department in South Newmarket. 


Riotous Armenians. 

PROVIDENCE, Sept. 24.—The worst Sun- 
day fight ever seen in Providence occurred 
at Armenian hall, where members of a 
local beneficial society became engaged in 
a row with members of the Worcester and 
Boston branches. For some months two 
branches of the local order have been in 
trouble. Members came from Boston and 
Worcester yesterday to try and settle the 
dispute and a general row resulted. The 
police found nearly 200 men fighting in all 
parts of the building, some even being 
on fire escapes. For an hour 25 oflicers 
joined in the fight, being compelled to 
knock the Armenians down and take 
from them chair Jegs, seats, arms, knives 
and dirks. Of 80 or more who had been 
injured, all were able to leave the hall ex- 
cept three, who were placed under arrest 
with five ringleaders. 


Bismarck and Poland. 

BERLIN, Sept. 24.—Fifteen hundred 
ladies and gentlemen from West Prussia 
yesterday visited Prince Bismarck at Var- 
sein. The ex-chancellor made a speech to 
his visitors, in which he dwelt on the 
Polish question. He said that he could 
only feel that the emperor shared his sen- 
timents that the aims of the Polish nobles’ 
party were aims at party revolution, which 
they must combat. ‘God keep the em- 
peror,’”’ the ex-chancellor concluded, ‘‘in 
this feeling, and give him counsellors able 
and ready to carry out his program. 


i Shirt Shops Shut. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 24.— The Hebrew 
speaking shirt makers of New York, to the 
number of nearly 3000, went on strike 
yesterday, and 200 shops which had not 
known a Sabbath quiet, except on Satur-} 
days, were deserted. A big meeting was 
held, at which M. Zemetkin of the United 
Hebrew trades encouraged the shirt mak- 
ers, promising the support of the other or- 
ganizations to the unemployed. Speeches 
were made by several women, who de- 
clared that the women were in the strike 
to fight. 


New Convent at Providence, 

PROVIDENCE, Sept. 24.—The corner stone 
of the new convent of the sisters of mercy 
was laid yesterday afternoon. The cere- 
mony was preceded by a parade of all the 
Catholic societies of the state. The ser- 
vice was conducted by Rt. Rey. Matthew 
Harkins, assisted by other clergymen. An 
elaborate musical program was rendered 
by a special choir, and the sermon was 
preached by Rey. Francis Ryan, D. D., of 
Toronto. 


Train Jumped the Track. 
Boston, Sept. 24.—A Boston and Maine 
train jumped a rail yesterday afternoon at 
Prison Point and J. J. Murphy, who was 
standing on the platform, was thrown off 
and killed. Another passenger was slightly 
injured. 


A New Cycle Record. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—J. J. Fister of 
the Georgetown Cycle club made a new 
American 24-hour road record, having rid- 
den a distance of 31134 miles, which 1s 11 
miles more than any previous record. 


Thrown Against a Wall. 

NEw BEDFORD, Mass., Sept. 24.—Frank 
T. Perry, assistant superintendent of the 
board of public works, was killed while 
out riding, by being thrown from his 
carriage against a stone wall.

FIXING UP SLATES. 


Gaynor May Head the Empire State’s 
Democratic Ticket. 


HILL DOESN'T WANT THE OFFICE 


But There Are Many Who 
Think He Would Accept. 


SARATOGA, Sept. 24.—A situation more 
Strange than any that has yet confronted 
the Democratic party, and the lke of 
which has never been seen by any of the 
assembled party leaders, is presented here 
within a few hours of the time set for the 
nomination of a candidate for the office of 
governor of the state of New York. No 
selection of a candidate has yet been made, 
and while one name is prominently men- 
tioned, no one person can be said to have 
anything like a mortgage on the nomina- 
tion. 

Nothing can be indulged in now but 
speculation. Itistrue that Judge Gay- 
nor’s name is on every lip, but when it is 
known that the delegates here number 
less than 25, it is easy to see that the 
events of today may change the whole 
current. Judge Gaynor of Brooklyn, John 
Boyd Thatcher of Albany, Frederick P. 
Cook of Rochester and Senator David B. 
Hill are mentioned, 

David L. Lockwood of Buffalo was men- 
tioned, but it is said by those who know 
that he is practically out of the race, and 
that Mr. Sheehan's support will be thrown 
toward Frederick Cook. Every effort will 
be made, however, to induce Mr. Cook to 
accept the second place on the ticket in 
case either Judge Gaynor or Senator Hill 
is a numinee. 

Will Hill Ran? 

As to Mr. Hill as a candidate, Lieuten- 
ant Governor Sheehan says: “I conyersed 
with Senator Hill on the matter Saturday 
afternoon pefore leaying Albany for Sara- 
toga. He not only said that he would not 
be a candidate, but insisted that I should 
not broach the subject to him any more 
and hoped that no further mention of it 
would be made.” 

Notwithstanding the assertion of Mr. 
Sheehan, there are some people here who 
profess to believe that Senator Hill may 
yet be induced to accept. 

“Would Mr. Hill make a good candi- 
date?” was asked of Charles §, Fairchild. 

“I must decline to answer that ques- 
tion,’’ said Mr. Fairchild. ‘I am not here 
in the interest of any candidate, but 
simply to see that all Democrats have a 
representation in the convention.” 

Mr. Shepherd, who represents the same 
faction in Kings county as Mr. Fairchild 
represents in New York, was asked if 
there was anything new in their contest. 

He said: ‘We shall appear before the 
committee on credentials and ask that our 
whole delegation be seated. So far as 
nominations are concerned, we are for 
Judge Gaynor.” 

For lieutenant governor there are three 
names mentioned, Frederick Cook of 
Rochester, John J. Linson of Ulster 
county and Jacob B. Cantor of New York, 
with the chances seemingly largely in 
favor of the second named. 

For judge of the court of appeals only 
one candidate is mentioned, Judge Titus 
of Erie, although there is a rumor that 
the name of Judge A. B. Parker will be 
presented by his friends. 

Delegates’ Contesta, 

The contests noted for the seats of dele- 
gates are from New York, Kings, Albany 
and Rockland. A settlement has been 
effected among the Oswego delegates. It 
is strongly intimated, despite all the talk 
of harmony that has been prevalent for 
the past two weeks, and which it was said 
would result in Tammany’s agreeing to 
allow the state Democracy to have some of 
the seats, that that organization will 
strenuously object to any of the Grace 
Fairchild people being given seats in the 
convention. This would change the situa- 
tion entirely and create a good deal of 
feeling. It is likely, however, that these 
matters will be settled by the state com- 
mittee at its meeting tonight. 

Speaking of the state committee, it is 
said here that the suggested election of 
Mr. Hinckley as chairman in place of Mr. 
Murphy has met with a good deal of op- 
position, and that it is possible that he 
may not obtain the prize. 


Will Be a Total Loss, 

BROOKLYN, Sept. 24.— Shortly before 
midnight the iron ship Glenesslin, lying 
at Brooklyn with 50,000 cases of kerosene 
oil on board, was discovered on fire, and 
within ashort time the entire inside of 
the vessel was in flames. It is thought 
that it will be a total loss. The Glenesslin 
arrived from Calcutta A 1g. 19, and is con- 
signed by W. R. Grace & Co. to Hong 
Kong. Fifty thousand cases of kerosene 
of the 75,000 which were to constitute her 
cargo had been already put on board,

MADRID, Sept. 24.—With imposing cere- 
mony Lord Plunkett, archbishop wf Dub- 
lin, yesterday consecrated the Protestant 
church in this city, and also consecrated 
Rey. Senor Cabrera as the first Protestant 
bishop of Madrid. It is expected that the 
elevation of Senor Cabrera to the bishopric 
will cause a sensation in the Catholic 
world.

POLITICAL POTPOURRI. 


Echoes of Past Elections and Gossip of 
Approaching Ones. 


The board of assessors and registrars of 
voters were kept very busy Saturday 
night, the former assessing those that had 
not been assessed and the latter adding 
voters to the lists, thirty-two new names 
being added and one name restored. The 
list wifl be reprinted this week, 

Congressman Morse will be renominated 
at Brockton Oct. 2, next week, Tuesday. 

The convention of the Norfolk county 
Republicans will be held on Tuesday at 11 
A. M., at Wesleyan hall, 36 Bromfield 
street, Boston. 

Now comes Congressman McE:trick and 
says he was not a candidate for the regular 
Democratic nomiuation, but will run inde- 
pendently as two years azo. 

Mr. McNary is jubilant over his success 
at the recent Democratic caucuses. He 
was two years ago. 

The People’s Party is flooding the city 
with its campaign documents. 

“The result of the Lynn caucuses,”’ says 
Chairman McCarty of the Lynn Democrats, 
“is a distinct black eye to the further 
political aspirations of the gentleman from 
Quincy, as the delegates elected in this 
city Friday night are, with one or two pos- 
sible exceptions, solidly against his re- 
nomination,’’ He takes the ground that 
Dr. Everett should be opposed by the local 
Democracy on account of his failure to 
uphold Democratic principles in Congress. 
In support of this he instances the learned 
doctor's failure to vote for the final adop- 
tion of the Wilson bill, his attitude on the 
Geary ,Chinese exclusion act, his antago- 
nism to the election of United States sena- 
tors by the people, and his shilly-shallying 
course on the question of the repeal of the 
State bank tax. Dr. Everett’s frequent 
declaration that he is a Cleveland Demo- 
crat and a Cleveland Democrat only is also 
held by Mr. McCarty to be a sofficieut 
reason for opposing his renomination, as 
he thinks the party should choose candi- 
dates whose faith is pot pinned entirely to 
one man, 

Everett Not a Candidate. 

Dr. William Everett of this vity, who has 
represented the Seventh district in 
Congress, is outwith a letter declining to 
be a candidate for reelection, but not 
until all delegates to tbe convention have 
been chosen. 


A few paragraphs taken bodily from his | 


lengthy letter will be of interest, showing 
where he failed: 

‘* A representative in the Congress of the 
United States by the free choice of a free 
people, holds assuredly a great position; 
but, if that freedom does not extend to his 
own judgment, his own conscience, his | 
own honor, he holds it by a base tenure, 
unworthy of his ancient birthright of 
American liberty. 

** But on several occasions I found it im- 
possible to follow the leaders of the Demo- 
cratic party. I felt obliged to speak and 
vote against the proposed amendment to 
elect Senators by the people; I repelled 
every attack on the civil service commis- 
sioners and the merit system of appoint- 
ment, and I refused to vote a Republican 
member out of his seat whom I believed 
jastly elected. | 

‘** As far as law makiog goes, I am con- |} 
vineed party discipline is at present a hind- 
rance and nota help; defeating, blocking | 
and mutilating most useful legislation, | 
which might be speedily effected, and | 
indeed is so when sensible men conquer 
their artificial reluctance to accept anything 
from the opposite party. 

“On the all-important question of the} 
tariff, I spoke for the largest freedom con- 
sistent with revenue; I favored a moder- 
ate duty on sugars, and I opposed the in- 
come tax ; moved by the wonderful elo- 
quence of my honored friend, Mr. Wil- 
son, I accepted his bill even with that ob- 
jectionable addition. 

** But when it came back to us from the 
Senate, little, if any, improved, and in 
most respects, as I believed, greatly in- | 
jured ; when it was forced upon our ac- 
ceptance, as every one said, under influ- 
ences that Congress never should have 
listened to, I could not go with the Dem- 
ocratic caucus in adopting the very words 
of the Senate—that same caucus which 
not a week before had declared we would 
stand by President Cleveland and Mr. 
Wilson for the rights of the representa- 
tives of the people, I voted against the 
bill, and I find a sufficient justification of 
my vote in the refusal of the President to 
sign it,’’

Isolated Cohasset. 

Ex-County Commissioner Milton M. 
Fisher, in Sept. 15, Dedham Transcript 
thus explains why Cohasset is separated 
from Norfolk Ccunty by the town of Hing- 
ham, which is in the county of Plymouth. 
Cohasset’s position on the map has always 
excited comment. 

‘* Cohasset is the ‘ Lone S'ar’ of Norfolk 
County, and ‘ Why ?’ is often asked with- 
out an intelligent reply. Not finding any 
reference to it in the very full history of 
the town in the Norfolk County History, 
published in 1884, I rely on memory for an 
answer from other source. Norfolk 
County was incorporated March 26, 1793, 
heing a part of Suffolk. ‘The town of 
Hingham, from having close social rela- 
tions with Boston, declined to change her 
county relations with Suffolk, and her 
daughter, Cohasset, was squeezed into 
Norfolk County, between Hingham in 
Suffolk, and Scituate in Plymouth coun- 
ties, on the south and west, and the “* rock- 
bound coast’’ of the Atlantic Ocean on the 
north and east. It is further said that in 
1803, ten years later, when the taxes in 
the “ Greater Boston” and Suffolk County 
had largely increased, Hingham, too proud 
to ask admission with her Puritan sisters, 
whose entreaties she had spurned, sought 
admission with the county of the Pilgrim 
Fathers, and was kindly received, and so 
remains, a cloud on the western horizon 
of her daughter, Cohasset.’’

This is natural, in view of the fact that 
for many years the officers in this branch 
of the service have devoted their ingenuity 
to the development of the passively resist- 
ant quality of ships, holding that design 
best which should carry the heaviest 
armor. ‘Thus they created the great bat- 
tleship, and now they stand prepared to 


defend her. 


One of the most distinguished of ord- 
nance officers, in his record of work accom- 
plished, a man who has had much to do 
with designing the guns and armor for 
our modern ships, speaking upon the sub- 
ject of the Yalu fight, was inclined to be 
skeptical as to the defeat of the Chinese 
battleships. Said he: ‘We are still in the 
dark as to the details of the battle, but I 
will venture the assertion now that not 
one of the Chinese battleships was seri- 
ously injured, and that their loss was con- 
fined to cruisers or only partially protected 


vessels. 


“And even the best of the Chinese battle- 
ships is not a first class vessel. The Chen 
Yuen is a second rate ship, about like our 
Maine or Texas. But as it was, there was 
one reason, though that is a very good 
one, why the battleships did not speedily 
destroy all of the Japanese fleet, and that 
reason is the immense superiority of the 
Japanese personnel. The Japanese them- 
selves fully understood the value of bat- 
tleships and have been making strenuous 
efforts to buy the Capitan Prat, the new 


armored vessel built in Europe for Chili. 
Specd a Secondary Consideration. 


“A good deal of nonsense has been said 
and written about the value of high speed 
unarmored cruisers, mainly by the private 
builders, who are after the big premiums 
paid for speed.

Additional Gossip of Interest 


concerning China and Japan has been 
brought by steamers just arrived from the 
two countries. The accounts say: 

By arrangement between Japan and 
England, supplementary to the new 
treaty, the former government proposed 
that the judicial codes of the empire shall 
be put into effect and full operation be- 
fore the treaty is made practically effect- 
ive. Itis alsoagreed that the provisions 
of the second article in the treaty relating 
to military service shall apply to British 
colonies. 

Japanese courts were opened Sept. 14, 
the highest at Tokio under the presidency 
of Viscount Kawise, late minister to Eng 
land; the other at Sasaho,a naval sta- 
tien near Nagasaki, under the presidency 
of Judge Hitomim, chief of the Nagasaki 
court of appeals. 


Stirred Up Ill Feeling. 


The case of two alleged Japanese spies, 
who have been given up by the United 
States consul general at Shanghai to al- 
most certain death at the hands of the 
Chinese, attracts much attention and no 
little ill feeling among Americans and 
Europeans in China. 

The two young men had been some time 
pursuing their studiesin Shanghai, and, 
like the majority of the Japanese residents, 
were in the habit of wearing Chinese dress. 
With the idea of serving their country in 
some indefinite way, they undertook at 
the outbreak of war to collect information 
which they thought would be valuable to 
thelr government. What they gave to 
their government has not transpired, 
but itis charged they made drawings of 
defenses, and in consequence of which 
they were arrested by native officers in the 
French quarter of the settlement. 

Upon the Japanese consulate closing, it 
was rumored all Japanese remaining in 
the country should look to local repre- 
sentatives of the United States for such 
aidand advice as could be unofficially 
vouchsafed. Explanations were given that 
absolute protection could not be extended, 
but in order that something might be done 
to rescue the young men from their peril- 
ous position they were handed over from 
the French consul to the American consui 
general, in spiteof the protests and de- 
mands of the Chinese government, which 
insisted upon their surrender. 


Instructions Were Peremptory. 


Mr. Jerningham, consul general, soon 
discovered the suspected men had no con 
nection with the Japanese authoritics. 
and they acted wholly upon their respon- 
sibilities. Itis understood that after due 
investigation he was disposed to ship them 
to Japan, but on reporting the incident to 
Washington he received peremptory in 
structions to deliver them to Chinese 
custody. This, the telegram announced. 
was done on Sept. 6, to the dissatisfaction 
of the great majority of aliens dwelling in 
Shanghai. 

The ordinary procedure with accused 
foreigners who have no consular repre 
sentative is to bring them before a mixed 
court under the gontrol of a chief npgis 
trate, but no cne believes the prescribed

Ex-Secretary of the Navy May Be 
Nominated For Governor. 


TAMMANYITES SOLID FOR HIM. 


Judge Gaynor Positively De- 
clines a Nomination. 


SaRatoea, Sept. 25.—The Democratic 
state convention met in the convention 
hall at noon today and Senator Hill made 
his address as the temporary chairman of 
the meeting. Committees were appointed 
on credentials, permanent organization 
and platform, and the convention took a 
recess until tomorrow noon, when it will 
meet at the old skating rink where the 
convention that nominated Flower met in 
1891. No nominations will be made today 

There is not a man versed in the waws of 
conventions of political parties that ever 
saw a situation like that which confronts 
the convention. The predicament is ex- 
plained in a very few words by Lieutenant 
Governor Sheehan. Hesaid: “There is 
not aman or politician here that knows 
who the nominee of the party will be un- 
til the convention meets. It is anybody or 
any faction's candidate, and the conven- 
tion will be a Democratic one in every 
sense of the word.” 


WILLIAM C. WHITNEY. 
The Tammanyites will come as one man 


for William C. Whitney. There is one 
significant fact in all this startling boom 
for Whitney, and that is that Mayor 
Gilroy, who was in Europe with Mr 
Whitney during the past month, has 
nothing to say when asked as taghe candi- 
dacy of the man, but smiles and says 
“Wait until he comes and he wil! talk for 
himself."’ 
The Platform. 

The platform, as drawn up, contains a 
very great many planks that will probably 
be subject to revision, but as a whole, it 
will not be changed except as to the way 
in which it will read. 

It renews its pledges of fidelity to prin- 
ciples of Democracy and affirms the 
planks of the national platform of Is¥2. It 
arraigns the Republican party in the state 
for attempting to deceive the people by 
pretending to cut down the éstute tax rat 
when in effect it put over the payment of 
appropriations made by the legislature 
until the next year, for purely campaign 
purposes. 

The work of the constitutional conven 
tion is criticised as partisan, and tending 
to burden the people with unnecessary ad 
ditional expenses It alleges that the 
purely reform measures, such as the forest 
ing article, the charities article, the prison 
labor and canal articles, were passed by 
Democratic votes, but that the majority 
turned the convention into a political body 
by attempting to make a normally Demo 
cratic state Republican. It says that no 
home rule has been arranged for cities, 
and that the country districts have been 
favored as against the cities of the state 

On the tariff it declares that there should 
be no more general tariff legislation for 
years, but that if there be any necessity it 
should be by special act and then enly 
when necessary to remove duty on raw 
materials. The income tax is entirely 
ignored. 

Relating to canals, it declares for exten 
sive improvements by bonding the stat 
50 as to allow the state to compete with 
Canada in the transportation of grain and 
lumber. 

It denounces the principles of the Amer- 
ican Protective association as un-Ameri 
can andin violation of the constitution, 
which provides for equality regardless of 
religion. Itendorses the administration 
of Govertior Flower at Albany and Sena 
tor Hill at Washington. 

Hill In the Dark. 


Senator Hill arrived late yesterday af- 
ternoon and opened headquarters at the 
Grand Union hotel. From the time of 
his arrival until alate hour of the night 
he was besieged by crowds of delegates 
He said: “I received word that I was to 
be the temporary chairman of the conven- 
tion today.

WILL FORCE MATTERS 


Japan Will Bring the War to a Finish 
Before November. 


CHINA WILL OFFER REPARATION 


For Acts of Violence Com- 
mitted Against Foreigners. 


Lonpox, Sept. 25-—A reporter had an 
interview yesterday with M. Myabara, a 
Japanese naval constructor, who is here 
supervising the building of two first-class 
men-of-war for Japan. Each of the vessels 
is to be of 12,300 tons, and is to be com- 
pleted in four years. 

M. Myabara dwelt at length upon the 
sudden volte-face of English opinion in 
favor of Japan since her successes in 
Corea. He said the Yalu battle had by no 
means disturbed his faith in the vast im 
portance of big armored battleships 
Cruisers, of course, were of undoubted 
value, but big ironclads were the great 
determining factor, and that was where 
China had an advantage over Japan. M 
Myabara said it made him fret to think 
that the two ironclads now being built 
Were not commenced six-years ago. 

With regard to the campaign, he thought 
that everything pointed in a Japanese 
march toward Pekin. Beyond that he 
Was not inclined to say much. Personally, 
he believed that the war would terminate 
before winter. 

“You may depend upon it,” he con- 
tinued, “that Japan will force matters to 
a finish before November, when tc gulfs 
of Pe-Chi-Li and Liau-Tong are frozen 
over. You will probably soon hear of a 
great battle on the Yalu. 

“The Japanese are good marchers, and 
therefore we may soon expect something 
important. In the meantime there may 
be minor fights on the march, of which 
you will hear nothing, because during the 
intervals of marching on an important 
position nota paragraph concerning the 
movements of the troops will be allowed 
to be telegraphed.” 

Pekin Authorities Embarrassed. 

Advices from Shanghai state that the 
murder of the two missionaries by Chinese 
Poldiers has been followed by the assassinua 
tion of a French customs officer on the 
frontier of Tonquin. These acts of vio 
lence are greatly embarrassing the Pekin 
authorities at the present time, and it is 
announced reparation will be offered in 
the case of Rey. Mr. Wylie by executing 
his assailants, rebuilding the wrecked 
chapel and paying a sum of money to the 
family of the victim. 

The English newspapers in Shanghai 
state that the unprecedented step will be 
taken of expressing regret. in an imperial 
edict, a form of atonement which assuredly 
would never have been vouchsafed in less 
troubled times. As regards the outrages 
on Frenchmen, ships of war of that nation 
will demand reparation. The work of 
strengthening the defenses along Chinese 
coasts is continued, mostly by posting 
floating batteries at points of supposed 
danger.

WEATHER AND CROPS 


| warm Week With Enough Rain to 


Break the Drought. 


FARM WORK IS WELL AQVANCED. 


Apple Picking Begun, With 
Promise of Good Crops. 


Bostox, Sept. 25.—The summary of the 
weather and crop conditions in New Eng- 
land for the week just passed, as given by 
the New England weather service bureau, 
is as follows: 

The weather for the week has been 
warmer than usual at this season of the 
year, with favorable harvesting weather 
and with an abundance of rain in all 
southern sections. The drought is now 
thoroughly broken over the greater part of 
New England. Wells have filled, the 
Streams in pastures are full and grass is 
starting well. 

New England's Rainfall. 

The following is the rainfall for the 
week at each station, expressed in inches 
and hundredths: Eastport, Me., 0.59; 
Portland, Me., 1.47; Brookline, N. H., 
1.11; Alstead, N. H , 0.92; West Milan, N. 
H., 1.24; Stratford, N. H., 0.56; Northfield, 
Vt., 1.28; Hartland, Vt., 2.20; Amesbury, 
Mass., 1.95; Ipswich, Mass., 1.19; Boston, 
1.58; Nantucket, Mass., 0.20; Block Island, 
R. L, 1.14; Kingston, R. L, 2.53; South 
Manchester, Conn., 1.71; New London, 
Conn., 1.35; New Britain, Conn., 4.37; 
West Simsbury, Conn., 4.64; Westville, 
Conn., 5.54; Greenfield Hill, Conn., 3.58; 
Hawleyville, Conn., 3.50. 

Fine Harvesting Weather. 

Harvesting is going on rapidly in Maine 
with generally favorable weather. The 
rain was heavy in all central and southern 
sections and the ground is now plenty wet 
enough for fall plowing. A good crop of 
sweet corn has been harvested and the 
field corn is very good. The root crop is 
doing finely. Grass is looking well and 
there is an abundance of fall feed. Apples 
will bea light crop in Penobscot county. 

Reseeding Necessary In Some Places. 

There was a comparatively small amount 
of rain in the northern part of New Hamp- 
shire during the week. Grass is starting 
slowly and the springs and streams are 
filling up slowly, but in southern sections 
the ground is well filled with water, and 
grass in fields and pastures is starting 
finely, except the new seedings that were 
killed by drought. Much reseeding wil} 
have to be done. | Anrle z

In Cheshire 
county there are few apples in the valleys. 
In Sullivan county there seems to be 
plenty of fall fruit, but the Baldwins are 
reported a light crop, In Coos county the 
yield of potatoes is very large and sound. 
Corn harvesting is well under way, with a 
good crop. Beans are very good and ripe. 
Ground Never Plowed Better, 

Much plowing is being done in Vermont 
und correspondents say that the ground 
never plowed better. The wind and rain 
during the storm beat off a good many 
apples, but generally this fruit is pro 
nounced very promising. 

In Orange county the correspondent 
states that apples are plenty on the hills, 
but in the valleys and for 150 feet up they 
are scarce; this is probably true in many 
towns in this state and in New Hampshire. 

Jeans have ripened well, are mostly 
pulled, and are pronounced an extra crop. 
Feed is good. The potato rot is at a mini- 
mum in southern counties. 

Farm Work Well Advanced. 

The fine weather has been favorable for 
farm work,and in Massachusetts it is 
well advanced for the season. 

In parts of eastern Franklin county the 
wind during the late storm did much 
damage to fruit trees and timber, but the 
correspondent in central Worcester county 
states that no damage was done beyond 
shaking off afew worms or dead-ripe ap- 
ples. The weather has been favorable for 
gathering rowen, which is a light crop. 

Generally the rains have started the 
grass on fields and pastures, buta_ corre- 
spondent {in Hampden county states that 
he has examined grass lands and finds 
many rootsdead. He thinks the crop for 
next year has been seriously affected. In 
that county much of last spring’s seeding 
is dead, and many are resecding. his is 
true in some other sections, but whether 
the failure of new grass to live is general 
or not the correspondents have failed to 
note. Forage crops and roots are growing 
very well. Apple picking is under way, 
and almost every correspondent reports ‘a 
good crop in prospect; they are generally 
of extra good color and quality. Quinces 
are good in Worcester county. 

Rain Has Not Reached Wells, 

Although the rainfall in parts of Rhode 
Island, including that which fell on the 
17th, was 34 inches, the correspondents re- 
port that wells have not felt its effects 
yet. Thestreams in pastures, however, 
have been filled, and all grass flelds and 
pastures and newly seeded pieces havi 
been greatly helped. Late garden and 
forage crops are growing well. Apple 
picking has begun, and in Providenci 
county the crop is estimated below aver 
age. The latter part of the week gave 
good weather for curing cern. 


Rain Was Heavy, 

In many places in southwestern Con 
necticut the rain of the 19th and 20th gayi 
the greatest amount that has fallen in one 
storm foroverayear. The rowen crop gen 
erally is pronounced a failure, but the past 
ures and meadows are green and growin» 
very fast, and there will be plenty of fall 
feed. Grass seed sown last spring with 
grain has been killed out on dry knolls 
but no correspondent reports anticipation 
of ashort hay crop next year on accoun 
of this season's drought. 

The correspondent at West Simsbury 
states that he can find no turf that was 
entirely killed. The observer at New Lon 
don says: ‘“The pastures, except in places 
where the drought killed the roots (which 
does not appear as serious as first expected), 


are in prime condition. The pros; cts for 


next year are very bright and satisfac- 


tory.”’ Fall plowing is under way, Turnips 
are good. Cabbage, celery, etec., are grow- 
ing very fast, though in Fairfield county 
the celery is reported unusually poor 


Tomatoes are doing better. Buckwheat is 


ripening well with prospect of medium 
yield. Late corn is ripening finely in the 
good weather; the earlier corn is mostly 
cut and gives a good yield. Apple p cking 
has begun and most correspondents report 
& fair yield of winter fruit in prospect.

This is the sixth in- 
cendiary fire that has occurred during the 
week.

& Jacob of this city, was bailed out yester- 
day by his father. The bail was fixed at 
210,000. Clark was out on bail before, but 
was surrendered by his father because he 
would not leave the woman for whom he 
had forsaken his wife.

Mrs. Peary Intends to Bring 
Back Her Husband. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 26.—The steamer | St. Lonis............ 800801 
Falcon, with the Peary relief party and 
members of the expedition on board, 
docked at 3:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
st the International Navigation com- 
pany’s wharf in the lower portion of the 
city. Long before the vessel reached her 
moorings thousands of people had gath- 
ered on the wharves in the vicinity to wel- 
come the little party of explorers. 

As soon as the Falcon was tied to the 
pier, Mrs. Peary with her baby, Marie 
Ahnetigo Peary, anda girl whom Mrs. 
Peary had_ brought with her from the 
Arctic regions, were escorted to a wagon 
coach and hurried to the Pennsylvania 
station, where she boarded a train for 
Washington, the home of her mother. 

A reporter had a short interview with 
Mrs. Peary before she left the city. The 
brave little woman showed. plainly by her 
manner that she is much chagrined be 
cause of her husband’s determination to 
remain in the Arcticregions. She declares 
she is going north again next summer and 
bring him back to civilization 

If She Has to Drag Him With Her. 

Mrs. Peary appeared in excellent health, 
and the baby, born amid icebergs, which 
is now a little more than 1 year old and a 
beautiful child, seems to be all the better 
for the rough life she has been compelled te 
lead. 

Commander Bryant, who had charge otf 
the relief party, says the expedition was a 
grand success. ‘‘We made many valuable 
collections, the ethnological specimens be- 
ing very rare. I think we have the finest 
series of photographs of life and scenes in 
the Arctic country that were ever taken.” 

The party killed eight polar bears and 
have the skins with them on the Falcon. 
They also have the skeletons of all of 
these animals. In addition, they brought 
back about 50 Eskimo dogs. All of the 
party came on the Falcon except Dr.

“Brazil has acted, however, in strict 
conformity to the original agreement em- 
bodied in notes between Blaine and my- 
self, exchanged when the treaty was 
signed. These gave either country the 
privilege of renouncing the treaty on July 
lor Jan. 1,of any given year, by giving 
three months’ notice. The tariff law 
served to abrogate the treaty without any 
notice to Brazil, but our government saw 
fit to give the full three months’ notice. 
The effect is to make the new tariff rates 
exist against Brazilian imports since Aug. 
28 last, while the low reciprocity rates for 
American goods will remain until Janu- 
ary in Brazil.” 

Mr. Mendonca was asked as to the effect 
of the change on trade. “The reciprocity 
trfaty worked very well,” said he. “It 
was chiefly beneficial to Brazil on sugar. 
Prior to it our sugar had only the domes- 
tic market, but the treaty gave us the 
United States market, and as a result our 
sugar trade to this country has 

Tripled In the Last Three Years. 
It promised even greater increase when 
the full benefits of the law are reaped.”’ 

Besides the reciprocity treaty with Bra 
zil, which will lapse entirely on Jan. 1 
next, the United States has entered into 
nine other similar arrangements with 
other nations under the authority -con- 
ferred by the McKinley act. 

These arrangements are with Spain, as 
Cuba and Porto Rico, with the Dominican

Mrs. Peary expects to return to Phila- 
delphia in a few days to concert plans for 
raising money for an expedition next 
summer, and the Geographical society will 
lend it assistance.

Chinese agents in Europe and the U nited 
States have been ordered to purchase forth- 
with any warships that are obtainable 
Two serviceable vessels were purchased at 
Buenos Ayres yesterday. Many vessels 
loaded with munitions of war are on their 
way here from Hamburg and other Euro- 
pean ports. 

Following a similar action recently 
taken by Japanese, orders have been re 
ceived from Tien-Tsin reading that a 
register be kept in every district of the 
Japanese residents, who are still numerous. 

It is denied that the Japanese govern- 
ment has concluded an alliance with Ger- 
many and France. 

A telegram from Pekin states that if the 
Japanese should occupy Pekin the em- 
peror will withdraw with the court to 
Nankin. The viceroy of Nankin, the dis- 
patch says, has already been instructed to 
prepare for such an event. 

A dispatch from Tokio says nothing 
is known there of the reported successful 
landing of Chinese troops in the Yalu. 
The correspondents says that the hostile 
feeling against foreigners at Pekin is in- 
creasing.

STAMPEDE FOR HILL, 


Nominated by Acclamation Fos Gov- 
ernor of New York. 


LOCKWOOD GETS SECOND PLACE. 


Judge Gaynor Nominated For 
Court of Appeals. 


SARATOGA, Sept. 27.—A scene such as 
no delegate at the state Democratic con- 
vention, which closed yesterday, ever wit- 
nessed before, took place in the Casino 
rink, when all mentioned candidates were 
forgotten and the advent of David B. 
Hill’s name caused a stampede in his 
favor. 

Fifteen hundred people stood on their 
feet, yelling themselves hoarse, two bands 
of music tried to drown the tumult, and 
Senator David B. Hill pounded violently 
but ineffectually with his gavel in an at- 
tempt to restore order. 

It was a scene of disorder, but of enthu- 
siasm. It was the strange situation of a 
presiding officer of a convention, evidently 
against his expressed desires, being forced 
to accept a unanimous nomination when 
other candidates had been presented and 
apparently accepted by the delegates. 

Mr. Hill had finished his speech nomina- 
ting John Boyd Thatcher. Delegates ex- 
pected that nominations would be made 
by acclamation. Even Senator Hil) him 
self, with the gavelin hand, had ordered 
the roll to be called, and breathed a sigh of 
relief, evidently believing the crisis had 


passed. 


DAVID B. HILL. 

But aslight built man from Alleghany 
county, who had never been known in the 
councils of the party, threw a firebrand 
which created a sensation almost beyond 


belief. When the county was reached 
Delegate Reynolds arose, and amidst in- 
tense silence, said: ‘“‘The united delega- 
tion from Alleghany county desire to place 
in nomination for governor their first and 
only choice, David Bennett Hill.” 
Excitement Reigned Supreme. 

Then occurred one of the wildest scenes 
that could be imagined. Delegates 
jumped upon the chairs, spectators 
crowded into the aisles, and hats were 
thrown up, canes with ribbons waved 
wildly and men yelled themselves hoarse 
in cheer after cheer. Senator Hill grew 
pale with emotion, but in a hope that he 
would be able to stem the tide, pounded 
vigorously with the gavel and cried for or- 
der. 

The secretaries left their desks, and 
jumping into chairs also cheered with the 
multitude. Bourke Cockran, John R 
Fellows, Mayor Gilroy and other leaders 
jumped upon the press tables and urged 
on the applause 

Finally, from sheer exhaustion, the vast 
audience ceased enough to allow Senator 
Hill’s voice to be heard, and in husky 
tones he said: “I am grateful to the 
Democracy of the Empire state for the 
courtesy and kindness and support in the 
past, but I must say to you that I cannot 
be your candidate again for governor.” 

In the intervals of the tumult, Senator 
Hill managed to insist that the roll of del 
egates should be called. Senator McMahon 
said: “I raise the point of order that the 
roll call may be dispensed with by a unani 
mous vote of the delegates.” 

Senator Hill: ‘I have had some slight 
parliamentary experience myself, and the 
rollcall cannot be dispensed with by unan- 
imous consent.” 

The clerk, therefore, began again the 
calling of the roll. Several county lead- 
ers arose and announced their delegations 
as for Senator Hill. 

New York was reached and Senator Guy 
jumped to his feet. There were cries of 
“Platform,’’ but he stood on a chair, and 
the delegates listened breathlessly. He 
placed Mr. Hill in nomination. 

He had barely finished when the same 
scene that oceurred when Hill’s name was 
first mentioned was repeated. The dele- 
gates pushed down the aisles toward the 
front and threatened to invade the stage 
Senator Hill said out of the din: “‘Therules 
of the assembly are in force here, and the 
rolicall should be allowed to proceed.” 

Cockran’s Strong Endorsement of Hill 

The gavel was banged several times, and 
as the applause subsided somewhat, it was 
almost as immediately resumed when, 
jumping upon the press tables and from 
there to the stage, Bourke Cockran mad 
an impassioned speech in favor of the 
nomination of Hill. 

When Mr. Cockran had finished, the 
scene that had preceded this was a mere 
nothing in comparison with the pande 
monium that reigned for five minutes 
Vainly did Senator Hill use the gavel and 
call upon the delegates for order. At the 
sound of his voice the applause took on 


new Mmpetus. Atlast, when some quiet 
was restored, the senator demanded that 
the rollcall proceed, under the rutes of the 
assembly, adopted as the rules of the con- 
vention. 

Secretary DeFreest began the calling of 
the roll amid cries of ‘‘Call slowly.” Ex- 
Assemblyman Hitt, from Albany, who 
had nominated Thatcher, jumped to his 
feet, and, mounting a chair, declared that 
if there was any chance to prevail upon 
Hill to accept the nomination there would 
be no other candidate in his way. This 
removed all candidates from the path, and 
there were cries of ““Make it unanimous” 
and calls to Secretary DeFreest to put the 
question. 

Congressman Cockran evidently did not 
like the delay, for, springing to his feet, he 
said: ‘‘All who are in favor of the nomina- 
tion by acclamation will say aye.” This 
was a mighty shout, and to the same sum- 


mons for those “Opposed, no,” there was 
not a voice heard. Then turning to Sena- 
tor Hill, he said: “Sir, the people sum- 
mon you to your duty.” 

Again Chairman Hill managed to re- 
store order in order that assembly dis- 
tricts might be called. The convention 
showed a disposition not to allow this, 
but Mayor Gilroy sprang upon a chair and 
urged the convention to proceed deliber- 
ately. 

The roll was called and every county 
answered for Hill. and the secretaries an- 
nounced Senator Pill had received all the 
votes cast. There were cries of “Announce 
it; announce the result.”’ 

Secretary DeFreest mounted a chair 
upon the stage and said: ‘I declare that 
Senator Hillis the unanimous choice of 
this convention for the nomination of 
governor of the state of New York.” 

During the excitement that attended 
Secretary DeFreest’s announcement, the 
senator sat behind the chairman's table. 
His usually pale face was almost ashy, his 
hand trembled and he did not venture to 
speak, 

Lockwood In Second Place. 

Congressman Fellows sent up a resolu- 
tion that the convention proceed at once 
to nominate a lieutenant governor. The 
delegates fell in with this suggestion at 
once, and Lieutenant Governor Sheehan 
obtained recognition from the chair, and 
placed in nomination Hon. Daniel Lock- 
wood of Buffalo, and moved his nomina- 
tion by acclamation. 

Senator Hill put the question, and the 
nomination was made by acclamation, a 
round of applause following. 

Gaynor Nominated. 

During the excitement that followed, 
and while the applause was still being con- 
tinued, James D. Bell of Kings county 
mounted the platform and nominated 
Judge William J. Gaynor of Kings county 
for the court of appeals, and moved that 
the nomination be made unanimous. 
There was applause when he finished, and 
the nomination was made by acclamation. 

Senator Cantor moved that the conven 
tion adjourn sine die. 

Senator Hill—This convention has run 
itself to please itself, and now, as it wants 
toclose, I declare the convention adjourned 
sine die. 

Hill's Gratitude. 

ALBANY, Sept. 27.—Senator Hill and 
Daniel N. Lockwood were serenaded last 
night at the Kenmore hotel, when they 
came from Saratoga, by the Albany Demo- 
cratic phalanx. Louis W. Pratt intro- 
duced Senator Hill. The other speakers 
were Daniel N. Lockwood, Senator Can- 
tor and William D. Wood. A mighty 
swell of voices went up when Senator 
Hill was introduced. He said in part: 

“This demonstration isa part of unex- 
pected events of aday, which, to me, has 
been one of mingled surprise and em- 
barrassment. The action of the Demo- 
cratic convention, which is the occasion of 
this assemblage, and which was as unfore- 
seen by you as by myself, imposes respon- 
sibilities and obligations of which I can- 
not speak tonight. 

‘Unwilling as I was to receive the honor 
which the convention, in spite of my pro- 
tests, has sought to confer upon me, I am 
deeply touched by the unusual manifesta- 
tion of confidence and esteem which ac- 
companied the action of the convention, 
and I can only express in feeble language 
a small part of the gratitude which I fvel 
toward the Democracy of New York. At 
some future time I hope to express my 
views at length upon the issues involved 
in this most important campaign.” 


The Presidential Bee. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—The feeling 
among Democrats is openly expressed that 
Hill’s election would mean his nomina- 
tion forthe presidency. Captain Thomas 
H. McKee was in charge of Republican 
congressional headquarters. He said he 
thought it was a strong nomination. ‘But 
Hill cannot expect to carry the state,’’ he 
added. ‘‘It is simply a short cut across lots 
to the leadership of the Democratic party.”’ 

Wood and the Governorship, 

Boston, Sept. 27.—A Worcester dispatch 
to The Journal says: Charles W. Wood 
of this city, who has been mentioned as 
the AP. A. candidate for governor, on 
authority from Springfield, was seen re- 
garding the truth of the statement. While 
he denied that heis acandidate for any 
office, the correspondent was led to be- 
lieve from what he ~ id that he might be 
prevailed upon to run.

READY FOR CORBETT. 


A Two-Round Contest Shows What 
Fitzsimmons Can Do. 


DIRECTUM CAPTURES BIG PURSE. 


Wins Three Straight Heats 
From Arion and Nelson. 


NEw ORLEANS, Sept. 27.—The glove con- 
test between Robert Fitzsimmons of Naw 
ark, N. J., and Dan Creedon of St. Louis, 
for a purse of $5000, took place in the arena 
of the Olympic club last night. They 
fought as middleweights at 154 pounds 
Both men are Australians by birth, but 
Fitzsimmons is now an American citizen 
by adeption. 

This was the star event of the carnival, 
and was a match that had attracted more 
interest than most of the pugilistic mat- 
ters of recent date. An additional feature 
inthe importance of the match was the 
bearing it has to a prospective mecting be- 
tween Fitzsimmons and Corbett. Fitzsim 
mons has been most persevering in his ef- 
forts to secure a match with the champion 
heavyweight, and from time to time has 
been put off with the reminder that he i- 
not in his class. 


A 
BOB FITZSIMMONS 

Corbett first named Choyinski as the 
man lanky Bob had to whip before he 
could talk a match. Fitz took on the 
match, and then he was told by the cham- 
pion that he would have to go with Cree- 
don to place himself in a position to talk 
fight. 

Fitzsimmons was finely trained, and but 
for traces of prickly heat his skin was as 
white as a baby’s. His enormous shoul 
ders and chest, when compared with his 
narrow waist and hips, were particularly 
marked. His long, lithe arms and legs 
were 

Covered With Sinuous Muscles 
that gave every indication of terrible force 
and speed. His every movement was like 
that ofa panther watching his prey and 
ready to spring upon it. 

Creedon, as he appeared, presented a 
stockier look. Fitzsimmons had some 
thing to the good in height and reach, but 
as he stood with his legs farther apart 
than Creedon, it was not so marked as it 
might have been. 

When Referee Duffy adjusted the scales 
there wasa hum of pleasure throughout 
the audience. Creedon was first to enter 
the ring, closely followed by Fitzsimmons 
Creedon weighed 158 pounds and Fitz 
simmons 1551s. 

After the usual instructions the men ad 
vanced to the center of the ring, and 

The Fight Was On. 

In the first round both felt each other 
foran opening. Fitzled. He was short, 
however, but he forced the fighting and 
landed aright onthe head, and Creedon 
scored a hard body blow. A moment later 
Creedon caught a left onthe chin, an 
one, two, three on the head. The men had 
to be separated by the referee. Creedon 
ducked beautifully from a right on the 
head. 

Round 2—Creedon missed a light left 
hand sw‘ng on the head, but he landed 
two rights on the body. Fitz scored two 
heavy rights and knocked Creedon down 
with a heavy right on the jaw. Fitz 
landed a heavy right on the jaw, and the 
men had to be forced from a clinch 
Creedon received two heavy rights on the 
jaw and three rights on the body, and was 
knocked out by a heavy left on the jaw. 

There was the wildest demonstration 
ever seen in the ring. Referee Duffy 
awarded the fight to Fitzsimmons, who 
was loudly cheered. Referee Duffy then 
announced Fitzsimmons’ challenge to 
Corbett. 

The work of Fitz in the second round 
was the most marvelous ever seen in this 
section of the country. Creedon’s seconds 
and backers were startled beyond measure, 
and even those who desired Fitzsimmons’ 
defeat, and there were many, were over 
awed and full of wonderment at the tall 
man’s marvelous fistic skill,

MANEUVERS OF JAPS 


Far Outweighed the Movements of 
Their Chinese Adversaries. 


THE STORY OF AN EYE WITNESS 


Of the Great Fight at the 
Mouth of the Yalu. 


SHANGHAI, Sept. 27.—An eye witness 
gives the following account of the naval 
battle of Sept. 1: While eight Chinese 
warships were lying at the entrance to the 
Yalu river 12 Japanese vessels hove in 
sight. The Japanese ships advanced in 
single line, while the Chinese fleet as- 
sumed a V-shaped formation, with the 
flagship at the apex. 

In consequence of this, half the Chinese 
vessels were rendered useless. The J apan- 
ese, in passing, opened fire upon the Chi- 
nese, who replied to the best of their 
ability. After the battle had been in 
progress for a short time, the Chinese fleet 
altered its formation. The Japanese fleet 
kept steaming in a circle around the Chi- 
nese, 

Suddenly the Japanese withheld their 
fire, but aftera quarter of an hour had 
elapsed resumed the attack and poured 4 
hot fire into the enemy. The Chinese 
Arnistrong cruiser went out of line, con- 
trary to orders, steamed alongside of one 
of the Japanese ships and sunk her. 

The Chinese cruiser was sunk shortly 
afterward. About this time two Chinese 
warships, which had been on guard up the 
Yalu river, hearing the firing, joined the 
fleet and took part in the battle. This in- 
creased the number of Chinese ships en- 
gaged to 10. 

A short time afterward another Chinese 
ship was sunk and two others ran ashore, 
caught fireand were abandoned. After 
six hours’ fighting 

The Japanese Fleet Withdrew. 

The Chinese ships followed them, but 
were unable to overtake them. It is pre- 
sumed that the Japanese ships retired be- 
cause they had become short of ammuni- 
tidn. 

The damage to the Chih-Yuen is chiefly 
in her woodwork, which is nearly all 
burned away. She also received about 
200 shot holes in her sides, mostly from 
machine guns. None of the shots pierced 
her armor more than three inches. 

The Chen-Yuen had 120 shot holes in her 
sides, andis generally in the same condi- 
tion as the Chih-Yuen. When the Ting- 
Yuan (the Chen-Yuen’s sister shi airived 
at Port Arthur she was three feet down 
by the head. 

At-Wwill require two months to make the 
necessary repairs to the Chinese fleet. One 
Japanese ship was certainly sunk, and 
two others were supposed to have gone to 
the bottom. 

The maneuvering of the Japanese ships 
was excellent. All their signals were exe 
cuted by flag and were promptly answered 
throughout the battle. The Chinese ships 
had scarcely any ammunition left. 

Japanese warships are cruising on the 
Shang-Tung presumably looking 
for Chinese transports and cruisers, 

Not Yet Beheaded, 

The report of the beheading of the two 
Japanese students accused of being spies 
and who were surrendered by the United 
States gencral at Sbanghai, to 
whom they had appealed for protection, is 
untru The Japanese are in Chinese cus- 
tody awaiting trial.

Alleged Ungentiemanly Con- 
duct and Lack of Food. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 28.—Since the re- 
turn of the Peary expedition from North 
Greenland on Tuesday last, there have 
been stories of dissatisfaction on the part 
of the members concerning Peary’s con- 
duct of the enterprise and the quality and 
quantity of the food he compelled them to 
eat. 

The interview had with Mrs. Peary in 
Washington, in which she said she was at 
& loss to uaderstand the complaints, has 
caused much discussion here, and yester- 
day afternoon the members of the party 
held a conference at the Bingham House 
to consider the advisability of making a 
statement of the occasion for dissatisfac- 
tion. 

The conference was held behind closed 
doors and lasted several hours. At its 
conclusion, the members declined to state 
what had been decided upon, further than 
that it was not their intention to make 
answer to Mrs. Peary’s statements at this 
time. The party has not yet disbanded, 
however, and a further consultation may 
be held. 

W. T. Swain, who was one of the party 
and went out with Peary as his private 
secretary, said: ‘‘We are under no contract 
with Peary nc+to find fault with his man- 
agement. The only agreement that ex- 
ists was made by us on board ship while 
we were returning to Philadelphia. We 
then agreed that we would say nothing 
unless Mrs. Peary opened her lips. This I 
see she did yesterday. I consider myself 
at perfect liberty to speak. 

No Mincing of Words, 

“As to my contract with Peary, it was 
broken by him repeatedly during the 
course of the expedition. He agreed that 
we were to be treated as gentlemen, for 
one thing. I can say that Lieutenant 
Peary himself certainly did not act as a 
gentleman among gentlemen. Mrs. Peary, 
I see, has something to say about the food. 
Let me give you our menu during the last 
two months of our stay while we waited 
for the relief party. This menu was the 
outcome of Peary’s arrangements and was 
due to insufficient provisioning in the be- 
ginning. 

‘‘Breakfast—Corn meal mush, sprinkled 
by Peary with sugar and a sparing hand; 
bacon with all the fat fried out of it; an 
occasional spoonful of Boston beans out of 
acan; coffee. 

“Lunch—Boiled seal meat, tasting like 
stale mutton flavored with coal oil; corn 
bread; tea.

MAN MAY YET FLY. 


The Quincy Literary and Debating Society Wonderful Birdlike Machine Construeted 


by Professor Lilienthal. 

San a man fiy? Learned professors of 
the sciences of aeronautics agree that he 
camnot, and a formidable commission 
of experts appointed by the German 
government to investigate into the pos- 
sibilities of aerial navigation have final- 
ly and decisively and officially said that 
{t isimpossible, Still an ingenious and 
observant German of the name of Otto 
Lilienthal, after a long series of experi- 
ments and in the face of the decisions of 
the eminent scientists, has succeeded in 
proving that a clever man can fly, and 
fiy for considerable distances too. 

Professor Lilienthal, like most men 
who have solved difficult problems, has 
gone clear away from. the principles to 
which other men have found limitations. 
When he decided to fiy, in other words, 
he*left the possibilities afforded by the 
balloon entirely out of his calculations. 
Balloons, said he, are crude affairs, dan- 
gerous, not to be depended upon, non- 
dirigible and clumsy. There is nothing 
in nature built upon the principle of 
the balloon, yet there are things in na- 
ture which can fly, and fly much better 
than the best balloons. Those things are 
birds. To the birds, then, I will go for 
the model of my flying machine. And 
to the birds he went. 

From these same birds it was that 
Professor Lilienthal learned the true 
principles of aerial navigation, which 
principles he has succeeded to a degree 
in adapting to the uses of man. He first 
learned that it is the concave shape of 
a biud’s wing that enables it to soar, ris- 
ing or falling at will without muscular 
exertion in the teeth of a high wind. 
Then he learned that a bird’s wing 
bones are constructed similarly to those 
in aman’s arm. Knowing these things, 
he built his flying machine, or, to be 
more correct, his soaring machine. He 
made for himself of light but impervi- 
ous cotton cloth and split willow wands 
two immense wings 28 feet from tip to 
tip, and a practicable if not highly or- 
namental rudder or tail. 

He preserved in their construction as 
nearly as possible the form of a bird’s 
wings and tail, increasing the parabolic 
curve of the bird’s wings to the exact 
proportionate degree for his larger ones. 
These wings and the tail, weighing in 
all only 25 pounds, are so constructed 
as to fold up like the wings of a bat. 
Having completed them, the professor 
adjusted them to his arms, took a run 
along a hilltop and calmly and confi- 
dently jumped over the side, spread- 
ing his wings as he didso. He soared 
some distance and alighted in safety 
and comfort. He repeated his experi- 
ment many, nrany times, learning how 
to control his apparatus, how to change 
direction, how to rise or descend at will. 
He improvet his wings and tail and 
kept on practicing until now he can 
soar for several hundred yards, rise to 
a much greater height than he started 
from and fulfill most of the functions of 
a big bird, save only that of propelling 
himself in still air and starting his 
flight from level ground. These two 
things a man is not strong enough to 
do, the bird possessing much greater 
strength for its size and weight than the 
most muscular man. But what Profes- 
sor Lilienthal lacks in strength he has 
made up in ingenuity, for he has now 
constructed a little motor, operated by 
carbonic acid gas, which, while it adds 
scarcely anything to the weight of his 
flying apparatus, is capable of develop- 
ing continuously two horsepower, or 
more than enough energy to work the 
wings. Indeed in the first trial the lit- 
tle motor developed too much strength 
and broke the wings, putting a stop to 
further experiments for the time. 

If Professor Lilienthal succeeds in 
perfecting the great invention, the prac- 
ticability of which he has already dem- 
onstrated, and in making aerial navi- 
gation on the simple principles fayored 
by the birds safe for mankind, he will 
have achieved a notable triumph over 
the wonderful forces of nature as well 
as the world’s greatest scientists. And 
he seems very likely to succeed, unless 
he should grow careless in handling his 
experimental wings and perchance fall 
victim to the awful fate which overtook 
the lamented and legendary Icarus, the 
first man who attempted to fiy.—Chi- 
cago Times, 


THE BALLOON CYCLE. 


The Latest French Army Means of Carrying 
War Dispatches. 

There floated over the hamlet of Vil- 
leneuve la Garenne the other afternoon 
in midair a balloon. Suddenly it ap- 
peared to burst and fell rapidly toward 
the earth. Fearing that a disaster had 
occurred, the terrified folk ran to the 
spot at which they expected the aerostat 
would reach the ground, when to their 
amazement they saw a parachute detach 
itself from the car and descend gently. 
Immediately the earth was touched one 
of the passengers jumped upon a small 
bicycle which he had bronght with him 
from the aerial regions, and he disap- 
peared in the direction of Levallois, iv 
the neighborhood of Paris, as rapidly as 
the machine could carry him. 

The explanation of this singular oc- 
currence is simple. The balloon was the 
Caliban, and the ascent was made from 
Levallois by Captain Capazza and M. 
Hervieu, the latter being the cyclist. 
Their object was to test the possibility 
of a balloon being used for carrying war 
dispatches, and they assumed that an 
enemy succeeded in destroying it. Yet 
they proved that by means of the para- 
chute they would be able to make good 
their escape and to outdistanee their pur- 
suers with the aid of the portable bj- 
zycle.—London Telegraph. 

Boat Propelled by a Turbine Wheel. 

Several trials have been made on the 
Elbe with a boat propelled not by the 
ordinary screw, which replaced the pad- 
dle wheel, but by means of a turbine 
wheel. The inventor, Herr Zenner, 
states that a much greater speed can be 
obtained than with the screw, because 
the friction is much less. Three boats 
have already been constructed on this 
pattern. — Westminster Gazette.

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WILSON 1 HONORED. 


THE MOTHER COUNTRY BENEFITED 


By the Recent Changes In Our 
Tariff Laws. 


Loxpon, Sept. 28.—Congressman W.-L. 
Wilson of West Virginia was entertained 
at dinner at the Hotel Metropole last even- 
ing by the Chamber of Commerce of Lon- 
don. There were about 70 guests, and 
they included United States Secretary of 
Agriculture Mortofi and his two sons, 
Congressman Straus of New York and a& 
number of other leading Americans and 
Englishmen. 

After the toast to the queen had been 
drunk, the chairman proposed a toast to 
the President of the United States. He 
referred in eulogistic terms to America’s 
former representatives in London—Lowell, 
Lincoln and Phelps—and to the present 
representative, Mr. Bayard, the mention 
of whose name was greeted with loud 
cheers. He extended a hearty welcome to 
the guests and to Secretary Morton as rep- 
resenting the American government. The 
toast was drunk standing, amid loud and 
prolonged cheering. 

Proposing a toast to the guests, Sir Al- 
bert Rollit said that Mr. Wilson’s name 
had become honored and familiar in Eng- 
land. In honoring the guests, he said, 
they were honoring London, and its 
Chamber of Commerce asked them take 
back with them a 

Message of Peace and Good Will, 

Nothing, he went on, could be worse 
than a war between the two great allies. 

That was why arbitration in the Ala 
bamaand Behring sea cases was accept- 
able to Great Britain. He was not sure 
that the worst wars of the future would 
not be tariff wars. If, as he hoped, the 
period of tariffs was beginning to end, 
both countries ought to honor Mr. Wilson. 
The new tariff might not have realized the 
aspiration of its promoters, but it had es- 
tablished a freer system of trade and sub- 
stituted a certainty for an uncertainty to 
the benefit of both countries. 

Benefits had already been experienced 
in England. Furnaces had been reopened 
in Wales andin Yorkshire, and ah im- 
petus had been given to the textile indus- 
tries. He again welcomed Mr. Wilson 
and Mr. Morton, whose names he had 
coupled in the toast. 

Mr. Wilson's Hearty Reception, 

Mr. Wilson was greeted with cheers, 
which lasted for several minutes. The 
various points in his speech were also 
warmly cheered. He acknowledged the 
honor conferred upon him, recited the 
events of the long struggle to overthrow 
protection, and concluded as follows: 

“We are being rapidly sobered, though 
unapplied by theo truth forced upon us of 
here covernments that a free gov- 
ernment is the most complex and difficult, 
and judging from the world’s experience, 
the most uncertain and short-lived. 

“Your institutions are strong, because 
they are deeply rooted in the past. It is 
foryou and forus to show that while 
other nations have been great in war, com- 
merce, science, etc., we can be great in 
all, and also great in the greatness of per- 
manent freedom.” 

Replying to the toast to the Chamber of 
Commerce, United States Congressmen 
Straus deplored the fact that the tariff was 
ever made a party question in the United 
States, and urged the formation as promptly 
as possible of an international agreement 
to settle the silver situation. Mr.*Straus as- 
serted that the compliment paid to Mr. Wil- 
son by the dinner tendered him by the Lon- 
don Chamber of Commerce would be con- 
torted by the “protectionist press” into “a 
mark of the English sense of obligation at 
Mr. Wilson’s efforts in England’s behalf.” 


English Opinion on Hill's Nomination.

“THR “HOWGATE CASE 


May Lead to Some Highly Interest- 
ing Developments. 


DRUMMOND'S CONNECTION WITH IT 


To Be Looked Into by Admin- 
istration Officials. 


W£ASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Now that Mr. 
Drummond, who was chief of the United 
States secret service under the last ad 
ministration, has effected the capture of 
Captain Howgate, he will be called upon 
by the treasury department to make some 
explanation in regard to certain features 
of his connection with the Howgate case. 

It is understood that Drummond will be 
called upon to explain why it was that he 
left no record in the files of the bureau 
about the Howgate case when he severed 
his connection with the secret service. It 
issaid at the treasury department that 
Drummond claimed to be working on the 
Howgate case in June, 1893, At that time 
the Cleveland administration, having 
been in power over three months, deter- 
mined to displace Drummond, who was a 
Republican, and give his place to Mr. 
Hazen, a Democrat. 

Drummond, it is alleged, reported to 
Secretary Carlisle that he was then en- 
gaged in efforts to capture Captain How- 
gate, and to displace him at this juncture 
would interfere with the apprehension of 
the fugitive. Upon this assurance, Secre- 
tary Carlisle deferred action, but after the 
lapse of eight months, with still no news 
of Howgate, the secretary concluded that 
he would make the change. Drummond’s 

Resignation Was Then Handed In. 

Soon after taking charge of the office 
Hazen had occasion to look up the How- 
gate case, but itis said he could find no 
records in the office relating to it. There 
is not a trace in the files of the department 
concerning the history of the department 
to capture Howgate. 

The first impulse of the treasury depart- 
ment officials was to call upon Drummond 
to give an account of his stewardship in 
this matter, but for certain reasons it was 
concluded not to mention the matter to 
him at that time. In the early part of 
this month the secret service bureau re- 

ceived information that Howgate was in 
New York, and that he was haunting a 
certain locality, The bureau went to 
work upon this hint, but had not found 
Captain Howgate at the time that Druim- 
mond flushed his game. 

Now that the whole thing has come to 
light, it is understood that the treasury 
department will call upon Mr. Drum- 
mond to tell what he may know of any 
papers or data upon the Howgate case 
which may have been in the bureau at the 
time he resigned. A legal demand of this 
kind can be made, for there is a statute 
regulating the disposition of public papers 
and documents by officials.

JAPS MAY ADVANCE UPON PEKIN. 


About American Warships In 
Chinese Waters. 


SHANGHAI, Sept. 29.—It is reported that 
the emperor has granted Li Hung Chang's 
request to be allowed to take the field in 
person, and that Li Hung Chang will 
make his headquarters at Lu-Taf near 
Kai-Ping, the present headquarters of the 
provincial commander-in-chief of Chin-Li 

It also reported that the Chinese 
troops have evacuated Corea, and are now 
massed at Chiu-Lien-Ching, 30 miles west- 
ward of the Yalu river. 

There have been numerous desertions 
from the Chinese army of late because of 
the faulty condition of the arms and the 
ammunition supplied to the troops. 

Another junk that was sailing through 
North channel in order to evade the guard 
boats struck a torpedo and was blown to 
pieces. Several men were drowned. 

Chinese Don’t Want to Fight, 

None of the new levies have as yet been 
forwarded from Canton. A large number 
of officers of both the army and navy are 
resigning rather than go into active service. 
No new supplies of coal are coming into 
the open market, except from Tonquin 
As the shipping trade is so stagnant, how 
ever, the existing stocks will last a couple 
of months at least. 

Besides laying mines at the entrance to 
Foo-Chow and Tamsui harbors, the Chi

Privately, it is learned that the Canton 
arsenal authorities are in a difficulty which 
may affect the whole war.

The arsenal at Canton was found to be in 
a lamentable state of unfitness, and heavy 
punishment is sure to fall upon the 
ficials responsible for this condition of af- 
fairs. Inthe meantime the Japanese ar 
senals are reportedto be working upon an 
unprecedented scale.

Before Tackling Big Game. 

PorTLAND, Me., Sept. 29.—James J. Cor- 
pett last night mailed a letter to Fitzsim- 
mons, in which he says: 

“It is not necessary for me to give a re 
ply to your challenge, because you are well 
aware that I will not accept it, unless you 
prove yourself a ‘champion heavy weight 
and not a ‘middleweight.’ I must ac 
knowledge that as a ‘middleweight’ you 
have no equal, but all you ever did in the 
‘heavyweight’ class was to defeat Peter 
Maher and Joe Choynski, two second-class 
‘heavyweights,’ as both of these men have 
been defeated by Joe Goddard of Aus- 
tralia, another second-class ‘heavyweight.’ 

“If you really want to fight for the 
championship of the world all you have to 
dois to prove to meand the world that 
you are capable of defeating any *heavy- 
weight’ outside of me. : 

“Steve O'Donnell, my present sparring 
partner, an undefeated man, has $10,000 
that says that he can defeat you. He will 
box you from one round to a finish, for 
fun or for money. How can you expect 
me to recognize you when this man stands 
ready with money behind him to prove to 
the world that he is your superior? If 
you will only meet him and defeat him, I 
will accept an offer of $25,000 from the 
Olympic club, and I will give you all the 
fight that you want. 

“Now, if you want to fight me, this is 
the only way that you can ever get me to 
make a match with you, andany further 
talk from you I will put down as a bluff. 
If you defeat Mr. O'Donnell I will fight 
you for the ‘championship of the world,’ 
and all the money you like. This is posi 
tively my ultimatum.” 


Fitzsimmons Talks. 

ATLANTA, Sept. 29.—‘If Mr. Corbett 
will say that he does not want to meet Mr. 
Fitzsimmons, I won't bother him any 
more, but I will claim the heavyweight 
championship of the world and walk off 
with it.”
